HEATHEN GODS and HEROES. 

CHAP, I, 
O/Coelus and Terra. 

OELUS, whom the Greeks call Urartu s, 
was the Son of jEtber and Dies, as C icero 
tells us. His Wife was Vejla or Terra. 
He/tod {ays, That Uranus was born of Gala, 
the fame as, Terra, who brought forth 
Uranus* or the Starry* firmament, equal 
to herfclf, that (he might every Way be covered and fur- 
rounded by it, and that it might be a firm and ftable 
B Manfion 
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2 0/ Coblus and Terra. 

/ion for the Gocfe , Then fhe wt$ delivered ofOurea, or the 
Mountains, to be Habitations for the Divine Nymph* 
that delight in the Woods. And laftly ihe became Pa* 
rent to Pelapus, or the Raging Sea ; and performed sAx 
this without. an Acquaintance with any Male. After* 
wards fhe and Our anus proceeded to a nuptial Union, 
frcto whence a numerous offspring, arofe, among whom 
Were Crius, Hyperien Iapetus, Tbeia, Rbta, Theme, Mae* 
mo/yne, Pbabe, Tetbys, Saturn, Brontes, Sterofes, Arges, 
Cot t us, Briareus* Cyges 9 and others. 

However, Terra, not confining herfelf to Ccelus, was 
acquainted *with Tartarus, and had the Giant 7jpbaru* 
by him. 

She afterwards caufed her younger Son Saturn to take 
up Arms again ft his Father; the Pretext was, becaufe he 
had fettered the Cyclops, and thrown them into Prifon. 

She perfuaded the Titans' to join him, and gave Sa- 
turn like wife an Adamantine Sidle, with which, after ha- 
ving overcome his Father, and bound him, he caftrated 
him. Prom the Blood of the Wound there Were born 
the three Furies, Ale&o, Tyfipbone, and Megarra; and 
from the Parts cut off, and thrown into the Sea, Venus 
was propagated by the genial Power of the Waters, and 
fo from out of their Foam, when agitated by Tempefta, 
tHfere arofe that moft charming and powerful of all tiur 
Goddcffes. 

Lnaantius fays, that Coelus was fome potent and afbi- 
ring Prince, who affecting to be a God, called hi mi elf 
the Son of the Ambient Sh; And after him, Saturn 
thought it no lefs Glory to be the fon of Heaven, whofe 
vaft Concavity 1 contains all Things Immortal, as well 
as, thofe liable to Corruption. None of his Adk>*s 
have been tranfmitted to Pofterity ; but k is delivered 
down, that the Supreme Power was conferred on him 
for his lingular Prudence and Policy ; that his dethrone . 
iog happened in the thirty-fceond Year of his Reign • 
and that he was buried in Oceania, (fuppofed to be 
CntiJ near the Town called AuJaria. 



DfodiPMS 
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Of C o e l u s and Terra. & 

Diodorus reports, that the Atlantides inhabited a rick 
Country bordering on the Ocean, and were famous for 
their Civil Reception and Entertainment of Strangers ; 
that they boafted the Gods were born among them. , 
They faid Uranus was their firfl King, who caufed Peo- 
ple to dwell in Towns and Cities, and to ufe and lay 
up th« Fruits of the Earth ; that his Dominions extend- 
ed towards the Weft and Northern Parts of the World ; 
that being excellent in Aftronomy, he taught them the 
Courfe of the Sun, Moon and Stars, that therefore the 
Starry Heaven was called after his Name; and for his 
extraordinary Merits and Beneficence towards Mankind* 
he was fly led, The Eternal King of the Un'werfe. 

His Wife Titea was cfleemed for her Wifdom and ; 
Goodnefs ; and therefore by thofe ihe had obliged, was, 
after her Death, reputed a Goddefs, and called Terra. 
She is generally described with her Head crowned with 
Towers and- Cities, and vaft Numbers •/Flowers, Trees, 
Fruits and Animals difperfed about hei ; her Temple 
was round, and her own Image was in fome Places or- 
hicular, tho* Ihe is faid by fome Authors, not to have 
been dcfcribed any Figure at all. She is called Vefla, 
from viftando, that is, fupporting berfelf and ftanding. by 
her ovm Power, and remaining immovable in the Cen- 
ter of the Univerfe. And hence Plato fays That tube* 
the great Leader Jupiter drives bis Chariot fwiftly in the 
Heavens, be marches firft, as difpoftng and taking Care of 
mil T hints. Then a njaft Hoft of Gods and Damons follow 
him, 4iftr*buui into twelve Parties ; but that Vefta alone 
remains in the Man/ion of tbt Gods. She was the Mother 
of Saturn, that is, Time ; becaufe (he lay hid in the. 
cenfufed Mafs of the World, when Time itfelf had no 
Exfiftence. 

, She prefided over all Repafts, Feafts, and Banquets. 
To her the firft Fruits were offered, and in all folema 
Sacrifices, Oblations were made to her, both at the be- 
ginning and n>i(hing of the Ceremonies, fince from her 
proceeded all Things, both for the Ncceffities of Men, 
B 2 and 
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4 6/Hyperion ^Theia, 

and the Honour of the Gods ; Flowers and Bread-Corn 



were her proper Offerings,

CHAP. II. 

Of Hyperion* and Theia. 

AFTER the Death of Calm and Vefta, iheir Daugh- 
ter Bafeleia, otherwife called Theia, was elected 
Queen ; being a Virgin remarkable for her Modefty 
and Chaflity ; but afterwards Jefir»us to leave Heirs, 
Ihe married Hyperion her Brother, by whom fhe had Helios 
and Selene, who were admired by all for the Excellency 
of their Beauty : But her other Brothers entringinto a 
Confpiracy, aflaffinated Hyperion, and drowned Helios 
in the River Eridanus* Selene, who paflionately loved 
her Brother, expired by throwing herfe If headlong from 
a Tower. Helios afterwards appeared to his Mother in 
a Dream,' and told her they were deifyed, and that 
from thenceforth the Holy Fire in Heaven mould : be 
called Helios, that is the Sun; and that which was be- 
fore named Mine, or the Moon, fhould receive the Name ' 
of Selene. The Mother afterwards wandred in a furious 
Madnefs, and at laft difappeared in a fudderi Storm of 
Thunder and Lightning. 

By Homer, Theia is faid to have had another Daugh- 
ter, no lefs beautiful than the former, called Aurora. 
Hiftorians fay this Hyperion was an aftrCnomer, that 
found out the Motions of the Sun, the Moon and other 
Stars and the Seafons and Diftin&ions of Time, mea- 
fured out by them, and therefore he is called the Fa- 
ther of thofe Planets, as being the jfirft that taught the 
Knowledge and Nature of therm 

After the Death of Hyperion, the Children of Calus 
divided the Kingdom, among whom the moft renowned . 
where Atlas f Iapetus and Saturn, . - - **

CHAP. III. 
Of Ocean us and T,ethys; • 

OCahw was one of the firft-born Sons of C<rV.an4 * 
J^a, he married his Sifter Tetbys, befides whom, 
he had many other Sifters, all Nymphs, Pro/effort of a* 
Hundred Woods* and a.Hundred Rivers. He was. efteem- 
edthe Father both of Gods and Men, who were /aid 
to have taken their Beginnings from him ; he incir- 
cled the Land with his Waves, and was the -Parent of 
fuch letter Seas and Rivers as fall from the feveral parts 
of the habitable World. The Antients, by calling him 
the Father of all Things, are thought to have fignified 
that Moifture or radical Humour which is diffufed by * 
divine Power into the univerfal Matter* and *Wl natqral 
Bodies ; without which, according to the Opia&Ar of 
y hales, nothing could be formed or, corrupted. Jtam. 
going to vifit him, according to Homer, at the utmoft Li- 
mits of the Earth, owns him and Tetbys to have been 
the Parents of the Gods, and that (he herfelf had been 
nurfed and educated in their Habitations. 

Tetbys brought forth Epbyre, who was Wife to Epfme- 
theus, and Phi one who was married to Atlas; There were 
many of their Daughters named in Poetical Story, Phi- 
lyra, Callirboe, Perfiis, Tyebe, Ocyrboc, jEtbra, Clymene* 
Doris, Rbodias, Metis, Clyde, &c. It would be in vain 
to think to enumerate them, fince their number amount- 
ed to Three Thoufand. 

He had two other Wives, Pampbyloge and Partbenope: 
By the firft he had two Daughters, Afia and Lybda ; and 
two more by. the latter, Europa and Tbracia, which Four • 
gave Names to the different Continents of the Earth. 
Amongfthis other Children" wereCapbyra, who nou rifted 
and brought up Neptune ; Triptolemut, who. was the Fa- 
vourite of Ceres ; Nereus who presided over Salt Waters 5 
and Acbehus, who hadd^Dominion of the frelh. 
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6 Of A VR OR A «fcf TlTHONUS. 
. Oceanus is defcribed with the Head of a Bull, from 
ihe Force of tie Winds, with which he is flirred up 
and put in' Motion, and beat againft the Shores with a 
bellowing Noife and roaring Fury. From him the fame 
Shape is attributed to Rivers, as being his Offsprings ; 
t and Firgil introduces his Hero jEneas, facrificing a Bull 
to the Gods of the Sea, that he might obtain a profper- 
oUs Expedition. 



C H A P. IV. 

Of Aurora and T*ithonus. 

AVrcra was the Daughter of Hyperion and Third ; 
Orpbtm calls her the Forerunner of the God Titan ; 
foj Ihe is that Light which gives Notice of the rifing of 
the Sun above our Hemifphere. By others (he is fan! to 
be the Daughter of Than and the Earth ; becaufe to fach 
as fail on the Water, or travel on a Plain, the Light of 
the Morning feems to rife out of the Earth, and proceed 
from the Sun who immediately follows it. 

The Poets reprefent Aur$ra rifiog out of the Ocean, 
carried in a golden Charrior, having her Fingers of a Vie* 
let or Rofy, or Saffron Colour ; dropping with gentle 
Dew, fo. denoting the Colours we fee in the Morning 
canfed in the Air by the Light and Vapours. Firgil* that 
moft exalt Poet, defcribes nt* afcending with Horfes of 
a Flame Colour ; at one Time with two, and then with 
four, according as ihe rifee, fome times flower, and fome- 
times fooner, Theocritus gives her white Horfes, with 
refped more to the Nature of Light itfelf, than ttr the 
Vapours which arife with it ; but Lycropbrcn makes hf r 
to be carried upon the Wings of the fwift and poetical 
Horfe Ptgafus: However it be, her coming is moft grate- 
ful and pleafant to Men, Animals, Plants, and all Sorts 
of Creatures.

Aurora is faid to have fallen in Love with a beautiful 
and graceful Youth, called Cepbalus, by whom (he ha4 
Phaeton ; for Cepbalus was fappofed to be the fame with 
the Sun, the //**</. or Prince of the other Stars, and 
Phaeton or Heat to have been produced by the rapid Force 
of his motion. This Story is ptherwife told, that Ctpba* 
/*/was the Son of jEolus, and Hufbmd to Proa it, 
Daughter of EriQbu:, King of Athens* and that Aurora 
feeing him often hunting in the Morning, and admiring 
the Coraelinefs of his Mien and Behaviour r took him 
with her into Heaven, but even there could not perfuade 
him to violate his Marriage Vows; (he therefore fent 
him to Procris in the Habit of a Merchant to tempt her 
Conftancy by Courtlhips and Prefents : jufl as (he was 
going to comply, he threw off his Difguife, whereupon 
Tor Shame (he fled into the Woods ; but being reconciled, 
ifce gave him a Dart which never erred. This made Cr- 
/£a/*^deligbt more in the Woods than ever he had done 
before: where, retiring into the Shade, and calling for 
Aura the Air to come and refrefti him, he was over- 
heard, and a Story was carried to his Wife, that he had 
jftill a Correfpondcnce with Aurora. This made Procris 
jealous, and hide herfelf in the Bu flies near the Place' of 
his Retirement. He, upon the Motion of the Leaves, 
thinking there had been a wild Bead, drew his Bow, 
and made his unerring Dart become fatal to the Donor 
of it. 

according to Homer, Aurora had a Panlon for Qv'm, 
ft lovely Youth, who delighted much in Hogs and Hunt- 
ing, and carried him with her into Deloj. 

By her hufband, Aflreas, one of the Titans, Aurora 
became Mpther to the Stars, and the Winds, Argefles* Ze- 
fkyrus, Boreas an&Ndlus* ' The Mythologies lay (he it 
Mother of the Winds, becaufe after a Calm in the Night, 
the Winds rife in the Morning, as Attendant upon the 
Sun, by whofe Heat and Light they are begotten. 

But the Perfon (he mod delighted in was Tit bonus, by 

.whom (he had JEmathitm and Memnonfthls Tit bonus 

was a young Prince of -excellent Shape and Endowments, 

B 4 the 
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8 0/ Atlas, 

the Son of Laomedon, by Rhea* the Daughter of Sea- 
nander ; Aurora carried him with her to Dilcs, then to 
^Ethiopia, and at taft to the Heavens, where fhe obtained 
from the Pare*, or Fates, that he might become im- 
mortal ; but at the fame Time forgot to requeft that he 
might not grow old. Age and Length of Time made 
him fo decrepid, that he was forced as an* Infant to be 
rocked to fleep in a Cradle ; fo that he thought it better 
to die, than to encounter with fo many Troubles and 
Difficultie* of Nature ; but fince he could not obtain 
Death, he got Aurora to transform him to a Gralhopper, 
which, as Poets fay, by calling its Wings and Skin grows 
young again. Even in that Shape he retains the Loqua- 
city of old Age, which is morofe, alwaus contemning 
the prefent, and like Ne/tor, praifing ancient Time, and 
boafting of pail Actions. 

The Story is otherwife tofci, that Titbonus was a great 
Lover of Aftronomy, and ufed to be up before Break of 
Day to obferve the Stars : this continual Vigilance re- 
warded him with long Life; and preferved him from 
Sicknefs ; but that at laft, when he was forced to fubmh 
to the Inconveniencies of old Age, Aurora, by the Help 
of tOriental Drugs and Herbs, removed thofe Weakneffes, 
and reflored him to his youthful heat and Vigour. 

This Titbonus was e deemed the Founder of the moft 
noble City Sufa, not far from the River Cboafptj, here* 
tofore the Seas of the Perfian Empire.

X to Atlat, where he called the greateft Mountain 
in the World after his own Name : He was an excellent 
Aftronomer; and the firlt that difcovered the Knowledge 
of the Sphere, and therefore was faid to have carried the 

Heavens 
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Heavens upon his Shoulders. He had many Sops, 
amongft whom the moft eminent was He/per us, being 
efteemed for his Piety towards the Gods, and Juftice and 
Kjndnefs to his Subjects. Hefperus being upon the Top 
of Mount Atlas to obferve the Motions of the Stars, va- 
nifoed away fuddenly in a Tempeft; and that he might 
be forever honoured, the -Morning Star, the brighteft in 

■the Heavens, was called after his Name, Hefperus lived 
fome Time in Italy, which from him was called He/peria : 
he had three Daughters, ABgle, Arethuja, and Htfferi* 
t6q/a 9 who in general were called He/per ides, and had 

^Gardens with Trees planted in them that bore golden 
Apples, and were guarded by a watchful Dragon. 

Atlas had likewife feven Daughters, who after their 
•Father's Name were called Atlantides. Their proper 

•Names were Mat a, Elefira, Toy get a, After ope, Met opt* 

.Halcyenesnd Cefceno : All thefe had Children by .heroick 
Princes, or the Gods themfelves. Their Sons were the 
firft Anceftors of feveral Nations, and Builders of many 
Cities. Thefe Attantider were in - great -Reputation for 
Wifdom and Jqftice, and therefore were adored as God - 
.defies, and fixed in the Conftellation #f the feven Stars, 
called Pleiades. Buftris King of ^Bgypt, had them all 

r in his Power ; for he ilole them from their Father. Her- 

' iules travelling through A/rick, conquered him, and fet 
them at Liberty* and to requite this Favour, Atlas taught 
him Aftronomy. Hercules carried this Science into Greece, 
from whence arofe the Fable, xlaabKertules for the Space 
©f a Day, fupported' the Weight of the Heavens, that 
he might. give fome Eafe to Atlas. * 

After this, Orion purfued both them and their Mother 

* for the Space of five years, and at la ft to avoid his Inv- 

. porttmkies, upon their fervent Prayers to Juphir^ they 

9 wereitarken up amongft the Star?.. - 

i Some^ Authors tell us, that the JPleiades were the Daugh - 
•ters oof Lyasrguts horn. in. Naxos, and that they were 
tranflated into Heaven for their good Service in the Edu- 
cation of Batch**. , 



Atlas 
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Atlas hzd other Daughters called the tljuder, who np4& 
the Loft of their Brother Hefptrus, fell into /continual 
Fits of weepings till the Gods, oat of Companion, changed 
fhtm into (even Stars, which appear at the Head of the 
Conftellation Taurus, and whenever they rife or fct, ant 
attended with extraordinary Showers. 

Hyginus gives this Account; That Atlas having fide* 
with the Giants in their war againft Jupiter after hi* 
Vidory over them, was contained to bear the Weight 
•f the Heavens* as a Punilh merit. 

There are other Authors who (ay, that Atlas Ring of 
Mauritania was the Son of Iapetus by AJia, Daughter of 
Oceanu;, and that an Oracle had forewarned him that 
he mould fuffer fbme great Misfortunes from one of the 
Sons of Jupiter % therefore he refolved to give no Enter- 
tainment to Strangers; yet notwithstanding his Precauti- 
ons, Perjeus turned him into a Mountain of his own 
Name.* » 



CHAP. VL 

€f Iapetus* and his 5^/xEpimetheus and 
Prometheus. 

• r 

IApetus the Son of Catlus and Terr*, was one «f the 
Gf«*/ithat warred againft Jupiter . - He was very 
potent, and coniequently proud and lofty. He lived t» 
be fo extremely old, that is Age become a Proverb. Be- 
fore the War he had a Daughter named Ancbmlt, who 
gave the Name to a City of CiUcia. Afterwards he had 
a Son called Premetbeus, but k Is doubtful who was hit 
Mother, whether Afi*> Afifi 9 or Themis. Iapetus had 
above thirty Sons, among wneoi were Efimtbtus, JBuphm* 
jus* and Atlas. 

Prometheus was eSeemed to be the Inventor of mat? 
Artt>and that he audit Man of the Mature andTeat» 

jeramei* 
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-F.piMETHttfs and Proxcbthius. ** 

.perament of all the Elements, and gave him Strength of 
Body and Vigor pf Mind, and that he took the peculi; r 
Qualities of all Creatures; as the Craft of the Fox, and 
undaunted Courage of the Lion, and fo of the reft, to 
.adorn his Compofition: So by Men the Earth began to 
be cultivated; whereas before, when there were none but 
Gods, the whole Surface of it waa over-run wiih Fens 
and woods, and lay negle&ed. 

It is faid, that Prometheus facrificed twe Bulls to Ju- 
piter, and put all the Flefii into one Skin, and all the 
Bones into the other, and then gave him the Choice. 
Jupiter* that he might take a juft Occafion of Anger, 
.chofe thoie which had the Bones, and then expoiing the 
£>eceit, took away Fire from the Mortal* that Prome* 
tbeus had made ; but by the Help of Minerva he got into 
Heaven, and lighting bis Staff by the Char jot of the 
SoAy brought Fire down again to the Earth. Jupi/efwpon 
tbis, commanded Vulcan to make a Woman of Clay, 
upon whom all the Gods beftowed fome Part of their 
Perfections. Venus gave her Beauty, Pallas Wifdom, 
Mercury Eloquence, Apollo Mufick, and Juno Riches, 
and from thefe Gifts (he was Ailed Pandora, and was the 
irit of her Sex. Jupiter fent this accomplifhed Creature 
to Prometheus with a Box, in whicb he had inclofed all 
Sorts of Evils ; but Prometheus was too wife to accept 
it : Upon whicb (he went to l^is Brother Ef>imetfaus r jvho 
opened it, and immediately there flew out all Kinds of 
JMifchiefs and Misfortunes; but upon his Hutting of it 
again, Hope, and even but a little of that remained at 
the Bottom. Jupiter thought that for this lad Fatt, and 
many other Reafons, he had Qccafion to relent the Actions 
of Prosth/ttf, and therefore fent Mercury and Vulcan to 
carry him to Mount Caucajus, to which they chained him ; 
and then came an Eagle, the Daughter of Typhon and 
Echidna* that every Day eat up his Liver, which grew 
agaia at Night, that Matter for tormenting him might 
never be wanting. He continued thera#H Herculu com* 
ing that Way, killed the Eagle with one of his 4*rowf # 
&A ddivcied him*. 

fit 
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At Jtbens in the Academy, there was an Altar com- 
mon to Prometheus, Vulcan and Pallets. He was much 
more ancient than Vulcan, and is defcribed in his Statues 
with a Scepter in his right Hand. Some attribute the 
finding out of Fire to Phoroneus, whofe Image wasj>laced 
in Apollo* % Temple at Corinth, in the Pofture of one flrik- . 
ing Fire. However this might be, yet Prometheus was - 
the Inventor of many Things, that could not be per- 
formed without fo neceflary an Inftrument as that of Fire : 
For he found out the Ufe of all Metals, the Compo- 
fition "of Medicines, the Interpretation of Dreams, all 
Sorts of Augury and Divination, and the proper Rites 
of facrificing: He brought Men out from the Caves, 
where they lived ufelefs, and like Beafts, and fhewed them 
how to reap the Benefit of the different Seafons ; having 
fourid out a Multitude of Arts, he invented Letters tcf 
prefervfe the continuance of them, and to be a Help to 
Memory, the Mother of the Mufes; he firft yoaked Oxen, 
joined Horfes to Chariots, and fet Sails to Shipping : So 
that he might, in fome Meafure, have been faid to have 
made Mankind out of Clay, fincevhe brought thofe noble 
Faculties of Man into Action* which before had been 
hid and prefled down by a Load of Matter. 

It may not be improper here to mention the Story of 
Ms Son Deucalion, who married te Pyrrha, the Daughter 
of Epinulheus, by whom he had Helenes, who gave his 
Name to Grecia. ' In Deucalion 9 * Time the Multitude of 
Men increafing, Vice and Wickednefs inCreafed in Pro- 
portion to their Number, -notwitManding the good Ex± ' 
ample fet them by their Fyince; for Deucalion was thfe 
firft that took the Royal Government upon him, built 
Cities and Temples to the immortal Gods, and governed 
^ith extraordinary Juftice and Good nefs: nor was his 
Wife Pyrrha left innocent and devouti therefore 4a th* 
great Deluge ' which Jupiter fent to deftroy the impious 
Rja^of Mankind, they two were preferred In a Httte 
Bbat t that fta"i2Pupon the Top of Parnaffus, which was 
•above the Clouds and Meteors. When the Flood wafc 
.abated, Pjrrha went to the Oracle of Themis, to know 

how 
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kow Mankind might be reflored; the Anfwer was, That 
they Jhould cover their Heads, and threw the Bones of their 
Mother behind them; this at firft feemed both importable 
2nd impious till Deuctlion interpreted it that the Mother 
was the Earthy and Stones might properly be called the 
Bones of her. Upon this they, threw the Stones in the 
Manner dire&ed, and thofe that were thrown by Dela- 
tion became Men, and thofe which Fyrrha threw were 
changed into Women. 



CHAP. VII. 

of s a. t u r n; . 

SATUR N was the Son ofCaetus and Terra, he mar- 
ried to his Sifter Vefta ; (he with her other Sifters 
perfuaded their Mother to join with them in a Contri- 
vance to get Titan excluded from his Birthright as eldeii 
Son, and Saturn to, be appointed Heft* of his Father^ 
Kingdoms ; their Defign fucceeded, but it was under 
this Condition, that Saturn mould not bring up any of 
his Male Children, that fo the Inheritance might return; 
into the right Line of the Titans. ^ ' ' " J 

Saturn no; only accepted tlie Conditf0n, and fwbrn'to 
keep it, but performed it \ ery fincerely ; and thefore 
when he had any Male Children born he devoured them* 
But his Purppfe was at length defeated by the cannirfgbf 
his Wife ; for fhe having brought forth Twins, Jupiter 
and Juno, prefented Juno to her Hufband ? and fent 

?'upiter to be nurfed 1(1 Crete, upon '{he 1 Mountain &d.- 
ip this could not be' fo concealed from §aturn, but that 
^demanded his'Sori Jupiter, in whbfe Stead hrsWi^e 
-jave him a Stone drcifed up, which be inftantly fwaT* 
owed. ' This .Stone had the myfticartsJame of Ab-addir. 
which fignifies a magnificent or potent Father, **nd w*S 
woifeipped as a God. 

S'itan 
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Titan had gained fome Apprehenfion of this Matter^ 
and to revenge the Injury raited an Army,, which he 
brought again ft Saturn, defeated him, and made both 
him and Rbea Prifoners, and mat them up together i» 
Tartarus* a Place fo difmal, that H*A from thence has 
taken one of its Denominations. 

Jupiter in a few years afterwards, being grows vtp, - 
raifed a gallant Army of Cretans, and likewife hired the 
Cecropei for his Auxiliaries ; but they having received his 
Money, refufed to follow him, whereupon lie turned 
them all ioto Apes. 

But the Eagle gave him a happy Omen of his Victory 
and Greatnefs, and fo that Bird; was ever afterwards 
honoured with his peculiar Favour, infomuch that it was 
permitted to carry his Thunder. Jupiter** Courage and 
Bravery fo -animated his Followers the Cretans in the 
arftOnfet, that he overcame the Titans, from whofe 
corrupt Blood, when flam, proceeded all Sorts of Sec* 
vents, Vipers, and other venomous Creatures, and thus 
hi* Parents were fet at Liberty. And the better to fecure 
"his Father's future Reign, Jupiter made all the Gods 
Iwear Fidelity to him upon an Altar* which has fine* 
gained a Place among the Stars, 

Jupiter having married Metis the Daughter of Oceanus* 
me gave Saturn a Drink which made him bring up Nep- 
tune and Pluto, and the reft of his Children which'hc had 
Ibrmerry devoured. 

This great Action of Jupiter's, inftead of meeting 
with Gratitude and due Reward, only created a Jealoufy 
in his old Father» who had heard by an Oracle that he 
mould be driven out of his Kingdom by one of his Sons, 
and therefore contrived Means to dtfpatcji Jupiter, who* 
appeared to him the moft formidable. Saturn's ftefiga- 
being difcovered by one of his Council, Jupiter became 
apprehenfive of the Danger, and made himfelf the Ag- 
greflbr, depoied him from his Throne, and by the Coun- 
sel of Pr$metbesa % kpund him in Fetters of Wool, and 
ttotw hivtiato Tartarus^ together with his Brother Ja- 

$e$tf 
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fetus and there caftrated Saturn, after the. fame Manner 
is he had done to C<r/*/. 

' Saturn afterwards made bis Efcape from this Confine* 
meat, and hafy afforded him a Refuge 10 his Diftrefs, 
and from thence obtained the Name 01 Saturnia, as likev- 
wife that of Latinum, from the Word La>e», to lie hid, 
being the fecret Place where the God found Security. 
Janus, then Ring of the Country, not only received 
him hofpitaWy but made him Partner of his King- 
liom. 

Under this Government, the People, who before vrarv- 
dered about like Beads, weje reduced to civil Society, 
Laws were made, and Money of Brafs was ftamped, 
with a Ship on the one Side, to signify the Arrival cf &r- 
tum t artd the Figure of Janus with a double Face on 
the other. The Happinefs of thefe Times wa$ (6 mag- 
nified by the Poets, as to be called the Golden- Age. 
They fay that there was no Occafion> then for plowing 
or fowing, but that the Earth freely produced vt hatever 
might contribute to Ufe or P leaf are, all Things being: 
common to all, with an abundant Superfluity beyond 
the profafeft WHkes ; to there could be no Differences 
or Contentions, but a perfect Harmony in the Affec- 
tions of all Peribns, who were good and juft out of their 
own Inclinations and Tempers j that Care,. Want, Pu- 
aifhsnenrs. Wars, Difeafes* and old Age, were Things 
unheard of, but that Perfons after length of Day* were 
diflblved in a pleafing Sort of Sleep, and wafted to the 
Manfions of %ht Gods, and to Regions 0/ eternal Love 
and Happinefs. 

Smtum likewife taught the Itaka** the Art of tilling 
and fowing the' Ground j from whence Varro t a learned 
R§man Antiquary, tells us, that he had his Name a Sain* 
that is, from Sowing, as likewise that other of Surc*~ 
tins, a Stirt&re, from his directing them how to imfromi 
th$it Land by manuring it nmtb Dung. The SicJUt whith 
he nfed in reaping the Corn, was thrown into the neigh- 
bouring Iiland of Sicily, which .was aotieady called Dps? 
>»*#*, iront the Grttk Name of that lajfrumtnr, and

there was a City of that Denomination which- continued 
there for many Ages ; and indeed Saturn's Sickle majr 
very well be fnppofed to have been depofited in Sicily 9 
from the Abundance of Corn which is continually pro- 
duced in that Country. 

This antient God is reported to have been amorous, 
and to have fallen in Love with the Nymph Pbillyra the 
* Daughter of Oceanut, and being often in her Company, 
was once likely to have been furprized by his Wife Rbep 
but that he turned himfelf into an Horfc. Pbillera frona 
thence took fo Arong an Impreffion, that ihe brought 
forth a Creature, whole upward Part was a Man, and his 
lower Part a Horfe, he was named Cbircn ; of whofe 
Excellencies more will be faid hereafter. - - - 

Saturn or Cbronos, which is Time, was not improperly 
faid to have been the Son of Cains, .fince it is evident 
that the Motions of the Heavens meafare forth to ius the 
Duration of Time* He is" generally defcribed as an. old 
: Man bare-headed, with alt.tlie Infirmities df , Age in his 
Forehead, Eyes and Countenance, his Shoulders bowed 
and he juft able to hold a Sickle, and fometaraesa Key 
in his right H and, and a 'Serpent biting vks owk Tail, in 
his left ; all thefe allude to Time, as difclofing and re- 
vealing all Secrets, impairing, deflroying, and devouring 

' all Things, ftill con fuming,' and yet renewing itfelf by 
a perpetual Circulation. He is ibmetimes defcribed :with 
fix Wings, and Feet of Woedv to ihew that Time panes 

Softly, yet it will be found to be .very.fwift in its Pro- 
cedure: . o, . . 

Saturn, left he alone might feem cruel in destroying 

" his own Children, firft inftituted human Sacrifices, which 
continued in Italy till the coming of Hercules. He was 

■ toad in great Veneration by the Carthaginians, ',. amongft 
^hom thefe : bloody Offerings continued yearly,. They 

'Hv*ere ufed to' fflcrifice the 6ons- of their moil envaent 

'Perfbns, but*afterward£ ftcretly brought up Children for 
that Purpofe. Being routed 'bytrfgatbocles,. that -they 
ir.ight appeafe the Anger of ^heir -God, .whom they 

1 thought they had negle&ed, they&cu&cexLiwp ,hun- 
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dredofthc Sons of their Nobility, and three hundred 
more, who were liable to have been found out, did vo- 
luntarily offer op themfelves,* The Statue was of" Bra fa 
with Hands extended, which no fooner received the 
Perfon facrificed, but let him drop into a deep fiery 
Furnace. The Refemblance between Saturn and Moloch 9 
fo often mentioned in the holy Writings, is very obvi- 
ous from the Cruelty of their Sacrifices, but is more 
particularly fet out by the Authors, who treat of the 
Gods of the Syrians, as Mr. Selden, and feveral others. 
This cruel Cuftom amongft the Carthaginians, was 
the Subject of an Embafly to them from the Romans, who 
tho' they much efteemed and honoured this God, yet 
could not approve of a Thing of fo barbarous a Nature, 
and therefore endeavoured to perfuade them from it. 
In the Time of Tiberius, Saturn's Priefts .were crucified 
for prefuming to facrifice Infants to him. In fhort, all 
Things belonging to this God had fome Notes of Cru- 
elty. As he is a Planet in the Heavens, by the Aftrolo- 
gers he is reputed to be dry, cold, malignant, and the . 
Caufe of all Evil that happens upon the Earth. He 
was generally reckoned amongft the Terreftrlal, and 
fometimes amongft the Infernal Deities. His PriefU 
were c loathed in red. Gladiatprs murdered one another 
at his Feafts, ajid were placed under his Protection. 

Diodorus gives a Character of Saturn, which fete forth 
"a morofe and cruel Temper, that he was a Prince extra- 
ordinary prophane and covetous, that he reigned over 
Italy, Sicily and Africa, and enlarged his Dominions 
over the Weftern Parts of the World, keeping his Sub- 
jects every where under a fevere Subjection by Garrifons 
and Strong Forts placed in convenient Places : But that 
his Son Jupiter carried himfelf juflly and kindly to all 
Men, and was efteemed as a Father by all his Subjects, 
who fet him upon Saturn's Throne after a great Victory 
obtained over him in Battle ; that Jupiter being ftrong 
in Body, and endowed with all virtuous Qualifications 
of Mind, went thro' the World doing Good to all 
Mankind ; and tlierefore when he left it, was by his 
Subjects unanimoufly reputed to be a God, and to be • 

placed 
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placed in the big heft Heavens as fupreme Lord of 
the Earth and Univerfe. _, 

The Feafts celebrated by the Romans in Honour 
©f Sa.'urn, were quite of a different Nature, they were 
certain Feflival Days about the 17th of December, lad- 
ing five Days, firft inftitnted by Tullus Hoftilus, King 
of the Romans ; or, as Li*vy fays, by Sempronius and 
Minmius, when ConfuU. During this Feait, all pub- 
lick Bufinefs ceafed, no War might be proclaimed, 
nor Offender executed, the Whole was pail in Diverfion 
with all the Freedom imaginable. Prefents of all Sort?, 
but efpecially Wax-Lights, were daily fent .or recei- 
ved ; Servants then wore the Pilots, being a Cap 9 
the Badge of Liberty, and fuch Garments as were the 
Marks of Gentility and Honour; the Mailers atten- 
ded on them, brought them Water, and were Par* 
takers of their Sport and Jollity. So that all Thing*, 
if pofiible, might reduce to their Memory .that Free- 
dom which antiently all enjoyed in the Reign of 
Saturn, when there was no Servitude. Nay, the Sta- 
tue of the God himfelf, which they always fettered 
with Iron Chains, for fear left by his fleeting Nature 
ihev might lofe him, was releafed in thefe Feftivals* 
and Time itfelf pejmited to pafs without Reftraint. 

His Altars were always adorned with Abundance of 
Wax-Tapers, to (how that Saturn reduced Men from 
theDarknefs of Error to the Light of Truth, and the 
Underftanding of all good Arts and Sciences. In hit 
Temple the Rolls containing the. Names of the Roman 
Citizens were deposited, being called Libri Elefbantini, 
either bccaufe they were made of Elephant's Skins, or 
Ivory, or rather from their Bulk refembling that Crea- 
ture in Largenefs. The Romans depofited their Treafurt 
in his Temple, either becaufe he firft taught the Italians 
the Ufe of Money, or becaufe in his Reign all Fraud 
and Covetoufnefs were unknown, and no Robberies were 
commited in his Dominions. 



There 
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There arc many of the beft Authors, who take $a- 
turn to have been the fame with Noah, and that the 
true Hiilory is involved with thefe Fables ; this they 

. make out from the Divi£on of the Empire between the 
three Sons, and that their, different Governments have 
a Relation to the Places which they inhabited. Ham, 
by the Heathens called Jvpter ffamnmn, is faid to have 
afcended into the Pofleiiian of Heaven, becaufe he en- 
tered upon the hot Tlaces of Egypt, and Libya, by them 
thought to have been uptn the Confines of it. J-pbet had 

. his Lot in Europe sod the Iflands, and therefore was 
afterwards fly led Neptune, or the God of the Sea?. Se*u 
had the Name of Pluto, or the Gpd of Hell, affixed to 

_him, becaufe among ft his Pofterity remained the true 
Belief, that Perfons who depai ted this Life fhould not 
die eternally ; but according to their Actions here woild 
in another Life-receive their Rewards or punifhments. 
From this Opinion they were Ityled by the Greeks Atba- 
nmtoi, or the Immortal, and by Homer were faid to have 
had a Language peculiar to -themftlves ; from which 
he gives us fome particular Exprefuons. Concerning 
this Point of Learning and Hiftory, Goropbius Baanas, 

- and efpecially the moft learned Box ban us, have treated 
with a great deal of Exa&nefs. 

Many Nations worihipped Saturn, after Kites peculiar 
to themfelves , and this in fome Meafure flxews the Pro- 
gress of Idolatry ; the fir ft among them was Saturn of 
Babylon of JJyria, who is thought to have been no 

, other than Noah ; Now Noa&s coming out of the Waters 
of the Deluge, might give Pofterity fome Pretence to 
believe that he had no other Father or Mother befidea 
the Heaven or the Earth ; from thence Idolatry came 
amongft the Egyptians, where, according to their Tradi- 
. tion, Saturn married Rbea, and had Ifit and OJyns, by 
her, or elie Jupiter and Juno, of whom OJyris, Ijis, Ty- 

- pbon t Jppollo and f7«*xwere born; thence the Knowledge 
of Saturn came amongft the Pbanicians, and was car- 

- ried by their Navigation into Gnett, Aftica and Italy, 
where he had the beJi Character ; he was there reputed 

to 
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to have found out the Ufc of Wine, and there to hare 
produced the Golden Age ; neither of which are Cha- 
racters difagreeable to Noah ; for in the firft Age after 
the Deluge all Things mud have been plentiful* and 
none could have been Slaves; the whole Race of Mea. 
then in the World making but one Family ; and then 
Author*, who would put themoft kind Interpretations 
upon the A&ions of Saturn, fay he was fo far from 
being depofed by his Son, that finding the Infirmities 
of old Age increafed upon him, he refigned his Paternal 
Authority to his Son, that fo his Youth and Vigou 
might be more ufeful and benefical to his People. 






CHAP. VIII. 

Of J A W U S. 

THE Hiftory of Janus h not improperly fubjoined 
to that of Saturn, for he was that mod ancient 
King of Italy amongft the Aborigines* or firft Inhabi- 
tants of the Mountains, that received Saturn, and gave 
- bim Part of his Kingdom, when his Son Jupiter had ba- 
. niihed him out of Crete.. % ~ 

The Birth and Origin of Janus is very .much contra- 
verted, whether he was the Son of Calms and Hecate* 
or was the fame as the World or the Sun, or elfe the 
fame as Ogygcs, who built Tbebus, fifteen hundred Years 
before the Foundation of Rome, or whether he came from 
Scythia into Italy, or elfe from Greece, and was the 
Son of Jf olio by Creufa Daughter of Eri&bem King, of 
Athens, and reigned with Camejes, a Native of the Coun- 
try, both having their Palace in Janiculum beyond the 
Tyber. 

Cato, in his Writings, having complained of the Fic- 
tions and Vanities^of the Greeks, allures u$ r that the Scy- 
thians did depopulate Italy under the Conduit of Janus ; 

and 
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and this Prince governed his Subjects by To good and 
jail Laws, that his Pofterity placed him in the Number 
of the immortal Gods. Plutarch favours this Opinion, 
giving him this high Character: " Whatever Janus 
" was either King or God, he was a wife and great 
" Politician, who tempered the Manners of his Subje£ls f 
" and taught them Civility ; wherefore he was efte- 
" med the God of Peace, though he was never called 
M upon but during War." 

Janus had the Title of Dens Diorum, as being the 
tnoft ancient of all the Gods ; and that of Janus Pater % 
becaufe he had been a true Father to his People: He 
was the God that prefided at the Beginning bf all Un- 
dertakings : To him the firft Libation of Wine and 
Wheat was offered : the Preface of all Prayers was b'ke- 
wife dire&ed to him by whom Accefs might be had to 
the other Deities ; And fo becaufe through the Doors of 
Houfes we muft pafs to the innermoft Appartments, they 
were called >Janua from Janus, and were dedicated to 
him as their Prote&or. He Was alfo efteemed the In- 
ventor of Locks and Keys for their farther Security. 
He firft confecraied the Bounds of Towns and Cities} 
and therefore when Romulus built the City of Rome, he 
fent into Tufcany to learn exactly fuch Forms and Cere- 
monies as their Anoeftors had received from Janus. 

He was Ae Introducer of the Months,- and the firft 
took the Denomination of January from him ; though 
the firft Day of the Month was facred to' Jum> yet this 
was by her Leave committed to the Prote&ion of Ja- 
nus* and atth&Tkne Cakts of new i/leil and Salt were 
offered tp him, together with 'new Wine and Frankin- 
cenfe. t The*- aH -Tradefraen and Artifts began their 
Works, and' the Roman Confuls appointed for that Year 
entered Solemnly *upon 4heir Office; the Rimanr'thtxi 
took Care that all Quarrels fhofrloV be laid affde, that 
New-Year's Giftsi the Tokens of Fri&^ip, ' mould 
pafs betweeh them* .and that the Day ihotild ctfnchide 
with t Mink and Divcrfion ■■ :,., c :;•■»».■. . 

Nama 
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Kuma Pompilius instituted a Feaft to J***/ upon the- 
ninth of this Month, when the Sacrifice was a Ram, 
and the Solemnities were performed with Men like Ex- 
ercifes and Combats. Romulus and Tot*us built a Tem- 
ple to him upon the Union of the Sab/'n People with 
the Romans, Numa ordered that the Temple (hould be 
Jbut, in Time of Peace, and opettd in that of War, from 
which Ceremony Jatms was called Qlufius and Pat ulcus* 
Names given with Allufion to thofe Anions. The ■ 
Romans being a warlike People, .this Temple was feldora | 
(hut, except once in the Reign of Numa, then in the • 
Confulate of ¥ Maxims, Torquatus, and C. J/ till us 
Balbus, fcuc Years before the fcrft Punic War, and af- 
terwards in the Tjme of dguflus, when he had ukea 
.Pofleflion of Eppt. 

Janus is described with two Facet, either as refpecV 
ing the Evening and the Morning, or rather in regard 
of his lingular Prudence, which is a Virtue con filing 
in the Remembrance of Things, pad, and a Forefight 
of Things to come; he has twelve Altars beneath his 
Feet, and holds a Key in hi* right Hand, and a Seep* 
ter in his Left 5 by one (hewing that he can as it were, 
open the World by. the Light he gives, and (hut it up 
again by withdrawing the lame Light from us, and his 
Scepter denotes the Dominion he has over, it, Some- 
times his Image had four Faces, either in rigard ef the 
four Seafons of the Year, or the four Quarters of the 
World, which he governs by his Counfels and Autho- 
rity. 

They, who would refemble Janus to Noah* as view- 
ing the World, both before and after the Flood, derive 
his Name from a Hebrew Word of a like Sound, whick 
is Jaxn % and fignifies Wine % the Ufe of which was brought 
into Italy byr him. Fabius Piaor* one of the oldeft 
Roman Hiftorians, reports, that from Janus the ancient t 
Tufcaus learned to improve the Vine* to fow Corn, and 
make Bread ; that he taught them to build Temples 
and Alters to the Gods, who before had been worJhifr* 
ped only in the Groves. 

Thecc 
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.There is nothing to be found concerning his Pofte- 
rity ; his Wife by fome is faid to be Fefta, who inlU- 
tuted the facred Fire and appointed Virgins to preferve 
it; according to others (he was the Goddefs Cama, or 
Carma y who preiides over the inward Parts, and occa-. 
fions a good Habit and Conilitution of the Body. 



CHAP. IX. 

Of Vesta, Rhea, Ops, V Cybele, the 
Wife of Saturn. 

IT is no eafy Matter to diftinguifti betwen tfiis Vefta % 
and her Mother, of whom Mention has been made 
before, and another Vefta, who was a Virgin r and her 
Daughter The Poetical Hiftorians, after their ufoal 
Cuttom, attributing to one the Character and the Ac- 
tions of the other. 

This" Goddefs had various Names, as Magna Mater % 
Mater Deorum, Paflbea, the Gnat Mother* and Mother 
rf all the Gods ; as (ht reprefented the Earth, fhe 
was by the fatins called Ops, from the Help and Aifift- 
ance die brings to all Things in the World. The Greeks 
called her Rhea, from the many Blc ffingt that flow 
from her continually, and therefore a Sow was Sacrifi- 
ced to her to denote her Fruitfulnefs ; we was highly 
honoured in Phrygia, and received many Names from 
divers Places in that Country, as Gjhele, Dyndimene, Dea 
PaJJinuntia, Idea, Mygdonia, Berecynthia, her greateft 
Magnificence ufes to appear when (he makes her Pro- 
greis through the Cities of Phrypia ; (he rides in her 
Chariot drawn by Lions, her Head crowned with Tow* 
ers, and is adorned with all the beautious Objects the 
Earth produces, and attended by an hundred CelefUai 
Gpds, being all of them her own divine Offspring. 

The 
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The Priefts of this Goddefs were the Idai Da&ili, the 
Curetes or Corybantes, and the Telcbines, who were all of 
the fame Kindred and Family. 

The Idai Da&liwere the ancient Inhabitants of Crete, 
a/id had their Original from Mount Ida in Phrygian and 
were called Daftili from being Ten in Number, accord- 
ing to that of the lingers. They carried their Rites 
and Myflerics into Samotbracia, and were faid to have 
found out the UfeofFire, to have difcovered the Na- 
ture of Iron, Brafs, and other Metals, and to have in- 
vented many other Things of great Ufe and Advantage 
to Mankind, and that they were therefore reputed as 
Gods or Daemon s. 

The Curetes were defcended from thp Dafiili; they 
fir ft taught Men how to manage Flocks of Sheep, and 
to tame and bree4 Herds of other Cattle, to gather* 
Honey, to live in Societies, to hunt, call Darts, ufe 
Swords, Targets and Helmets, of which they were the 
Inventors ; to thefe Curetes Rhea committed the Care of 
Jupiter, to preferve him from his Father Saturn ; they 
by dancing in Arms, and clafhing of their Weapons to 
the Sounds of Pipes, Drums and Cymbals, made fuch 
a Noife as might drown the Cries of the Infant God* 
Heraclides Ponticus fays the Curetes born in Crete were 
the firft Mortals that appeared in brazen Armour, and 
that their Rendezvous was in Eub/ta, 'that they had the 
Education of Jupiter, became afterwards his Fellow- 
Soldiers in his Wars, and at laft placed him in his. Fa- 
ther's Kingdom. 

' Rhea had other Priefts in Crete, who afterwards trans- 
planted themfelves to Rhodes ; they were called the TeW 
chines, and were the Offspring of Tbalaffa, ' or the Sea ; 
they together with Capbira Daughter, of Oceanus, had ' 
the Education of- Neptune, who was committed to them 
by this Goddefs ; for this careful Mother is faid to have 
preferved Neptune and Pluto, as well as Jupiter, from 
their devouring Father. Thefe Telcbines were report- 
ed to' have been Magicians,' able to transform therh- 
felves into divers Shapes, and to raife Winds and Tern-

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f fpcfts at tljeir Pleafure, others thought them Damons pre- 

J fiding over the IT/Wr ; others, that they were the Winds . 

\\ themfelves, fuch as were in the Heavens, at Sea, and 

I in the Caverns of the Earth, every where conducing to 

the ProJucVof Beings, and to the healthful Support of 

ij them, but that .thefe Winds wuuld fometimes deftroy 

/ the Labour of Mankind, and feem to thfeaten the Over- 

| throw of Nature, when they burft forth in tlieir Rage 

and Fury. Thefe Telchlnes had another Character of 

being great Artifts, and were faid to have invented 

I many ufiful Things, particularly the making of Sta« 

I tues, a;** fitting up the Images of the Gods. 

I The Ccrybantes were of the fame Original as the Cu« 

I retes, and the peculiar Priefts of Cybele tlie Great Mo 

ther in the Ifland of Samotbrace, were they celebrated 

the Myiter ies of the Cabiri, which were concealed with 

a. fscred Silence ; thefe Gods were called Cabiri, or 

Omnipotent % from a moil ancient Word Cabir which had 

that Signification ; they were four in Number, who had 

myftick Names, but were the fame as Ceres, Proferpine, 

Pluto and Mercury, though Jupiter and Bacchus are 

thought to have been the two firft of the Cabiri. Dar» 

dansts, the Son of Jupiter and Elefira, brought the Sa- 

mothracian Rites into Pbrygia, where Cybele , Widow to 

his Brother Jafion, who being beloved by Ceres, was 

received among the Gods, called the Goddefs Rhea 

after her own Name, and. gave the ancient Priefts the 

Curetes the Name of Cor y bant es from her own Son 

Cory bos. 

The Phrygians report that Maones heretofore reigned 
in Ph&gia, that he married Djndima, and by her had a 
Daughter, called Cybele, which ihe expofed in the Moun- 
tain Cybelus, that foe was nouriihed there by Lionefles 
I and wild Beafts, till found by fome Shepherdefles ; as me 
I grew in Years (he was admired for her Beauty and Inge- 
nuity ; me firft invented the Pipe compofed of Reeds, and 
ufed Cymbals in her Sports and Dances ; roe bore an ex- 
. traordinary Love to Children, and taught Cures for Dif- 
cafes incident to them, and to all Sorts- of Cattle ; fhe was 
afterwards acknowledged by her Parents, when falling in 
l C Love 
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Love with a young Man called Atys t and being with 
Child by him, her Father caufed him to be flam, and 
expofed without Burial. Cybtk fell into a furious Mad* 
nefs, and filled all the Fields and Mountains with the 
Noife of her Timbrels and Lamentations ; fome Time 
after a Plague and Famine happening in Phrygian they 
were advifed by the Oracles to bury dtys, and worship 
CybeU as a Goddefs ; not finding his Body, they made 
a. Statue for him, which they followed with Howlings 
and mournful Ceremonies proper for his Funeral ; they 
erette da Magnificent Temple for CybeU in the City Pef- 
Jinusy and placed Lionejfes by her Statue, in Memory of 
her having been nurfed by them. 

Atys is alfo fabled to have been a Boy whdm CybeU 
loved, and made Prefident of her Rites, at the fame Time 
injoining him an in violated Chaftity ; but he forgetting 
his Vow, and lofing that Virtue, the Goddefs drove him 
into fuch a Fit of Madnefs that he caftrated himfelf, and 
proceeding farther to the Danger of his Life, he was by 
CybeU turned into a Pine-Tree, which was afterwards 
facred to her ; fo likewife was the Box-Tree, becaufe fe- 
veral of her Mufical Inftruments were made of it. , 

This Goddefs was not known in Italy , till Hannibald 
was in the very Bowels of it with his Army. The Ro- 
man Senate confulting the Books of the Sibyls? found 
that he could not be driven thence, unlefs the Idasan Mo- 
ther came to Rome ; this obliged them to fend Ambafla- 
doss to Atalus King of Pbryria, to requeft of him the 
Statue of this Goddefs which was of Stone in the City 
PeJJinus in Galatia. The Goddefs was brought to Rome, 
and the 'Ladies went out to the River Tiber to rtceive 
her, when a Thing remarkable happened ; the Ship (he 
was carried in f opt at the Mouth of the River, till the Ve- 
#al Virgin, Claudia, whofe finery of Drefs, and Freedom 
of Behaviour had made her Modefty fufpe&ed, rendred 
her Chaftity unqueftionable, by eafily drawing the Veffel 
afhore with her Girdle* where the Goddefs was received 
by Virgins, and introduced into the City, according to 
• the SibyPs Order, by the beft Man in Rome, whom the 

Senate 
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Senate had adjudged to be the young Put/Jus Set fie. 
This Image was refuted to have fallen from Heaven, and 
therefore was efteemed as one of the Pledges 6f the jR*. 
man Greatnefs. N 9 

The Feftivals of Cybele, called Megalefia % began on the 
fifth of April, and continued eight Days, when her Priefts 
the Qorybantes by their finging, howling,Sound of Drums, 
Trumpets, and other Brazen Inftruments, would raife 
themfelves to that Degree of Madnefs, as to cut and 
wound themfelves defperately, not fparing any who were 
fo unwary as to meet them ; they generally came* from 
Gallo-Gracia, a Province of Afia Miner, and moft of 
them made themfelves Eunuchs in their fupetftitiou* 
Fury. 

The fame Vefta was likewife cajled Magna Pales by 
the Romans, and was honoured as the Goddefs of Shep- 
herds and Paftures ; her Feafts were called Palilia, and 
were celebrated that me might drive away the Wolves, 
prevent Difeafes incident to Cattle, and render the Earth 
fruitful. Then the Country Peafants purified their Flocks 
and Herds, with the Fumes of Aofemary, Laurel and 
Sulphur ; their Sacrifices were Milk and Wafers made 
of Millet, and they concluded their Ceremonies with 
leaping over Fires made of Straw, and dancing round 
and between them. It is memorable that this Fef- 
tfcral was obferved on the twenty- firft of April, being 
the Day when the &r& Foundations of Rome were laid 
by Romulus, 



' CHAP, X. 

Of J U P 1 T £ R. 

WE come now to the Hiftory of Jupiter, who, for 
Jus Virtue and Juftice, is fet forth to us by Hi- 
itorians, as the wifeft of Princes, and yet is defcribed 
C 2 by 
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by thofe that worfhip him, as one of the vileft Mifcreants 
for his Rapes and Adulteries. There were very many 
that took upon them dve Title of Jupiter, infomucK 
that Varro reckons up three hundred of them, ami 
others count many more, fo that it becomes at laft £l~ 
v molt a common Appellation for a King ; hence it is 
that many different Nations glory in the Birth of Jupi- 
ter ; the cfiief Aclions of all of them are attributed to 
Jupiter, who was the Son of Saturn and Rhea. Now, 
although it is impoffible for a Perfon to be born in divers 
Places, yet he is faid to have had his Original in Crete', 
at Thebes in Arcadia, and likewife amongil the Mtffe- 
nians. 

The firft who bore the Name of Jupiter \ and con- 
ferred many Benefits upon the Greeks, and efpecialry the 
Athenians, teaching them Laws, Matrimony and Reli- 
gion, with the Ceremonies of Priefts and Altars, and 
Ihewing themthat all Things were done by aDivinePro- 
vidence, was an Arcadian of obfcure Birth, who became 
remarkable for his Virtues, and' was faid to be the Son 
of j£ther and Dies, which the My thologrfts take to fig- 
nify nothing elfe but Truth and Wifiom. ; he was thought 
to have been the Father of Pro/erpine and Liber ; Caeius 
was the Father of the fecond Jupiter, born in Arcadia, 
and he is faid to have begot Minerva. 

But to come to the Poetical Hiftory of Jupiter the 
Son of Saturn : The People ofMeJem, a noble City of 
Peloponne/us, fay there is a Fountain called Clepjydra^ 
near which Jupiter, when flolen from his devouring Fa- 
ther Saturn by the Curetes, was educated by the Nymphs 
Jtbome and Neda, and from thence they ptetend to mew 
the Cradle of Jove. There are others who fay he was 
born at Thebes in Baotia, and endeavour to bring feveral 
Arguments for it ; but the Cretans go the fartheft, who 
affirm, that he was not only born amorrgft them, but 
that he was buried there, and that they have his Sepulchre 
frill remaining. The common Opinion is, that Jupiter 
was educated in fomeCave of tne Mountain Difie, or 
elfe of Mount Ida, and from thefe Plaices he is called 

DiQxus 
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D/'<$<eus and Uaus ; they who would have him born in 
Arcadia called him Olympius, becaufe. the Mountain Ly- 
€<eus is in the fame as Olympus, the Topof which is efteem- 
ed facred ; this Controverfy was fo dubious, that CaA 
Umachus in his Hymn to Jupiter declares himfelf un- - 
willing to determine it. Nor was there lefs Difpute 
concerning his Nurfes, and the Number of them ; fome,. 
amongfl^whom was Virgil, fay that he was fed by* the 
Bees, who followed the mufical Sounds which the 
Curetes made with their brazen Inftruments, and that 
for a Reward of this Benefit, Jupiter changed them 
from an Iron Colour to that of Gold ; others fay his 
Nurfe was a Goat, named Almathea, bred in Olenus, a 
City in Barotia, and that when Jupiter grew up, and 
the Goat happened to die, he placed her amongft the Stars, 
an£, according to the Advice of Themis, covered his 
Shield with her Skin, to ftrike Terror to his Enemies 
the Titans ; this Shield was called &gts from the Greek 
Word fignifying a Goat, and Jupiter himfelf was ftyled 
jSLgiacus ; to the Horn of this Goat he gave this admi- 
rable Privilege, that the Perfons who pofleffed it mould 
prefently obtain what they denied ; Melijfa aud AmaU 
tbea, Daughters of Meliffeus JCing of Crete, are alfo faid 
to have fed him with Goats Milk and Honey ; fome 
report, that he and his Sifter Juno fucked the Breads of 
Fortune ; others, that Vefta, or the whole Earth, gave 
him Nourifhment ; fome, that he was fed by wild Pi- 
geons, who brought Ambrofta from Oceanus, and by an 
Eagle, that in his Beak carried him Netfar from a fteep 
Rock, and that for a Reward he made the former the 
Foretellers of the Summer and Winter, and ren- 
dered the latter immortal, and placed him in the Hea- 
vens. The Nynphs and .the Bears, amongft many 
others, arrogate this Honour to themfelves ; but the 
Poets have not yet determined who have the beft Pre, 
ten/ions. 

When Jupiter grew up, he built a City at Dae 
where he was born, the Ruins of which remained many 
Ages afterwards* His iirft warlike Exploit was again ft 

C 3 his 
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his Father's Enemies, to deliver him and Rhea out of 
Prifon, whither they had been call by theTiians, becaufe 
lie had been educated contrary to the Oath made by Sa- 
turn; but of this and many Particulars, with Saturn** 
Defign again ft Jupiter, and his 'Dethronement by him, as 
likewife Saturn's Flight into Italy, and rendering that 
Country happy by the Golden Age, there has enough 
been laid before in the Chapters ox Saturn and Janus. 

When Jupiter was placed in'his Father's Thione, and 
all the Gods obeyed him, Apollo in Purple Robes, with 
a Crown of Laurel about his Head, fung the Praifes and 
noble Actions of the Conqueror, in Verfes adapted to 
liis Harp, fo that he extremely delighted the other Gods ' 
who were then entertained at a Banquet 5 and from hence 
Jtpotlo gave the Original to all Triumphal Solemnities. 
Hercules Idaus likewife,. to perpetuate the Memory of fo 
important a Victory, inftituted the Olympick Games* in 
which Apollo gaped the firft Prize, by overcoming Mer- 
cury at the Race ; and Mars oyercame all other Perfons 
at Fifty Cuffs. 

But the Reign of Jupiter did not feem to fome of his. 
Subjects fo pleafing as that of Saturn ; for a Prince that 
Lad in great Meafures been beholden to an Army for his 
Kingdom, could not but aMow fome Liberties, and wink 
at fome ExcefTes in his Soldiers. This was fo aggravated 
by the Poets, that whereas before in the Golden Age 
Wolves lay down witSi the Lambs, and Hares with the 
Dogs 5 now, on the contrary, all was turned to War and 
Enmity, for Lions now began to feek' their Prey, Hawks 
to deftroy the lefler Birds, Serpents to gather and diffufe 
their black Poifons : Now Hurricanes infefted the Air, 
the Sea raged with Tempefts, and'a thoufand Ways were 
Suddenly invented to bring -Mankind to Death and De- 
firudion ; and yet in Comparifon of the* next fuccfeeding 
and the prefent Age, one of which was called from Brafs 9 
>nd that we live in from Iron, this of Jupiter had no 
lower Character then that o v f the Silver Age. 

The 
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r The Gods themfelves thought that Jupiter, in the 
Height of his Power, affected fomething that was too 
tyrannical ; and therefore Juno, Neptune ana* Pallas con* 
fpired again ft him, and threw him into Bonds, from 
which he was delirered by Coitus, Gyges, and Briar eus 
the Giants, who then were efteemed as the faithful 
Guards of Jupiter 9 s Perfon, and were called by Thetis to 
his- timely Affiftance. 

After this he fubdued the Eaflern Nations, Succtfs (till 
waiting upon his Arms. Then he placed Kings over the 
feveral Countries he had conquered, directing them how 
fo fupprefs Violence, and how to rule by Law and E- 
quity ; for which Purpofe he constituted Magiftrates, and 
erected Tribunals : He endeavoured the Prefervation of 
Peace amongft Men, ftirring up the Good by wholefbme 
Advice to their Duty, and reft raining the Bad from their 
Offences by the Fear of Punifhment. He put to Death 
all Thieves and OpprcfTors ; and whereas before in Sa» 
turn's Time, People fed upon human Flefh, he fhewed 
them the Ufe of Acorns for Food, and therefore had the 
Oak which bore them con fecrated to him: And thus 
Kings were faid to have been the Offsprings of Jove , and 
he was efteemed the Common Father of Gods and Men* 

Jupiter; although he had his Habitation in Olympus* 
yet was concerned for his Subjects upon Earth as well 
as in Heaven ; and hearing that great Impieties were 
committed there, refolved to defcend thither, and com* 
ing to the Palace of Lycaon in Arcania y declared Juwfelf 
to be a God ; Sacrifices were immediately prepared for 
him by the People ; but Lycaon, refolved to try this Di- 
vinity, whether real or no, flew one of his Servants, and 
drefhng the Flefh, ferved it up for his Entertainment; 
Jupiter detefting fuch a villainous Barbarity, fet the Par 
lace on Fire with Lightning, and turned Lycaon into a 
Wolf. 

But as good Actions will meet with Oppofition and 

Envy, fo there arofe up againft Jupiter a great Number 

of Giants, the Sons of Terra* who encouraged them to 

revenge the Defeat of the Titans* The Power with

which they aflault Olympus, the Seat of Jupiter, was 
wcnderous, and their Weapons as well as their Perfoaa 
moil aftonifhing. Before Jupiter encountered them in 
Crete, upon his facrificing of Oxen to Casks, Terra and 
Sol, in all the Entrails appeared evident Signs, that Victory 
was decreed to him by the Gods, and that fome fhould 
defeit from the Enemy, amongft whom was Mufarus 9 
for which he was highly honoured. There are many dif- 
ferent Circumftances related of this War, fo that there 
fcem to have been different Battles ; but fome of the 
moft confiderable are thefe : In the &r& Place we learn 
from Homer, that amongft the other Giants, Otm and 
Ephialtes were 'the Sons of Neptune by Ipbimedea ; that 
they were of huge Bulk, mighty ftrength, and horrible 
Afpect, and that they had Serpents, inftead of Thighs 
andTeet to go upon ; that their Habitation was in PaU 
hne in Macedonia, where they fet the Mountain OJfa up- 
on Pelion, and from thence attacked Jupiter with Rocks 
and burning Trees, which they threw againft Heaven ; 
fuch of thefe Rocks as fell upon the Earth became Moun- 
tains, and fuch as tumbled in the Sea became Ifland s. 
There went a Rumour amongft the Gods, that the Gi- 
ants could not be overcome, unlefs fome Perfon that was 
mortal mould affift in the War ; wherefore Jupiter, up- 
on the Advice of Pallas, called up Hercules, who was 
the firft that flew Alcyon with an Arrow, but he ftill re- 
vived and grew ftronger, till Minerva by Violence drew 
him out of the Orb of the Moon, and fo he expired. 
Jupiter and Hercules flew Porphyrio, who was going to 
ravifh Juno. Apollo put out the lefr Eye of Ep hi alter 9 
and Hercules the right one, with their Arrows. Hercules 
flew Eurytus, by darting an Oak at him ; Clytius fell by 
the Hands of Hecate ; Minerva cut off the Heads of PaU 
lantes and Enceladus, and afterwards encountering Alcyo- 
neus at the Ifthmus of Corinth, flew him, though a Giant 
of prodigious Magnitude ; as Polybotes fled through the 
Sea, and came to the Ifland of Coos, Neptune rending off 
Part of the Land, threw it upon him, and made the 
Ifland called Nijyros > Mercury flew H;poHtus t Diana over- 
* ' came 
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came Gratian, Mars encountered and overthrew Mimas 
and the- Parc<e* by flaying Agryu s. and Thoon, had their 
Share in tbe Viftory ; and all the reft, many of whofe 
Names we have in the Poets, fell by the Thunderbolts 
©f Jupiten 

The Memory of the Giants was tranfmitted tc Pfr- 
fterity ; for Navius, in his firft Book of the Punic War, 
relates how the Romans found amongft the Carthagini- , 
ans the vail Images of the Titans, Giants with two Bo- 
dies, and of Runcus and Purpureas, the Sons of the 
Earth. 

It is fabled, that Silent* came to this War, and that 
-When his Afs, on which he always rode, faw the, hide, 
-©us Figure of the Enemies, he began to bray, which 
Biade the Giants fly, as if fome extraordinary and for- 
midable Monfter had been coming againft them ; and 
*lbr this Service the Afs had a Place given him amongft 
'the Stars-. 

During the whole War, Pallas diftinguifhed herfelf by 
lier Counfels, Hercules by his Strength, Pan by his Trum-*, 
pet made of a Sea-mell, with which he ftruck an incre- 
dible Terror into the Enemy ; and young Bacchus, by 
that SprigbtHnefs and Vigor that appeared in all his Ac- 
tions : And indeed thefe Services were confiderable ; for 
when the Andacioufnefs and Ramnefs of the Giants firft 
appeared the Gods were fo frighted, that they fled into 
fyjtp** where weary with their long Journey, and alraoft 
in- Defpai* of lying hid, they transformed themfelves into 
various Shapes % which was the Reafon why the Egyptian* 
worshipped the Gods under the Figures of fo many Plants 
and Animals, as they are reported to have done, and 
why the Gods afterwards took the fame into their pecu- 
liar Care and Protection. 

This War was carried on in divers Places,|fometimes 
in the Plains of Thrace, fometimes in thofe of Thefe!?, 
Sometimes in Campania where the Fields are called 
PbUgradi* from that Abundance of hot Springs which 
rife about Baia and Cunue ; for Hercules having driven 
the Giants thither, they wafhed their Wounds there, and 
C 5 gave 
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gave the Springs the Tiri&ure of Sulphur, proceetfiag 
from the Nature of. the Thunder which had ftruck them* 
All the Giants afterwards were thrown into Hell; Enc$^ 
iaius was caft under Mtna, p> be tormented with per- 
petual Flames*; Typhaus was of &> vaft a Body, that 
. aH Sicily was fcarce fufEcient to cover him, and this 
Hand having three Promontories, that of Ptlorus, which 
as over againft Italy, lay npon his right Arm, that 'of 
JPatbymt* upon his Left^ Libjbaus npon his Feet, and hi* 
Head was preffed down wkh the Weight of Mount 
JEtna* 

There are mote Particulars delivered down concentr- 
ing this Giant Typhaus, or Typben, than of the others*. 
yWbeing enraged that Jupiter had brought forth MU 
**r<va out of his Head without any Female, prayed to 
Ccelu* and 7Vrr*,and all the Gods Celeftial and Infernal*. 
that fhe might likewise bring forth without the Help 
of a Male fome Time afterwards ftriking the Earth with 
Jier Hand, there came forth the Monfter Typben, which 
was given to a (he Dragpn to be educated, but whether 
in !# dia , P&rygia, or Cilicia* is uncertain. Heftodhy* 
he was the Son of Terra and Erebus y he was of that 
Bignefc, that his Knees were of the Height of the high- 
eft Mountains, his Head touched the Stars ; he could ex- 
tend his Hands to the utmofl Regions of thcEaft and 
Weft y an hundreaVDragons Heads iffued from bis Should 
•jers, and his Thighs were well twifted round wkh Folds 
of Vipers, the Remainder of his Body was covered with 
Wings his Eyes darted with Fire, and his Breath was lik* 
a Furnace. When all the Gods fled from ljim, Jupiter 
jpurfued him to the Mountain Caucafus in Syria, and 
there wounded him with hi* Thunder; but there Typbom 
took Jupiter ♦rifoner ; and with his. own S/Vi&cutthe- 
Kerves of his Hands and Feet, and then calling him? 
upoa his Shoulders, bore him away into C ilia a. But. 
Mercury found him there, Jviddenin a Cave, ftole hint 
thence, and reftored him to his former Strength and 
Yigojf. Then JupUer purfued Typbon again with his 
Yhu nder* wounded him at Havnui a Hill in ? brace, and 

at 
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at Iafi overwhelmed him with the Mountain JEtna, a* 
lie fled into Sicily, The Mythologies take Typbon ami 
the other Giants to have been the Winds y efpecially the 
fubterraneous ones which caufe Earthquakes, that break 
forth with Fire,6ccafioned by the Sulphur which abounds 
in the Caverns underneath Campania* Sicily, and all the 
JBolian Iflands. 

s Jupiter having re do red Peace to the wht>k Unwerfe, 
divided it by Lot; the Dominion of the Sea falling to 
Neptune*, that of the infernal Parts to Pluto, and that of 
the Heavens to Jupiter. But CaUimacbm abfolutely de- 
nies this Opinion, and thinks it reafonable to affirm, that 
a Matter of that Moment, where Things of fuch diffe- 
rent Natures were to be dlCpokd of, would not be left to 
fo flight a Decifton. 

In this Dominion of Jupiter, the Poets fey, that Aido* 
which is the fame as the Reverence paid to good Men by 
their Inferiors, and Die} or Equity was always Atten- 
dants upon his Throne ; intimating that Juftice in a 
Prince will ever command Refpedt and Obedience. The 
fatai, Precei* or Supplications* who were the Daughter* 
of himfelf and Jupo, were like wife always near him? 
Iqr Perfons in Power will never be without a Crowd of 
Petitioner, His Scepter was made of Cyprefs Wood, 
free from Corruption, and therefore a Symbol of the 

fternity of his Empire. The Lacedamomans made his* 
tatue without Ears, to (hew that he was not ready to 
hear all Stories - r and the Cretans next fo liberal as to let 
tim have four, to denote, that there was nothing of 
which he had hot Cognizance through his whole Em- 
pire. The Greeks gave hhn the Epkhet of Trioptbalmus, 
that is, having three Eyes, t v*VL\i which he was thought 
to obfexve the Affairs of the Heavens, Earth and Seas ;. 
there was a Statue of him of this Kind in the Palace of 
friamus in Troy, which betides the two- Eyes in their 
nfual Places* had a third in the Forehead* Though the 
Power of darting Thunder and Lightning was generally 
{aid to be only in the Hands of Jupiter, yet the learned 
Munitions fay it was committed to nine Gods* aftongft 

whom 
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Whom were Vulcan* Minerva, Juno, Mars, and the SoutJb 
Winds. There were feveral Kinds of Thunders, as the 
Fatidica Bruta, &c. but-the Romans took particular No- 
tice of two, the Diurnal, which they attributed to Jupi- 
ter ■, and the No&urnal to Sutnmanus or Pluto, Jupiter- 
wa* thought never to ftrike either Men or inanimate 
Things with his Thunder, but to punilh their Crimes ? 
and therefore Men ftruck with it were deprived of Fune— > 
fal Solemnities, and the Places where it fell were purifi- 
ed with Sacrifice. 

* It is a difficult Matter for Perfons who are arrived at 
the higheft Pitch of Grandeur, to contain themfelves 
within the Bounds of Temperance; and therefore no 
Wonder if Jupiter having to happily overcome all his 
Enemies, finding no Limits fet to his Power, might 
let loofe his Appetites, and in the Purfuit of his Plea- 
sures, run into the moil extravagant and infamous De- 
baucheries ; laying afide that Frugality, Abftinence and 
Chaftity, for which the Reign of Saturn had before T>eea 
ib eminent. 

Jupiter had feveral Wives ; the fir ft Metis, whom 
he devoured when fhe was big with Child, and from 
thence he himfelf became pregnant, and brought fortte 
Pallas out of his Head, the Virgin being at that Time 
fully grown, and having on her a ccmpleat Suit of Ar- 
mor. Then he took Themis, and had a third Wife i» 
the GnoJJian Region, near the River Therenus ; and after 
all was married to his Sifter Juno : Nature feemed to 
have fome Reludlance to the joining (6 near Relations ; 
and therefore Jupiter being in Hopes to obtain by-Sub- 
tility that Favour which he durft not a&, transforms hint* 
felf into a Cucko<w t and flew to a Hill near Corinth, which ~ 
from the Greek Name of that Bird is called Coccyx. He 
had before caufed a great Tempeft to rife; and Juno had 
fought Shelter under the Hill Thronax jthe Cuckow, to 
avoid the Violence of the Storm, jiew trembling, and fate 
upon her Lap ; fhe, to prefer ve it from Cold, admitted 
it to |£r Bofom, where Jupiter foon difcovexed himfelf,. 
and promifed her Marriage. 
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His Rapes and Adulteries were innumerable : and 
there was fcarce any Shape or Figure that he did not 
put on to accomplifh them. , 

He corrupted Califta >t the Daughter of Lycaon, by 
counterfeiting the Modefty and Countenance of Diana. 
She was one of the. Nymphs who attended that Goddefs, 
after (he had profeffed Virginity. Her Difgrace was dif- 
covered as they were bathing in a Fountain, and (he dis- 
carded from the Train of Virgins. Diana afterwards 
changed her into a Bear, and then (he was advanced into* 
~Heaven by Jupiter, and made a Conftellation, which by 
the Greeks is called He/ice, by the Latins commonly Urjar 
Major, or the Great Bear, 

, Juno had no other Revenge of her but to obtain from 
her Brother Neptune, that fhe might never be able to 
defcend into the Sea. Her Son Areas was ILkewife made 
a Conftellation, called the Little Bear, by the Greeks Cy- 
no/ura. He had gained a great Reputation amongft his 
Countrymen, having been taught the Method of fowing 
Corn by Triptolemus, and inftrocled by Adrift a in tjie 
Art of making Woolen Cloth and Garments, Tents 
and Coverings of Hogs Skins, to preserve the Pelafgians. 
from the Cold, who from thefe Benefits chofe the Title 
of Arcadians. 

Jupiter had two Sons named Amfhion and Zetbus, by 
Ami ope the Wife of Lycus King of Thebes, whom he 
lay with in the Shape of a Stayr, as he did with Ledav 
in that of a Swan, with Ewopa i» that of a Bull, and 
with Danae under the Appearance of. a Shower of Gold. 
Under the Similitude of Fire he carried JEgina, the 
Daughter of Afapus King of Bantia, from the Region of 
Epid*urus> into a defert 111 and, then called AEnop-, which: 
was afterwards inhabited, and from ber took the Name- 
JEgina. He raviftied Afteria a young Lady of great 
Modefty, the Daughter of Cccur, and flew away: with 
her in the Shape of an Eagle. 

There was nothing fo mean that he would not ftoop 
to for the obtaining his Dttixes j and therefore to enjoy 

Cfyttrts 
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Cljtorisy a beautiful Virgin of Ttxjkfy, he metamerpIiofcA 
himfclf into the Shape of an Ant* 

By Profgeni* he had two Sons, JEtbUus the Father 
of Endymon, and Epaphns, who built Memphis in Bgypr 9 
and was the Hufband of Libya, who gave her Name to 
the Continent of Jfrick. 

He had two Sons called the P«iWr by TbaHm 9 who 
Inding herfelf big with Child, and being afraid of y«**y 
intreated the Earth to hide her ; this was done till fuch 
Time as flie was to be delivered, tad then two Boy* 
broke forth oat of the Earth not far from Cantdna in £/- 
W/f , which Place is had in great Veneration by the Inha- 
bitants. 

EU&ra brought him a Son called £W*»r*r, who flying 
from his Country, came into the Region adjacent lo*Hel- 
li/pont, and there built the City Dor damns, and gave the 
Name of Dardania to the whole Country. 

He had Piritbws by the Wife of Ixion, Pelagus by 
Kiobe, Sarpedon and Argus by Latdamim, Taygitusoj 
*taygtt$ t from whom the Mountain was 4b called; he 
had Deucalion by Jodama, Britomartis by Carwu the 
Daughter of Eubulus, Migarus by one of the Nymphs 
called Sifbhudts Jtcejslaus and Car bins by forribia, Co- 
laxes by Ora, Cyrnus by Cyrno % who gave her Kame to 
the Hand that before was called Tbtraptte $ by Gara- 
mantis he had Hiarbas t as like wife Pbyleus and Pylum- 
nusy who taught Mankind the Manner of baking Bread ; 
with feveral other Sons and Daughters mentioned by 
the Poets, 

From hence, with Ttrttdtian, we may juftly remark, 
that it was no Wonder to fee all Sorts. e£ Men fo de^ 
hauched, and guilty of fo many abominable Crimes, 
when they were encouraged by the Example of thofe 
they did adore, and from whom they were to expedt 
JUwards and Piuulhments. And there feems to have 
been good Rcafon, that Momus inLucian mould ridicule 
Jupitsr after this Manner. " Your fine Meta"morphofes< 
•« made me fometimes afraid, left you fhould be brought 
M to the Shambles,, or put to the Plough* when thou. 
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*' wert a Bull, or that a Goldfmith fhould have melted 
•« thee down when thou wert Gold, or when a Swan, 
" left they fliould have put thee on the Spit, and roafted 
. " thee/' 

From hence the Morallfls bid us obfcrve how many 
Beafts a Perfon refembles that has Once laid afide his Mo* 
defty and Virtue,, and how even the Gods themfdves be~ 
•come Brutes, by the Practice of impure Luft and Intern- 
.perance* 

The Mountain Olympus being, as was faid before, the 
chief Habitation of Jupiter, he there proposed Rewards* 
to any one that would produce a new Invention ufeful to 
human Life, the Glory of which he gave to his Offspring 
to eternize their Memories. It k not eafy to determine 
how many Years he reigned, becaufe the Ancients main- 
tained that he never died -, but by Reafon that he alone 
of all' the Gods is described w£th a long Beard, it is fup- 
pofed that he lived till a very old Age. Hiftoriaas write, 
that he died and was buried in Crete, and that his Sepul- 
chre was fhown near the Mountain Jafius. 
r The Worftiip of htm was fpread into- ahnoft every • 
Country, under different Denominations. In Libya he 
delivered in any Oracles by the Name of Jupher Hammon % 
where he was deicribed with Horns and in the Shape of 
a Ram, holding a Sceptre, with an Eye at the Top of it 
to represent this Providence ; becaufe, when Bacchus was 
„ a-thirft amongft the parching Sandsand Defarts of Libya, 
he implored the Afliilance of Jupiter, who appearing in, 
the Form of a Ram, with his Foot opened a Fountain of 
Water to relieve him. 

Amongft the Egyptians, Jupiter was the lame as Ofyrvt 
they likewife relate that Dionyfius having overcome the 
Titans, and Saturn and Rhea, took, their young Son Ju- 
fiter, and carried him into Eg ^pt, and made him King of 
that Country : But whereas he was then very young, he 
gaveTiim an Inftru£or called Olympus, a Perfon eminent 
lor his Prudence and Skill in Agronomical Matters, by 
whom Jupiter was educated* and from thence had the 
Name of Qlyvtj>ius± 
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Amongft the JEthiopians in Africa, Jupiter was called 
Jffabinus ; in Afjyria he was adored by the Name ofBtluj $ 
the Phoenicians at Azotus called />#£<?* by the Name of 
Jupiter Aratrius, becaufe he taught them how to plow* 
the Ground, and fow tbeir WheJft. By the SiJonians, a 
People wholly given to Navigation, he had the Epithet 
of Maritimus: aod at Gaza he had the Title oiMarana- 
Jin, or the King of Men. 

Cecropsy who reigned in Atbrnr, and had himfelf the 
Honour to be ealled Jupiter, was the fif ft Mortal that 
acknowledged Jupiter by the Name of Supreme, anil 
taught his Subjects that no Sort of Cruelty ought to ap- 
proach die Divine Altars, and that nothing which had 
Life was to be facrificed, but rather Cakes of their 
Country Corn, fince the Celeftial Nature agreed beft 
with Clemency and Beneficence. 

The Ekans gave Jppiter the Title of Mufcarius, be- 
caufe when Hercules was facrificing amongft them, and 
was exceedingly troubled with Flies, Jupiter drove them- 
all away beyond the River AJpbeus. 

When ali Greece was affii&ed with great Drought, and 
Perfons were fent to cqrifult the Oracle 2Xj>e1phos, it was- 
anfwered, that Jove muft be appeafed, and JBacus ufeA 
as an Interceflbr ; he by Prayers and Sacrifices obtained* 
an universal Rain over the whole Country from Jupiter^ 
who thereupon "was caHed Panellenius; the Greeks like- 
wife called him Xtnius, or the Hofpitabie, becaufe he 
was thought the Author of the Laws and Cuftoms con- 
cerning Hofpitality- 

He had the Title of 3o4on<gus from Dodona, a Moun- 
tain df Cbaonia, in the Region of the Moloffi, near which? 
was a Grove of Oiks facred to him, and efteemed the 
mod antient Oracle in Greece* But how thefe Oracles 
were delivered, is a Controverfy, whether by two Doves 
that fpoke, or by the Leaves of the Oaks themftlves,. 
which became Vocal. 

Jupiter had feveral Names from his Bounty to Man- 
kind ; he was (tiled Optimus Maximus, the beft and great- 
ift of the Gods, from his Beneficence and his Power, 

beeaufe 
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becaufe he both can and is willing to do good to a/2 
Mankind. His Names of Lucetius and Dic/piter, or Fa- 
ther of the Day, came from his giving Men Light, Day, 
ancTLife itfelf ; that of EJicius came from his Condtfcen- 
Jton, infomuch as the Prayers of Men may bring him down 
from Heaven ; he was called'upon as Areius zndNicefbo- 
rusy as being the Decider of material Events, and able 
on which Side he pleafed to incline the Victory 5 he was 
named Opitulator from helping ; Centipeda, as having 
jnany Feet, from his Firmnefs ; Stabilitor, from his 
fupporting the World; Almus, from cherijhing all Things ; 
and Ruminus, from his giving Nourifitnent to ail Creatures. 

Jupiter had feveral Titles peculiar to him amongft the 
Romans ; as that of St at or, becaufe in a Battle with the * 
Sabines, he flopped the Flight of the Romans at the 
Prayer of Romulus ; he was called Capitelinus, from the 
Capitol ne Hill, where he had a Temple defignedhimby 
Tarquinius Prijcus 9 erected, by Tarquinius Super bus, and 
'dedicated by Horatius the Conful ; and from the Rock 
on which this Temple was built, he was fliled Tarpeius ; 
he was likewife worihiped, and had a Temple, by the 
Name of Predator, becaufe in all Victories Part of the 
Spoils were facred to him. But when a Roman King, 
or chief General, flew an adverfe King with his own 
Hands, the Spoils were oiFered to him as Jupiter Fere- 
trius ; fuch were they which Romulus prefented, when he 
had flain Acron, King of the CanUnfes, and fuch were 
offered by Cornelius G alius, after *he Death of Tolumnius 
King of Hetruria ; and thirdly, thofe which Marcus Mar- 
cellus took from the vanquifhed Viridomarus King of the 
Gauls. 

Befides all thefe,* Jupiter had many Denominations 
from his Attributes, from feveral Events, from the Acti- 
ons he performed, from the Perfon he had received 
Affiftance by him, or had erected Temples to His Honour, 
from the Places where he was molt devoutly worfhipped, 
all which are enumerated and explained by the learned 
Writers of the Grecian and Roman Antiquities. 

But 
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But to fam up all in the Words of Orpheus in hisr 
Hymns : " Jupiter is Omnipotent, he is the firft and the 
•« laft ; Jupiter is the Head and the Middle ; Jupiter is 
•* the Giver of all Things ; Jupiter is the Foundation of 
f • the Earth and the ftarry Heaven ; Jupiter is both 
4t Male and Female, and is likewife immortal; Jupiter 
44 is the Force of enlivening Fire, and the Spirit of all 
!' Things." 



CHAP. XL 
0/ J U N O. 

JUNO was the Daughter of Saturn, who, accowlin^ 
to fome Authors, had no other Female Children but 
herfelf and Glauca. Although the Writers of the Poe- 
tical Hiftory agree, that Juno was born at the fame Birth 
with Jupiter, yet they differ as to the Place ; fome fay 
that fhe was born at Argss, others at Samps, under a 
Willow, near the River Imbrafus ; and this latter has ob- 
tained as the common Opinion, and ,&*«** has gained the 
Name of Partbenia, becaufe fo eminent a Virgin z&Junm 
Vf^s educated, arid dwelt there till the Time of her Mar- 
riagfe ; (he is reported to have had almoft as many Nurfes 
as Jupiter ; Eubcea, Porfymna, and Araa % the Daughters 
of the River Afterion, claim that Honour. Otes, a very 
ancient Poet, N who wrote in the Praife of Jun; fays ftie 
was educated by the Hora or Hours, others by the Nymphs 
9f the Ocean, and Homer fays by Oceanus and Tetbys ■ 
themfelves. At Sames Jupiter in the Form of a Cuckvw, 
as was faid before, made her his Wife, and therefore 
<Juno, in her Tempje at Argus, was reprefented fitting on 
a Throne, holding a Scepter, with a Cuckvw upon it. Nor 
may it feem ftrange that Jupiter fhould marry his Sifter, 
it being theCuflom for the Oriental Monarchs, both Af- 
fyrians and Perfiaas* to match with their neareft Relations* 

Jumm 
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Juno foon afterwards took upon her the Care of pre- 
fiding over Marriages, and when Sacrifices were offered 
to her upon that Occafion, the Gall of the Victim was 
always thrown behind the Altar, to fhew that no fuch 
Thing ought to be amongft married Perfons. 

There goes a Story, that there is a Fountain near Argos, 
named Canatbo, in which Juno ufed to bathe herfelf 
every Year, and became a Virgin again ; but the three 
Places (he moft delighted in, were Sparta, Mycena?, and 
Argos. 

The Romans, from her Affiftance at Marriages and 
Child-bearing, gave her many Denominations ; ihe was 
.callfcd Pronuba, becaufe no Marriage was lawful, unlefs 
Invocation Was firft made to her; Juga and Socigena 9 
from her introducing Perfons into the Yoke of Matri- 
mony, and recommending that Union which ou^ht to 
be between them ; Domiduca, from bringing the Wife 
home; Unxia, from anointing the Polls of the Door 
at her Entrance ; Cinxia, from unloofing the Maiden 
Girdle ; PerfecJa, becaufe no Perfon can be complete till 
married; Opigeva and Obfietrix, becaufe (he helped Wo- 
men in Labour; and Lucina, from (hewing the firft Light 
to their Children ; Populofa, by reafon People are pro- 
created from Marriage ; So/pita was like wife a general 
Name for her, becaufe all Women were fuppofed to be 
under her Safeguard, every one of which had her Juno, 
as every Man had his Genius. 

The Romans gave her feveral other Titles, as Quiritis 
or Cur it is, from the Spear called Cur is in the Sabine Lan- 
guage, whence in her Statues and Medals (he' is found 
leaning upon a Spear ; Kalendaris, from the Sacrifices to 
her upon the firft Day of every Month ; Monet a > be- 
caufe (he gave them wholefome Counfel when the Gauls 
took Rome, or becaufe (he is the Goddefs of Money and 
Riches*; the Lacedamonians named her jEgophaga, from 
the Goat that Hercules facriflced to her. At Elis (he was 
culled Hoplofmia, her Sitatue being compleatly armed : 
At Corinth (he was called Buna a, from Buno, that built 
fcer a Temple there j but her greateft Sacrifice was at 

Argot 
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Argos, which confided of no Icfs than an hundred Oxen $ 
the Reafons of her other Names, as Caprotina, Acriea, 
&c. leave Abundance of Room for the Curious. 

When the Gods fled into Egypt for fear of the Giajjts, 
Juno transformed herfelf into the Shape of a white Caj^, 
which was afterwards thought to be an acceptable Offer- 
ing to her. A f 

The Peacock likewife was a Bird very much in her. F#» ; 
vour ; the Reafon was this : When Jupiter fell in ^0*4. 
with Io t *he Daughter of Jnatbus, who by fome is ituA 
to have been the Prieftefs or Juno, for fear of that Go4» 
defs he transformed her into the Shape of a white Heifer i 
Juno's Sufpicion made her «beg it of him, which was a # 
Requeft he durft not deny; upon this fhe was placed un- 
der the Cuftody of Argus } who had a hundred Eyes^two* 
of which fleeping in their Turns, the reft continued) 
waking ; however, he, was (lain by Mercury ', being fait 
lulled to fleep with the Mufick of his Pipe, and the VJiv- 
tue of his Rod, that was called Caduceus ; Juno, out of 
Pity to Argus, turned him into a Peacock ; fcattering his 
hundred Eyes upon the Tail of that Bird ; in the mean 
Time fhe commits lo to be tormented by the Furies* 
Purfued by Tifypkone, lo falls into the Sea, and is carried 
by the Waves, firft into the Tbracian Bofpborus, fo called 
from her palling it, and then into Egypt ; thither likewife 
comes Ytfyphone* but Nilus with his Watess refills her, 
and fcatters all her Armour of flaming Torches, . Whips 
and Scorpions ; at the fame Time Jupitpr with his Thun- 
der exerts his Power, infomuch that even Juno herfelf 
was forced to comply, and fee her placed among the 
Gods, where being crowned with the AJp, a Serpent 
venerated amongft the Egyptians, fhe prefides over the 
Winds, and is the atronefs of Seamen. 

When Juno appeared in her Pomp with her Scepter 
and Diadem befet with Lillies and Rofes, as Queen of 
the Gods, the Peacock had the Honour to draw -her 
Chariot through the liquid Firmament. For this Reafon, 
in her Tempk at £ufea> the Qmperor Adrian made her 

amoft 
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a mo^masnificent Offering of a Crown of Gold, a Pur- 
ple Mantle, with an Embroidery of Silver, describing 
the Marriages of Hercules and Hebe, and a large Pea- 
cock, whofe Body was of Gold, and the Colours of his 
Tail were imitated by a Multitude of the moll: precious 
Jewels. 

-The Attendants of Juno were Terror and BoUne/s, and 
the two Meteors Cajior and Pollux ■, and fourteen Nymphs 
ffill ready at her Service : but Iris was never from her, 
always reudy and watchful to be employed in her moil 
important Affairs. She was Daughter of Tbaumasy for 
the Wonder fUlnefs of her Beauty, and was painted with 
Wings, and riding upon her owfl Rainbow, by reafon 
of her Swiftnefs. She was Juno's Meflenger, as M^rcuty 
was Jupiter's, with thefe Differences ; her Office was to 
unloefe the Souls of Women from their Bodies, as Mer- 
cury unloofed thofe of the Men ; and "whereas he was 
employed in MefTagcs of Peace, (he was always fent to 
promote Strife and Difcord, 

There was no Wife more jealous than Juno, or that 
had greater Reafon, being fo often provoked to it by 1 
Jupitn-. Nutria therefore, ordained amongil the Roman* 
that if any unchafte Woman approached her Temple, a 
female Lamb ftionld be offered by htr to expiate the 
Offence. 

There was none that (he was more offended at than * 
Atcmena, whofe Son Hercules file persecuted with the 
utmoft Vigour. And yet he is faid to have gained his 
Immortality by the Milk he fucked from her. When an 
Infant, he was brought by Pallas, and Jupiter put him 
to her Bread when (he was afleep : but the Goddefs 
awaking nattily, fome of the Milk fell upon the Heaven, 
and made the Milky Way ; the Remainder fell upon the 
Earth, and- there rendered the Lillies white, which before 
were of the feme Colour with the Crocus. Juno extended 
her Anger even to his Countrymen the Tbebans, and for 
that Reafon (he was wounded tinder the right Pap with 
aft Arrow of Hercules, as Hdmr tells n«. 
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Her implacable Temper made her upon a certain Time 
relinquifh Heaven, and fly into Eubaa ; Jupiter in vain 
folicited Reconciliation, but could not obtain it, till 
he ajked Advice of Citberon King of the Plataans, who 
was then accounted the fubtleft of Mortals : By his In* 
ftru & ions Jupiter took an Oaken Image, and adorned it 
with a magnificent Habit and Equipage, and had it car- 
ried in a Chariot, and declared publickly, that he was 
foing to marry Platit'a, the Daughter of jE/opus ; Juno 
earing of it, and enraged with her ufual Jealoufy , fell 
furioufiy upon the Image, tore off all its Ornaments, 
found out the Deceit, and fo all was turned into Laugh- 
ter and good Humour. 

Juno, as was faid in the former Chapter of Jupiter, 
joined in Rebellion with Neptune, Pallas, and the other 
Gods, as thinking Jupiter became too tyrannical. Sure 
it muft be a blefied Time in Heaven, when the Supreme 
Deity had his Wife and Sifter, his Brother and his 
Daughter all confpiring againft him ! But his Power was 
too great for them : For if a Golden Chain, as Homer 
defcribes it, were let down from Heaven, and all the > 
Gods and Goddefles ftiould try to drag him thence to the 
Earth, yet their utmoft Efforts would prove ineffe&ual ; 
and Jupiter in the fame Author relates how he hung 
up Jum, and tied two Anvils to her Feet, and put Gol- 
den Manacles upon her Hands, when ftill (he hovered 
in -the Sky, by Reafon of her Levity, and all the Gods 
looked on without a Poflibilitv of relieving her. Under 
ail this \he Mythologies would comprehend the Harmony 
and Connexion of Nature ; for the Air that is inferpofed 
between the Heaven and the Earth is confecrated by the 
Name of J&no, and therefore Pau/anius writes, that near 
Athens (he had a Temple without any Doors or Roof to 
it, to fignify, that fhe being the Goddefs by whom we 
breath and live, could have no Place fufficient to encloie 
her. She is faid to be bound by Jwe with golden Ma- 
nacles, becaufe the inferior Air is joined to the fuperior 
Body by a natural Efficacy ; the Anvils are the Water 
and the Eartb, which fecm to hang upon the Air that 

it 
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is diffufed all over them : Nor could all the Gods and 
Goddefles free Juno from thefe Bands ; for fuch is the 
Power of the Deity, fo great his Workman (hip in the 
Conjun&ion of the Bodies that make the Univerfe, that 
no Force, either human or divine, can diffolve them; but 
the fame Artificer who contrived them. 

The Poets differ much as to the Number of June's 
Children, and the Manner of their Birth and Conception, 
by fome they are faid to have been Mars % Jrge, llithya* 
and Vulcan: But of thefe in the following Chapters. 



CHAP. XII. 

Of N E P T U N E f 

NE P TUlfE, the Son bf Saturn and Ops 9 had the 
fame Fortune as Jufiter, and underwent the fame 
Danger of fuffering by his Father's Cruelty ; when he 
was bom his Mother conveyed him to fome Shepherds, 
to. be brought up amongft tne Lambs, and pretending to 
be delivered of a Foal, gave it to be devoured by Saturn; 
fome, fay his Nurfe was named Jrno, others that he was 
educated by Juno ;. he afTifted his Brother Jupitirva his 
Wars* and when the Univerfe was divided, the Sea and 
all its Iflands became his Empire. 

His Wife was Ampkitrite* with whom he was for a 
long Time defperately in Love, but could find no Means 
to obtain her, till he fent the Dolphin to intercede for 
him, as being a Fifh the moft active, and moil endued 
with Ingenuity and Knowledge, the greateft Lover of 
Mankind, and that makes his Approaches to the Sun up- 
on the Surface of the Waters, whereas the others are 
ftupid, lie at the bottom of the Waters, and have little 
more to boaft of than mere Motion. The Dolphin had 
the defired Succefs, and therefore Neptune, as an Ac- 
knowledgment, placed him amongft the Stars. 

The 
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The Poet* defcribe Neptune with black Hair, blue 
Eyes, feated in a large Shell, drawn by Whales and Sea- 
Calves, or Horfes, whofe nether Parts are in the Shape 
of Fifties, with a Trident in his Hand, and generally 
naked ; but if he has any Habit, it is of an azure Co- 
lour. 

He found out the Art of riding and managing Horfes, 
and putting two or four of them together to one Cha- 
riot ; and therefore Mithridates threw Chariots drawn by 
four Horfes into the .Sea, in Honour of Neptune \ the 
fame was an ancient Cuftoni among the lllyrians ; and 
the Horfe-races amongft the Remans, performed in a 
magnificent Place called the Circus, built for that Pur- 
pofe, were inftituted to his Honour ; and during his Fe- 
ftival, the Horfes left working, and the Mules were 
adorned with Garlands of Flowers. He is faid to be the 
fame with the God Gen/us, whofe Temple was in the 
Circus ; he was fo called from the Counfel he infpires 
Men vvhh, and particularly from that he gave Romulus 
to ravifh the Sabine Women, and his Altar was under 
Ground, to mew that whatever appertains to him mull 
be kept fecret. 

The Greeks make him to have been the Creator of the 
Horfe, which he produced out of the Earth with a Blow 
of his Trident, when he was in Difpute with Minerva, 
in the great Court of the Areopagus, who mould give 
the Name to Cecrepia, which was afterwards by a de- 
cisive Sentence called Athens, from Minerva who made 
an Olive Tree fpring up fuddenly, and fo obtained the 
Victory, that being efteemed the moft ufeful Thing (or 
the Inhabitants. Now the Horfe in that Place could dig- 
nify nothing elfe but a Ship ; for the two Things in which 
that Region excelled, being Ships and Olive Trees, it 
was thought politick by this Means to bring the Citizens 
overirom too much Application to Sea- Affairs to the 
manuring of the adjacent Country, "by (hewing how 
Pallas was preferable to Neptune, that is, Hufbandry to 
Sailing, which the Production of a Horfe could never 
have done without a farther Meaning, However this 
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appears, that Neptune had brought the Management of 
the Horfe, as likewife* the Art of building of Ships, to 
very great Perfection ; infomuch that P amp bus, who was 
the moft an dent Writer of Hymns to the Gods, calls 
him the BenefacJor bf Mankind, in be/lowing upon them 
Jjorfesand Ships which had Stems and Decks that refembied 
Towers. 

The Egyptians and Arabians had each a Neptune of 
their own: Sanconiathon, an old Phoenician Author, fays 
Ufius was the firft Phoenician who dnrft adventure to 
trufl himfelf to the Waves of the Sea in the Body of a 
hollow Tree. This Neptune muft be much antienter than 
he of the Greeks and Latins, feeing the Phoenicians were 
Navigators long before the others ; Herodotus fays, the 
Word Neptune was proper to the Libyans, who were al- 
ways Worfhippers of this Deity. 

They who would reduce thjs to true Hiftory, think* 
that Saturn had a Fleet, and that Neptune was Comman- 
der of it, or rather according to Parhpbus, that he was 
OeneratiJ/imo by Sea and Land. 

Neptune 1 * Trident is thought to reprefent his, Trippie 
Power that he had over the Waters, in difturbing, ap- 
pealing, and keeping them in a moderate Temper 5 but, 
according to others, it (hews his Dominion over the frefh 
Waters, the Salt, and thofe of the Lakes, fuppofed to 
be of a middle Quality. With tl^is Trident- he is faid 
to fhake the Earth ; for it was the Opinion of teveral of 
the Ancients, that the Sea, by fome fubterraneous Paf- 
fages, gets under the Ground, and fhakes the neighbour- 
ing Shores, whereupon he was efteemed to be the God 
that caufes Inundations and Earthquakes. "•' 

Neptune being engaged with feveral other Gods, in a 
Confpiracy agamft Jupiter, he was forced to Ay with 
Apollo to Laomedon Kin£ of Troy, where they built the 
Walls of that City, to which the Mufick of Apollo V 
Harp did not a little contribute, and therefore he was 
treated with divine Honours ; but Neptune was con- 
ffctained.to go unrewarded, at which he was fo enraged, 
that he jfent a prodigious Whale, which fpouting out a 
D Flood 
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Flood of Waters overwhelmed the whole Country* Lao- 
vudon could find no Remedy, bat by expofing his bed 
beloved Daughter Hefione .to this Monfter, whkh ^as the 
Caufe of many enfuing Calamities to be related hereafter 
in their proper Places. 

Neftune is faid, upon a certain Time, to have contend- 
ed with Minerva and Vulcan, which of them was the bed 
Artificer, and that Minerva made a Houfe, Vulcan a 
Mart, znd Neptune a Bull. For this Reafon it is not im- 
probable that a Bull mould be a proper Offering to him. 
The Colour of the Beaft was to be black, and the ftormy 
Nature of the Sea was reprefented by his bellowing and 
Fury. Sometimes the Tunny Fiftiwas made his Sacri- 
fice : And amongft the Cosleftial Signs of Fijbfs were 
under his particular Guardianihip. 

When N$p tune rode in his Chariot upon the Seas, bit 
Attendants were an innumerable Company of huge 
Whales and Monfters. He was preceded by Triton, who 
ufed a great Shell for his Trumpet ; on the right Hand 
were Ghucus, P alamort, the younger Tritons, Phorcys and 
all his Family ; and on his left were Thetjs, Mtlite Pa* 
nopae, and other Nymphs, no lefs numerous than the 
former. 

Neptune took a particular Delight in Variety of Shapes 
and Figures, and the Power of Tranfmutation was what 
he beflowed upon his Favourites. His Son Proteus, en- 
joyed his Faculty in the higheft Degree. He gave, it 
likewife to Peryclymenus, the Brother of Neftor, who 
would become a Bird, an Ant, a Serpent, a Bee, and 
many other Sort of Creatures, but at laft was killed by 
Hercules, who in his Expedition againft Pylus, was in- 
formed by Pallas that he was fecretly lurking by him in 
the Shape of a Fly. Neptune made ufe of this. Power 
to gratify his Miftrefles ; one of which was Metpa, the 
Daughter of ErifiQbon, who, by the* Anger of Ceres, foi 
cutting down a Grove of Oaks that was dedicated to 
her, was punifhed with an infatiable Hunger, to fupply 
which he was forced to fell all his Subftance. Metra 
thereupon praved to her Lover, that Jhe might obtain the 

Power 
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Power of being changeable, which being done, by fome- 
times becoming a Mare, fometimes a Cow, or fuch like 
Creature, fhe could be fold, and then returning to her 
own Shape, delude the Buyers, and fupply her Father's 
Neceffity. He was no lets favourable to Cctnis in her 
Requeit; for having ravifljed her, and then promifing 
her any Satisfa&ion, (he begged fhe might be turned 
into a Man, that (he might no more fuffer fuch Injury ; 
upon which fhe became Canute, a Man remarkable A>r 
his Valour. 

But Neptune himfelf, to accomplish his Amours, had 
often Occafion for this Faculty. Taking upon himfelf 
the Refemblance of the River Euipeus, he begat Pelt at 
and Neleui upon Tyro the Daughter of Salmoneus ; and 
in the fame Refemblance had Otbus and Epbialtes by 
Ipbimtiia the Wife of the Giant Aloau. Mefontbo, Daugh- 
ter of Proteus, ufed to divert herfelf in the Sea by riding 
upon a Dolphin, Neptune by transforming himfelf to that 
Shape, got an Opportunity of difcovering his PafEon for 
her. Ceres fled from him in the Shape of a Mire, he 
purfued in that of aHorfe ; but it is doubtful whether he 
begat a Horfe called Jricn, or a Daughter. Under the 
Appearance of a Bird he lay with Medufa in the Temple 
of P allot t and from thence fprang Pega/us. Being in 
Love with Tbeopbane, a very beautiful Virgin, he con* 
verted her into an Ewe, and himfelf into a Ram, and (6 
begat that golden-fleeced Ram which carried Pbryxus 
to Colcbh. • 

He had feveral Titles and Denominations from the 
Places where he was worfhippad, and from many other 
.Accidents which are to be found among the Poets. He 
had a Temple in Arcadia by the Name of Proclyjrius, or 
the Overpower, becaufe when Inacbus and his Councils 
had determined, that the Country of the Argives ought 
to belong to Jum % the greater Pajtof it lay under Wa- 
ter ; but when N>ptune t at Junfs Requeft, had made the 
Sea retire, the Inhabitants built him that Temple in 
Token of .their Gratitude ; from his Dominion over 
iiorfes, he was called Hippius, HipptKourius, and Ta- 
D a rax'rppus* 
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vaxippus. He was named Tatnarius from Tan*ru$ifc? 
that was one of the three Places where his Temples were 
the moil magnificent ; the two others were the Iftmus 
and Calahrio, which laft Country was peculiarly de- 
dicated to him. H£ had a famous Temple at Rome, en- 
riched with the Spoil of many Naval Victories ; but the 
Emperor Auguftus gave him a very fignal Affront, when 
Be caufed his Statue to be pulled down, becaufe he fup~ 
pofed Neptune h&d raifed a'Tempeft at Sea, againft him, 
in which not only Part of his Fleet was loft, but his owe 
Life was in Danger. 

(Concerning the Offspring; of Neptune, as Proteus Phor* 
-eusy and the reft, there fhall Accounts be given in their 
proper Places. 



C H A P. XIII. 

Of P L V T O. . 

PLUTO was the Son of Saturn and Ops ; he had z 
Statue at Athens in Shape of an Infant, in the Arms 
of Peace that was his Nurfr. 

He aflifted his Brother Jupiter in his Wars ; and upon 
the Divifion of- the World, according to fome Authors, 
the Eaftern Continent and lower Parts of AJia fell to 
Aim ; but, according to the common.' Opinion, he had 
Spain, and the Weftern Parts of his Empire, and lived 
in Iberia, near the Pjrenean Mountains. Now Spain be- 
ing a fertile Country, plentiful in all Sorts of Grain and 
Proviflons, as alfo in Gold and Minerals, *no Wonder if 
he were thence efteemed to be the God of Riches 9 to 
which likewife Peace may be faid to contribute, by af- 
fording Nourifhment to them. 

His Regions being fuppofed by the Ancients to have 
been under Ground, and he being the fir ft that taught 
Men to bury their Dead, and thatiniiituted Funeral So- 
lemnities 
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lemnities, he was thought to be the Ruler of the Dead, 
and that all their Souls descended to him, and that when 
he had them in his PofTeffion, he bound them with un- 
evitable Chains, and delivered them to be tried by Judges, 
and then difpenfed his Rewards and Punifhments accord- 
ing to every one's Deferts. 

He was therefore called the Terreftrial or the Infernal 
Jupiter, and Oblations we're -made to him by the Living > 
for the Souls of their deceafed Friends, and February 
was the Month when thefe Sacrifices were offered : 
There was at that Time a Feftival called Cbariftia, be- 
caufe all the Kindred of the fame Family having per- 
formed the Services of the Dead, made amongft them- 
(elves a Banquet of Charity, in which they put an End 
to all Controverts that might Jiave happened amongft 
them. His proper Offerings were bulls, and they were 
to be black ; the Ceremonies were performed in the 
Night, it not being lawful to facrifice to him in the Days 
Nay, he is faid to tremble when there is any Earthquake, 
fearing left the Earth mould open and let, in the Light 
which he abominates. 

He is defcribed as riding in a Chariot made of Ebony* 
and drawn by four black horfes named Orpbneus jE- 
tbotty Nyfieus zvul^Alaftor, The JCeys were the Enfigns 
of his Authority, becaufe there is no Poflibility that any 
one mould return thence, when he has once locked up 
the Gates of his Palace r As God of Riches, his Keys 
fignify the Care and Guard which rich Men have over 
their Wealth. Sometimes he held a Sceptre, at other 
Times a Wand, with which-he drives the Dead' to Hell. 
He had a Helmet, which whofoever wore became invi- 
fible, and free from Danger ; and this was put on by Mr- 
nerva when (he fought again ft the Trojan?* that me might 
not be feen by Mars. 

The Cyprefs Tree was dedicated to him ; with this 
he ufed to be crowned, and Boughs of it were carried at 
Funerals, becaufe this Tree, when cut down, ever (hoots 
again* Sometimes he delighted in being crowned with 
th* Adiantbuiy or Maiden Hair, or with the Flowers of 
B 3 Narcifus 
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Narcijus, or the white Daffcx/LIs, becaufe he found. 
P'e^r/ifft gathering of them when he fell in Love with 
her. 

The Poets from hit Qualities gave him the Epithets 
of unmerciful, implacable, unconquerable,^ and mo ft hate- 
ful; he is fiii-named Agelaftui, becaufe -all Laughter is 
banifhed oat of Hell ; he is called Hades, as fitting in 
Darknefs, .and not to be feeu ; Ftbruus, from the JLu- 
ft rations and Purgations ufed at Funerals ; and Summanus* 
as being Chief of the Ghofts; or rather the infernal _ 
Deities. . 

His Attendants are the three-headed Dog Cerberus* 
the three Furies, the three Harpies, and the three Pare*, 
or fatal Sifters. 

His whole Region is warned with huge and rapid 
Rivers, whofe Names and Natures ftrike Horror into 
Mortals, Cocytui falls with an impetuous roaring : PSKr-. 
get on roars with a fierce Current of Flames; the Ache* 
rufiau Fen is dreadful for its Stench and Filthinefs ; the 
Fury-man that is to waft the Souls over, occafions no 
leCs Aftonifhment for theNaftinefs of his Boat, and the 
Thunder of his Voice* Cerberus , with his triple Head, 
and prodigious Howling*, terrifies the Paflengers from 
afar, and then with open Mouths Hands ready to receive 
them ; and the Furies (hake their Locks of Serpents at 
them ; but then the formidable Severity of moil juft 
Judges make it impoffible but that a Per/on of never fo 
good and upright a Life, mull tremble at his Approach 
to fuch a Judicature. 

Pluto was had in great Honour at Pylus, where he had 
a moft magnificent Temple ; not far from thence was a 
Mountain called Meutbes, from Mentbe; a Nymph of 
that Name that was Pluio's Miftrefs ; but Proforfine get- 
ting her into her Power* changed her into an herb that 
we ufually call Mint* Near the River Cqrrallius, where 
were celebrated the Feftivals of all Baoiia, there was an 
Altar built in common to Pluto and Pallas, for fame 
Myftick Reafon. 

- ' Plm* 
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Pluto was extremely difturbed that he mould be un- 
married and without Children ; whereas he was Brother 
.to Jupiter, and the richeft of all the Gods, and yet no 
•Goddefs would have Jiim, for the Deformity of his Per- 
son, and the Darknefs of his Kingdom. Untfer thefe 
Circ urn fiances . he got into his Chariot, and arriving in 
Sicily ; he by Chance faw Pro/erpine, as me was gathering 
Flowers in a Meadow amongft her Companions. He 
fell defperately in Love, forced her into his Chariot, and 
4 drove to the River Cbemarus, from whence wat a Paflage 
under Ground to his own Regions. Orpheus fays, that 
this Defcent was made through the Cecropian Cave in 
^Attica, not far from Eleujis. 

The Greeks gave the Tide of Pluto to a King of the 
JMoloJpans in Epirus> whofe Name was Aidoheus> or Or* 
€us 9 and fay, that he was the Perfori that ftole Pro/erpine $ 
and that his Dog Cerberus devoured Piritbous, ana* had 
done the fame by Tktfeus, if Hercules, had not come to his 
Relief. 

The Mythologifts fay, that Pluto is the Earth, whofe 
natural Powers and Faculties are under his Direction ; 
fo that he is Monarch not only of all Riches, which 
come from thence, and are at length fwallowed up by it, 
but likewife of all the Dead ; for as all living Things 
fpring from the Earth, fo they are refolved into the Prin* 
ciples from whence they came. Proferpine is by them re- 
puted to>be the Seed or Grain of Fruits or Corn, which 
mull be taken into the Earth, and hid there before it can 
be nourifhed by it. 

Some make Pluto and Plutus different Gods, that the 
latter was the Son of Ceres by Jafin, and that he was 
more worfhipped than any other God. He is blind -and 
injudicious, for if he were not, he would never pafs by 
good Men, and heap his Favours upon the bad ; being 
lame, he confers great Eftates with much Slownefs ; and 
then being likewife very timorous, he makes rich Me* 
- watch their Treafures with a great deal of Pain, and 
Anxiety : He is fainted with Wings, to ftgnify the 
D 4 Swift- 
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Swiftncfs of Ms Retreat, when he is departing from any 
Perfon. There is little more of him in Story,* but that 
he had a Daughter named Eurib*a 9 and the famous 
Poet Ariftopfianes has made a pleafant Comedy concern* 
ing the various Treatments with which he ufes Man-, 
kind. ' . , 



CH A P. XIV, 

0/ C I R E S. 

GE RES was the Daughter of Saturn and Ops; the 
Place of her Birth, and that which (he moft re- 
garded, is much controverted, feeing Sicily 9 Attica, the 
ljle of Crett and Egypt challenge the Honour of it, and* 
each produce their Reafons. 

Being very beautiful, her Brother. Jupiter fell in Love 
with her, and fo they had a Daughter, called Pro/erpiney 
her other Brother Neptune ufed the fame Freedom with 
her, and had a Daughter named Hira, but others fay it 
was a Horfe that (he was Mother to ; and that for Shame 
and Anger, (he ever after wore black Garments, and 
flying the Sight of the Gods, hid herfelf in an bbfeure 
Cave 5 (he continued there fo long, that all the Fruits of 
the Earth were fpoiled, and there was a great Plague a- 
mongft Mortals : None of the Gods knew where to find 
her, till Pan few her as ihe was hunting in Arcadia, and 
told Jupiter of it, who by the Interceffion of the Parca?, 
©r Fates, at laft appeafed hen 

She herftlf afterwards fell in Love with Jafon, the 
Son of Jupiter and Ete§ra y as he lay deeping in a Field 
chat was new plowed up, and by him (he had Pint us, 
the God of Riches before mentioned ; but Jupiter, im* 
patient to fee Iris Son become his RivaJ, foon turned him 
into.A(he5 by his Thunderbolts. - 
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For feme Time ihe lived in.theTiiand of Coreyra, fq 
called in latter Times, from a Daughter of A/opus that 
was buried there, but anciently named thepanum from 
the SickU that the Goddefs was ufed to reap withal, . 
which was a Prefent made to her by Vulcan. There was 
fe City in Sicily of the fame Name, and for the fame Rea- 
fbn, (though others would denominate it from Saturn's 
Sickle) and indeed the whole Ifland of Sicily was confe- 
orated to her. 

In this Ifland befel that fatal Misfortune of the Rape 
of her Daughter Pro/erpine by Pluto;, whereupon fh© 
made her Complaint to Jupiter , that (he could not have 
fuffered more if ihe had been taken Prifoner by Gyges 
in the Wars of the Giants, than ihe does now that he 
fways'the Scepter of the Skies. In this melancholy Con- 
dition (he lighted two Torches at the Flames of the 
Mountain AStna, to fearch for her through every Corner* 
•of the Univcrfe ; which Thing the Sicilians ufed to imi- 
tate, by running about in the Night-time, with lighted^ 
Torches and great Exclamations. 

She haftened fcer Paflage by the Swiftnefs of the winged* 
Dragons which drew her Chariot ; in her Journey* 
being kindly ufed by Celeus at Athens, ihe taught him» 
to fow Com, and nourished his Son TriptoUmut by Day- 
with Celeftial and Divine Milk, and by Night covered 
him in Fire, that fo ihe might render him immortal;' 
which Thing Celeus too curioufly prying into,„and cry- 
ing out that ihe would kill his Son, . he was immediately 
Ham by Ceres % and his Son Triptolemusi who wa 
grown up after an extraordinary Manner, was fen* 
through the World in her Chariot, to teach Mankind the 
Ufe of Corn. But concerning Triptalemus, there are Va- 
rious Opinions in feveral Authors, fome making hirp the 
Son of Eleufius, others of Oceanus and Terra$ • and-others * 
ofDyfaules- s 

In her Diftrefs ihe was kindly entertained hy/Hyto^ 
tboon, the Son of Neptune and A/ope , and his Wife Me* 
gptira.,. and during her Stay in that Place' there happened : 

D 5; various 
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^anjius Accidents to her ; Magnnira had prepared aTa- 
bl| and Wine for her, but the Goddeft refuted it, as not 
pipper in her calamitous Circumftances ; whereupon (he 
prepared herfclf a Liquor, made by the Infufion of Meal 
and Corn, which fhe afterwards ufed to drink of. There 
was a young Woman with Meganira, whofe Name, was 
Jamie t the Daughter of Pan and Echo, who, to^divert 
the Goddefs from her Melancholy, would tell her plea- 
fant Stories, and made her laugh by Jefts and Fancies 
that fhe would put into Iambick Verfe ; and from her 
that Sort of Metre, which before was unknown, took its 
Name and Original. But there was one unlucky Acci- 
dent : Whilft Meganira was offering Sacrifice to the God- 
defs, Abas her young Son was difgufted at it, and de- 
rided the- Ceremonies with opprobrious Language ; 
whereupon Ceres having a certain Mixture in a Cup, 
poured it upon him, and fo transformed hi m into the 
Stetth or E*vet, whofe little Spots on him in* the Na- 
ture of Start, ftill fliow the Power of the Divine Mix- 
lure* 

During this Search fhe came to Lyria, where the 
Clowns not only refufed,to let her drink from a Spring, 
but likewife dirtied the Water wit'» their Feet, and rude* 
\y made 3port with her Misfortunes ; whereupon fhe. 
turned, them into Frogs, whofe croaking and unpleafant 
Note ftiil continues. But Jupiter afterwards revenged 
tiiefe Affronts more feverely upon them ; for when they 
&%*d him *to grant them a King, he fent them a»Log, 
w Men they foon trampled on, and then defpifed; where- 
upon they afking another, he fent them a Water Serpent 
which devoured them : A }uft Puniihmcnt for Subjects 
that never know when to be eafy. 

There is a great Difpute amongft feveral Nations*, 
who made the mil Difcovery to Ceres where her Daugh- 
ter was, and from thence would attribute fe themfelvef 
the Glory of the Reward, which was the Art o£ (ow- 
ing Corn. Several fay, that Triptehmus and hi* Brother 
JLububu difcovered her, but the Generality gave it ft* 

the 
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the Fountain Arethufa i Daughter of Kerens and Dim* 
and a Companion of Diana, who flying from the Ri- 
ver Alpheus, who was her Lover, and being purfued 
through.inany fubterraneoas Channels, was bcft able tc* 
flee and report what was traniacled in the Infernal Re* 
gions. 

Ceres f to cpmpleat her Bounty, taught Mankind how 
to join Oxen to the Plough, how to reap, how to houfe, 
tread oat, and winnow the Corn ; and laftly, to reduce 
"it to Meal, fo as to make Bread of it ; Ate likewife.taught 
the Art of fo wing and cultivating all Sorts of Pulfe and 
Garden Herbs, except Beans. 

However, forae would not make Ceres the firft In- 
ventor of (owing Corn, but fay. Ofiris and Ifis his Wife, 
-with Bacchus in their Company, leading a great Army 
with Pipes and other muftcal In (humerus, went through 
the World, teaching Mortals the Ufe of Agriculture ; 
but it is not anufual amongft the Poets, to attribute the 
Invention of the fame Thing to feveral Perfons. The 
People of Attica difputed it with the Cretans ; the fir ft 
pretended that the Benefaction came from Cecrops, the 
others from the Mat Daclyli ; fo Bacchus pretended to it, 
as well as Ceres, and therefore at Eleufis there were Sa- 
crifices to them in common ; but that might be for ano- 
ther Reafon, the Conjunction of Wine with Bread be- 
ing that which makes Mens Lives mod comfortable, 
Ceres is fomettmes taken for the Moon, and Bacchus for 
the Sim ; but the general Acceptation is, that Ceres iMhe 
Earth ; they who diflinguim more nicely, will have Vcfta 
to be the Globe of the Earth/ Ceres the Surface which ia 
fbwn and reaped, and Pro/erfine to be all that Part of k 
which is under us. 

From the foregoing- Circa raft anxes, Ceres is deftribed 
as tall and majeftick, well fhaped and beautiful ; for 
what can be more delightful to the Beholders than the 
Earth, when arrayed with Corn a*h<i Plants r Her Hair ir 
yellow; and (he is crowned with a Garland of ripe Bars 
if Wheat % her right Hand holds a lighted Torch, and 
D 6 her 
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ller left a Handful of Corn and Poppies ; (he. is often- 
painted with /W* Handing by her, and Plutus the God' 
•£ Riches in her Hand. 

She has many Appellations, as Defpoina, or £o^y, Mag- 
na Dea the Great Goidefs, EucbJcea from her Verdure £. 
Melaina from her &/rci Cloathing: She is called Alma At- 
trix, and Mamnufa, as if her Breads fwelled with Milk,, 
becaufe, after the Earth is impregnated with Seed, and> 
big with the Fruits thereof, it brings forth all Things in. 
Abundance, from whence* as being our. common Afo— 
. thtr r it may feed and nourifli us. 

One of her moil celebrated Titles was that of Tbtfmo*^ 
pbcra> Legifera, or the Lawgiver, becaufe, when hereto- 
fore Men lived upon Acorns in the Woods, the: Earth lay 
xough and uncultivated, over-run with Briars and unprof- 
itable Plants ;. no Perfons took Care to fix Land-marks* 
or to become Proprietors, for all Things were common : t&> 
all > but afterwards, when Hufbandry was taught them, 
by the Benefaction of Ceres, Men thought, it worth while 
to. difpute about the Limits of their Fields, and from 
thence Law and Right came to take their Original, and 
Maxims were laid down for repreffing Injuries, forjufl 
buying and felling, and for preferring Boundaries, and 
acquiring or transferring of Poffeflions^. 

There were many Feftivals celebrated to this Goddefs, 
but the Myfteries and Sacrifices called Eleufinia and Tbef*. 
mopboria were the moil facred and ancient in all Greece ^ 
they. were, inflituted by TriptoUmus, in the Town of EUu- 
^^froml Whence Geres herfejf is likewife ci[ted,E/eufi/ia 4 
' £j8ttl&%faguilh between the lelTer My fteries which ** 
were j6t>ferve<L e,ver.y Year at Argps* and the, greater 
mce in live Years at Eleufis.' The> 
dated in thefe Rites,, were fuch 
i perpetual Chaftity ; at the Be* 
there was a Feaft for fooie Days- 
as banifhed from- the Altars ;. 
\Ay fteries there was a perpetual* 
and. it was a. Crime, to pubUih* 
an* 
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any Thing concerning them ; none were Offered to fee 
the Statue of the Goddefs, except her Priefts ; nor durft 
any Perfons who were not admitted to thofe Kites, in* 
. quire ipte -them, moch lefs be prefent at them ; the 
Afiembly ufed lighted Torches, and many Exclamation^ 
for Prefer pint, and the whole Solemnity concluded with 
fiindry Games, in which the Victors were honoured with* 
Crowns of Barky. 

Ewitolpus, the Son- of Driest and Triptoiemus* carried 
thefe Rites from the Eleujudans to Athens \ but Herodotus 
confefies that the Rites of Certs, whom he calls the Laiy- 

iwer, were brought out ©f Egypt into Greece by the 
daughter of Danaui. 
Cicero (peaks of a Temple of Ceres at Catanea in Sicily*. 
-where was a very ancient Statue of Ceres, but concealed. 
from the Sight •£ Men, fo that no one knew whether 
there was any one there on no, every. Thing being per* * 
formed by Matrons and Virgin*. 

The Cerealia were Feftivals of the fame Nature with 
the Yhefmophwria* firft inftituted at Rome, by Memmius 
the jEdiUy as appears by an Infcriptioa on one of hi* 
Medals, on which likewife is the Effigies of Ceres* hold- 
ing in one Hand three Ears of Corn,, and in the other a? 
Torch,, with her left Foot treading on a Serpen r, V 
2£ene were admitted, to theft Sacrifices that were guilty 
of any Crime, and therefore it is faid that Nero never at- 
tempted it j .the Roman Women cloathed in Whiter ex- 
Breflcd the. Mourning and Complaint of. Ceres: After 
the Sacrifices there was a, magnificent Fcaft, ; and thea 
fallowed the Sports of Fencing and Horfe-racirig. 

The Ambarwalia were Feftivals celebrated in the- 
Spring by the Hufbandmen, td lujlrate and purge, their. 
Grounds, fo as by the Help of Ceres to render them fruit- 
ful ; each Matter of a Family provided k Victim, which' 
he adorned with an Oaken Wreath. about its Neck, and. « 
then, led it* thrice round his Land, attended by all hi* 
family' finging and dancing to the Honour of that God*. 
deft;, and after, fuch Luitrations. hi* Offering was MiJk 

and: 
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and new Wine. The good Man likewife concluded Bis 
Harveft with another Feftival, in which he made his 
Goddefs an Offering of his Firft-fruits, and then gave a 
pnblick Entertainment to his Relations and Neighbours. 

On the fixth of April the Gardeners ufed to facrifice 
to Ceres ; the Fruitfalnefs of their Grounds, and all their 
Herbs and Pulfe, being under her Prote&ion. 

A Sow with Pigs was the firft Sacrifice of Triptolenw 
to Ceres, as a Punifbment to the Swine for rooting up 
the Ground ; and fometitnes a Ram was offered to her, 
when the Corn was green, and then fhe was called Wrens. 
The Garlands in her Sacrifices were made of Myrtle, or 
Smilux, the fame as Ropeiuood; but Flowers were for- 
bidden, becaufe Prc/erpine was taken away as fhe was 
gathering them : However the Poppy was -facred to her, 
not only becaufe it grows amongft the Corn, but likewife 
when through Grief fhe could find no Reft, Jupiter gave 
it her to eat, as having the Power to create Sleep and 
Forgetfulnefs. 

The Mythologifts think, that the wandering of Ceres 
through al! the World, was the Tranfportation or giving 
of Corn to different Nations, either the firft Time it was 
fown amongft them, or afterwards when they„ flood in 
need of it by Famine. Diodorui fays, that Ere&heus failed 
out of Egypt into Greece, with a Supply of Corn in the 
Time of a Dearth, and the Grecians, in Requital of ftr 
greaf a Benefit made him their King, and that he ap- 
pointed the Rites of Cites at Athens, after the Manner of 
tbofe in Egypt. 



CHAP 
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X>f Proserpine. 

THere arc various Opinions concerning P refer pine % 
by Some fhe is faid to be the fame with £***, //r* 
- r*/*, Libera and Diana. , 

The Pbanician Authors affirm, that fhe was much 
earlier known there than in Greece or Sicily ; that fhe 
was Saturnls Daughter, and that fhe died a Virgin very 
young ; fo that this, as the reft of tfee Fables, came from 
the Eaft to the Weftward. She was known k* Grace 
about two hundred Years after Mo/es, when fhe was'ftole 
away by Aidoneus, or Oreus $ King of the Moloffians. 

Some fay fhe was the Daughter of Jupiter and Styxi- 
but the Pro/erpine here fpoken of was the Daughter of 
Jupiter and Ceres, and was born and brought up in the 
Ifland of Sicily: Being extreamly beautiful, fhe wa» 
courted firflt by ApoJU, and afterwards by Mars, yet 
neither could obtain her, for Ceres abfolutely refufed her 
Confent to either of them ; but fhe could not avoid the 
Force of Jupiter, who lay with her in the Shape of a 
Dragon. 

* However, fhe had vowed Virginity, and was educated 
in Sicily with Minerva and Diana, who had done the 
feme ; they all three wrought a Garment for Jupiter 
their Father, of the Flowers they had gathered in Com- 
pany one with another. By Reafon of this familiar Con- 
verge, they each of them ohofe out a Place for their 
particular Refidence in that Ifland ; Minerva took the 
Parts near Himara, where the Nymphs, for her Sake, o~ 
pened the bet Baths : Diana had the Region about Syra*. 
cuft, which from her, both by the Oracles of the Gods 
and by Men, was called Ortygia; and the Nymphs, to 
ingratiate themfelves with her, opened that mighty large 
fountain called Arutuja % in which were a great many 

Kibes 
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Fifhcs that remained facrei, and not to be touched by. ' 
any Perfon without a remarkably Calamity ; Proferptn* 
enjoyed the pleafant Meadow* about Emma, in common 
with the other two Goddefles. This Meadow Ground 
h decked with Violets, 'and* all other Sorts of Flowers,, 
which flourifh continually all the Year long; the middle 
and higheft Part of it is Champain, and well-watered* 
bat all the Bofders round are craggy, guarded ^Ith high 
and fteep Precipices ; it is fuppofed to lie in the very 
Midft of Sicily f from whence it is called the Navel of it. 
Near at Hand are Groves and Gardens, furrounded with 
$AorafTes r and a deep Cave with a Paflage inder Ground 
opening towards the Norths, In this happy State re- 
mained Proftrpine, when Pluto faffed in his Chariot 
thorough the forementioned Cave, and found her ga- 
thering Flowers, amongft her Companions Leucippe* 
Jantbe, MetoMis, Yyche and Ocjrrhoe, the Daughters of 
Oceanus ; thence he took her into his Chariot, arid car* 
ned her to Syracu/e ; where the Earth.' opening, they 
both defcended to the Infernal Regions, and in<t£e fame 
Mace arofe the Spring and Lake called Cyane t where the, 
Syracufians every Year celebrate a Feitival, in which,- be- 
fides the facrificing of letter Victims, they publickly* 
throw, feveral Bulls into the. Waters. 

Some fay, that Minerva and Diana were in her Com* 
pany when this .happened*; others*- that 7""*, Venus aafft 
Mi nerva were prefent ;. Orpheus {eems to intimate asjif 
Pluto carried her over the Seas before he went into H* 
own Kingdom^ which is agreeable to Reafon, if me were 
a Sicilian t and he lived either in Spain or Epicurus* 

The fine Countries in Macedon and Thrace are watered 
by the- River Strfmon, and from thence Proferpine was 
taken as fhe was gathering of Flowers, according to fonxe 
Authors. • " 

The Troubles and Wanderings cflCerest in Search o£ 
her, have been related before : However, for her Mo- 
ther's Tears, Lamentations, Howlings, beating her Breaft, 
and-tearing her Hair, Proferpine obtained this Favour ofi 
the, Gods,, that fuch Actions mould be ufed, and fuch. 

Eaffiorie* 
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Palfions expreflcd at the Funerals of Relations, 'as proper 
Sacrifices due to her, and to be performed in her Ho- 
nour. * 

When Ceres hacl found out where her Daughter was*, 
Jupiter upon her repeated Solicitations, promjfed, that 
Projerpine mould be reftored, provided Ae had not yet 
tailed any Thing in Hell : Ceres went joyfully down ; and 
Pfoferptne y full of Triumph and Gladnefs, prepared for 
her Return, when. Afcalapus* the Son of Acheron and 
Gorgyra* difcovered that he faw Proferpinr, as. (he walked 
in P/uto's Orchard, pluck a Pomegranate, and eat three, 
or, as others will have it, nine Grains of it, whereupon 

. her Journey was flopped immediately. But A/calapur, 
though his Information was true* yet out of Hatred to 
Informers, was turned into a Toad: At laft, by the re* 
peated Importunity of her Mother's Prayers to Jupiter % 
this Favour was extorted from him to mitigate her Grkf, 

-that Projerpine ffiould live half the Year in the Heavens, 
and the* other Half remain below in Hell with her Huf- 
band. 

Befides this", Jupiter to oblige Proferpine, at the Solem- 
nity of her Marriage with Pluto, gave her the whole 
Ifland of Sicily ; and from thence by her Means Syra* 
£ufe> the Metropolis of it, arrived to its eminent Wealth 
and Grandeur ;, for when Arcbias and Myfcellm confuhed 
the Oracle of Phoebus* where to build their Cities, they 
received for Anfwer, that it was in their Choice, whe- 
ther they would have Riches, or healthful Air 5 Myfcellus 
chofe the latter, and fo built Croton* famous for the 
Strength of its Wreftlers, and ofMilo in particular ^ but 
Archias built Syracufe, than which no City was more 
wealthy and Magnificent. 

Proferpine being in the Infernal Regions, The/eus and 
Pirithous having heard of her Beauty, went to fetch her 
thence ; for they had agreed to be afMant to one ano- 
ther, in obtaining fome beautiful Perfon for each of them , 
and having caft Lots who, was to have the firft, it fell 
to The/eus, who thereupon gained the beauteous Helena* 

It now came to the Turn of Pirithous* who refolving 
* to 
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to obtain Proferpine, together with his fworn Companion 
Tbefettt, made a Defcent by the Way of Tanarus : being 
arrived m Hell, they fat dtwn upon, a Rock, from whence 
they could not rife again, till Hercules coming thither, 
; delivered Thejeus, becaufe he was by Oath forced to go 
thither, but left Pirhbous there, I ecaufe he had run into 
that Danger through his own Wilful nefs. 

The Greeks call Proferpine by the Name of Defpeina, 
the fame with Domina or Lady ; as fhe was. Queen of the 
Dead, fo ail of them are faid to be received under her 
Dominion. 

As Proferpine was to Hay fix Months with her Mother; 
and fix with her Hufband; ihe was the Emblem of Seed 
. Corn, which lies in the Earth during the Winter, and 
the other half Year fprouts forth, produces Fruit, and is 
put in the Granary. Some fay it is becaufe the Moon„ 
who, as they would hayeit, is the fame with Proferpine^ 
remains as long in the upper as fhe does in the lower 
Regions. The Ancients called the fuperior Hemifphere 
by the Name of Venusi and that which is below, by that 
of Pr dfer pine* 

Dogs and barren Cows are the proper Sacrifices to this 
Deity. r - 



CHAP. XVI. 

Of Vssta, the Daughter of Saturn. 

VE $ ?A, the Daughter of Saturn , and Vefta or Rhea, 
was Sifter to Juno and Ceres. She was the God- 
defs of the Elemental and the iEtherial Fire. Homer* 
fays this Fire was in the Habitation of the Gods ; but- 
Orpheus, that it was in the middle Region. Some talcfe 
it for that Fire or Heat inclofedin the Earth by which 
ail Things are produced ; by others it-is held to be that 

Flame 
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Flame or vital Heat, which is diffufed through the Body, 
their cheri(hing,refre(hing and quickening each Part, and 
as i'o neceflary to the moving and actuating of the Whole, 
that if it happens to be extinguifhed, Life itfelf mad pafs 
away together with it. # 

Xhis Gbddefs was a Virgin, and fo great a Lover of 
Virginity, that when Jupiter came to his Empire, and 
to requite her for the Affiftanceflie had given him, prof- 
fered to give her whatever (he would demand; her fi*ft 
Bequeft was, that ihe might always be a Virgin, and 
then that (he might have the firft Oblation in all Sacri- 
fices. I' is the Opinion of Laclantius, that Vtfta is faid 
to be a Virgin, becaufe Finis incapable of being violated* 
and nothing is born from it, but it gathers and turns all 
Things into itfelf. 

Tu/fy tells us the Power of Vtfta was altogether con- 
cerned about Hearths and Altars; ihe was efteemed the 
Guardian of Houfes, and that juftly, becaufe ihe fir ft 
taught Men how to build them, and therefore her Image 
was placed in the Porch or Entrance, and there was a 
daily Sacrifice of Perfumes offered to her. Her Name 
was preferved by her Worfhippers in all Things moll, 
neceflary to them ; the Fire which they ufed was called 
Vefta, and fo their Hearths, Chimneys and Altars, were 
by the Greeks called Eftia, Veftibula were their Porches, 
andf Veft* were the round Tables on which were placed 
the Dainties which had been produced by the Earth, and 
afterwards, fitted for human Food by the Fire. 

The Greeks had a perpetual Fire burning to the Ho- 
Bour oiVefta in the Br Itanium, or Council if all at Atbenu 
JEneas firft carried the Houjbold Gods, the Image of Pal- 
las, and the Sacred Fires, into Italy. Numa Pomptiius re- 
Hored the anciejit Ceremonies and Rites of the Goddefs 
Fefta, and took Care to preferve a Fire which was to re- 
femble the JEtherial, and was called Eternal, becaufe 
always to continue burning ; he built a Temple to 
her which was round, and in after Ages came to be very 
magnificent.; in it were two Lamps, and within the In- 
, acrmoft 
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nermoft Rccefs was a Fire preferved in Pots of Ear tfk. 
fufpended in the Air ;, and this was looked on as one €>€' 
the facred Pledges of the Roman Empire ; he ordained 
her . four PrieftefTes, who were to be chofen out of itk^ 
nobleft Families of Rome, and had extraordinary Ho- 
nours arid Privileges paid them ; they were to continue 
in the Service Thirty Years, during which Time they 
were tot preierve their Virginity, otherwife they were. 
to- be buried in' the Ground alive ; it was their Duty 
to attend the facred Tire; or if it went out by their- 
NegledV they were chaftifed by the High Prieft in a moft 
fevere Manner. 

This Fire might not be be lighted again but by the Ray* 
of the Sun, with which, though no fuch Accident hap- 
pened, upon the flrft of March it was yearly renewed 5 
theextiriguifhingof this Fire by CarelefTnefs, was thought 
to be of the utmoft Confequence, and to portend fome 
dreadful Misfortune to the Roman Empire ; until fuck 
Time as it was revived, all public as well as private- 
Bufinefs was intermitted, and incredible Pains were taken - 
to-expiate the unhappy Prodigy. 



CHAP. XVIL 
Of A p o t l o. 

HAVING done with the Progeny of Saturn, we 
come now to the Offspring of Jupiter, amongft 
whom none more worthy tp prefide than Apollo. 

Apollo is defcribed as a Youth, without fo much as the . 
Down of a Beard upon his Chin, his Hair long, never 
cut, but cfifbevelled, and as it were flowing with the 
Wind; he is crowned with Laurel, his Garments and 
Sandals mining with Gold ; be holds a Bow and Arrows 
in his right Hand, and a Harp in his left ; fometimes he 
las a Shield in one Hand, and the Gracti ia the other ; 
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at other Times heiscloathed with along Robe, and car- 
ries a ttarp and a Cup of Ne&ar, the Symbol of his Di- 
vinity; he" has a threefold Authority; in Heaven* he is 
the Sun, and (6 bears the Harp, to fignify tha* all Things 
there are full of Harmony : Upon the Earth he is called ' 
Liber Pater* and carries a Shield, to mew* himfelf the 
Protector of Mankind, and that he defends all in Health 
and Safety; -in the infernal Regions, he is Apollo* and 
whofoever is ftruck by his Bow and Arrows is immedi- 
ately feat thither* 

WJien he appears as the Sun* he rides in a Chariot 

i drawn by the four Horfes, Pyrios, Eous* Ethon and Phle* 

| gon : Every Night he goes to reft in the Ocean till the 

next Morning, when the Hours prepare his Horfes to 

begin their Courfe again, and open the Gates of Day. 

The Ancients worshipped feveral by the Name of Apollo, 

7 of which Tully mentions four; the firft and mo3 ancient 

[ was the Son of Vulcan* he was the Tutelary God of the 

! Athenians'* the fecond Son of Cory has* bom in Crete, 

| who contended with Jupiter for the Government of that 

Iiland ; the third was the Son of Jupiter and Latcna* who 

came from amongft the Hyperboreans to Delpbos ; the 

; fourth w£3 born in Arcadia* apd called Nomion x becaufe 

. he was their Lawgiver : Herodotus mentions another, the 

* Son of Dionyfius and Ifis* whp were the fame with Ofiris 

and Ceres; Latcna* one of the eight Egyptian Deities, 

was his Nurfe and Prote&refc in Plote* or the floating 

Iiland j when Typbon fought the Children of Ofiris to 

deftroy them, he was called Orus, and was the laft of the 

Egyptian Kings that were worfhipped for Deities. 

But the famous Actions of all the red were attributed 
to the Apollo here treated of,, who was the Son of Jupiter 
and Latona* born in Delos, where the Palm Tree was 
fhewn that (he le'aned upon, when ihe was delivered of 
him upon the Mountain Cynthus* near the River Impus ; 
bat again ft this Opinion the Epbefians reprefented to the 
Roman Senate, that he was born with them, and that they 
could {hew the Olive Tree on which Latona reited in the 

Pain* 
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Pains of her Travails; that the River wfis ealled ££** 
v//, and the Foreft Ortygia, whither Apollo retired from 
the Wrath of Jupiter when he had (lain the Cyclops ;j 
others fay he was bora in the City Tegyra, where he had 
a famous Oracle, near which was a Mountain called Dc- 
los, and at his Temple flowed two Fountains, called the 
Palm and the Oli<ve,^ admirable for the Sweetnefs and 
Abundance of their Waters. 

His Mother was Latona, the Daughter of Caus t the 
Titan and Pbcebe, or, as others, of Saturn; Beyond the 
Country of the Celt* is a great Ifland in the Ocean not 
lefs than Sicily, inhabited by a People called the Hyper- 
boreans ; it is of a wonderful Temperature and Fertility, 
where Fruit is produced twice a Year. Here they fky 
Latona was born, who being extremely beautiful, en- 
gaged the Afe"£Uons~ of Jupiter > as foon as Juno had 
round that (he was big with Child, (he drove her from the 
Heavens, and commanded the horrible Serpent Pytbo, 
which fprung from the Impurities of the Earth after 
Deucalion's Flood, to follow her wither foe ver (he went, 
and to eat up her Children. Juno likewife caufed the 
whole Earth to fwear that (he would not afford her any 
Place to bring forth in-; at that Time the Ifland Delos, 
which had been broken from Sicily, lay under Water, 
and had not taken the Oath, fo that Neptune commanded 
it to rife in the jEgean Sea, and afford a Reception for 
the diftrefled Latona, who fled thither in the Shape of a 
'Quail, from whence that Ifland had the Appellation of 
Ot^i*'** which agrees with the Greek Name of that 
Bird. Some fay this Ifland was a Sifter of Latena'i, 
whofe Name was Afieria, and being beloved and courted 
by Jupiter, was turned into this Ifland j here Latona 
was delivered of Twins : Diana was born firft, and im- 
mediately as the Midwife affifted her Mother at the Birth 
of Apollo, foon after he was born he deftroyea^ the Ser- 
pent Pytbo with his Arrows y but other Authors fay, he 
did not do it till he was come to Age, and that after, a 
lone and obftinate Fight. Upon this Occafion, there 
aroie fb great an Opinion of the San&ity of the Ifland j 

Dtim 9 
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Delot, that many Ages after., when Xerxes invaded 
Greece with a thoufahd Ships, and deftroyed all Things 
facred and prophage, although ihe Perfian Fleet came 
upon their Coair, they durft not touch any Thing be- 
longing to it. 

But Latona's Miferies did not ceafe here ; for flying 
into Lycia with her T*ins, ihe came to the Fountain 
Mela, and being denied the Water of it by the Shepherd 
Neocles, and the reft of the Clowns giving her oppre** 
brious Language, ihe turned them into Frogs ; when her 
Children grew up, Apollo choie Lycia, Diana went into' 
Crete, and Delos was left for the Refidence of Latona. 

It was in Lycia that Apollo begat a numerous Off* 
fpring ; amongft the reft he had Elutberus by AEthufia the* 
Daughter of Neptune ; by Evadne he had Janus the Pro.- 
phet, who begat a Race or Sooth fay ers called janida, 
who divined by cutting the Skins of the Sacrifices ; by 
Atria he had Miletus, from whom a City was fo called ; 
and Oaxus, from whom Oaxia, and Arahus who" gave 
the Name to Arabib ; Afterie was the Mother of ldmon 
the Soothfayer, who going with the Argonauts to get the 
Golden Fleece, and wandring too far upon the Shore, 
was killed by a wild Boar ; Tamarus the Prophet and If- 
tnenius were his Sons by Melia % Theftor was the Son of 
jtglaia, and became Father to Chalcas the* Soothfayer, 
much about the fame Time that Mop/us was born to Apollo 
hy*Manto\ Chalcas znd Mopfus contended for Preference 
in the Art of Divination, the latter overcame, and the 
former died for Grief; by Anatbrippe he. had Chius, 
- who gave his Name to an Hand ; and by Achachalide 
he had Delphi* , from whom the Place of the famous 
Oracle was fo called;, not to mention many others, to be 
found amongft the Poets. 

But the moft famous of his Sons was jEfculapius (of 
whom hereafter) by the Nymph CoronU : He was fo ex- 
cellently Hulled in Phyfick, that he was thought to raife 
many from the Dead, particularly Glaucus the Son of 
Minos, and Hippoiitus the Soa pf Thefius ; upon this

Fluto complained to Jupiter -, that the Number of the 
Dead decreafed, and that jEfculapius weakened the Em* 
pire of the Shades below ; at which Jupiter was fo in*, 
cenfed that he Hew him with his Thunderbolts ; and on 
the other Part Apollo was enraged to that Degree, that 
he flew the. Cyclops who had forged them. 

Jupiter, as a Puniftunent for this Infolence, baniflied 
him out of Heaven for a Time, fo that being deprived of 
his Divinity, he underwent a great deal of Mifery upon 
Earth, infomuch that he put hiinfelf into the Service of 
Admotus King«of Tbejaly, to keep his Sheep for a live- 
lihood. He fell into a particular Friendfliip with his 
Mailer, who admired his Jnduftry, and his extraordinary- 
Wit and Management ; during this Retirement he is faid 
to have invented, or rather to have perfected the" Lute* 
which gave Eafe to his Misfortunes. Whilft he was 
watching his Cattle, there happened to him a very odd 
Accident : Mercury was born in a Morning, the fame 
f)ay about Noon he had learned Mufick, and to play on 
an Inftrument that he had made from the Body of a 
Tortoife, which he -found dried.upon the Shore, and 
called it the Lyre ; in the Evening he came to Apollo, 
pleafed him with the new Invention, and found an Op- 
portunity to deal his Cattle from him ; Apollo enraged, 
demanded Reftitution, not without Threatnings, but 
foon found himfelf difarmed, for the young Thief had 
got his Bow and Quiver from him, fo that he was forced 
to make a Jeft of it, and pafs it off in Laughter. Here 

, Authors cannot agree, whether the Cattle Apollo had the 
Care of, were Cows, Mares or Sheep, though the latter 
is thought moft probable, and the Shepherds facrince to 
him as their Protector, 

' From Tbejfaly Apollo went to Sparta* where living 
near the River Eurotas, he became very fond of a pretty 
ingenious Youth called Hyacinthus ; being at play with 
him, Zephytus out of Envy, blew the Quoit that Apollo 

, cAftagainft the,Head of the Boy, who immediately fell 
down dead. Apollo to preferve the Remembrance of 
him, caufed his Blood to produce Violets, or rather tinged 

tkofc 
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thofe Flowers with it, and made that Colour which was 
White before, now to become Purple : This, Story figni- 
fies that Flowers are blafted and dry with cold Winds, 
. but bud and flourifh with the Sun. 

From Sparta he fled to Laomedon, King of Troy, where 
meeting with Neptune in as bad a Condition as himfelf, 
having likewife fallen under the Difpleafure of Jupiter* 
they agreed with Laomedon to make Bricks, and build 
the Walls of 9 'ro? ; they wrought long for this ungrate- 
ful Matter, but faw no Hopes of the Reward promifed 
them for their Labours ; whereupon Apollo fent a Pefti- 
lence amongft his People, which caufed a great Dc- 
ftruc"lion. 

- jf polio was afterwards Affiftant to Ahathous in building 
a Labyrinth, in which was a Stone where he ufed to lay 
his Lute when he went to work, which 'retained this Fa- 
culty, that it would fend forth melodious Tunes, whea 
fbruck with any hard Inftrument. 

Jpollo's peculiar Excellencies were the Ufe of the Bow, 
his Skill in Phyfick, his Invention of Muiick, and the 
Art of Divination and Prophecy. 

The Arrows of Apollo were always fatal; with them 
he flew Python and the Cyclops, and the Giant Titius that 
would have ravifhed Diana, who after his Death was 
thrown into Hell, where two Vultures are perpetually 
gnawing at his Liver, The unfortunate Niobe, Daughter 
of Tantalus, Wife to Amphion, felt the difmal Effects of 
them ; for fhe having bore a great many Children, »being 
feven Sons and feven Daughters, was fo vain andralh as 
to prefer aerfelf to Latona*, this fo enraged the .two 
7'wins", that ApolloHew the Males wilh his Arrows, as 
they were hunting in Qitharon, and Diana fhot the 
Daughters in the Embraces of the Mother: Jupiter, ou* 
of Companion to Niobe, who always continued weeping, 
turned her into a Marble that remained upon Sypbilus,. 
a Mountain in Pbrygia* * 

Apollo's great Understanding how to cure Difeafes, 

confided in his Knowledge of the Virtue of Herbs and 

Plants, which he could bed learn from his Mother JJt s 

E o A . 
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or Ctret, the feme with the Earth ; Hippocrates ordered 
his pifciples to fwear by Apollo the God of Medicine. 

Apollq likewife gloried much in being the Inventor of 
Muuck, Tound out as a Comfort and Remedy for the 
Calamities of human Life, being able to-excite or allay 
all the P anions of Mankind ; the Mnfes therefore were 
under his Protection, he being their President at leaft, 
if not their Father ; even the GraJho|>per, for being a 
mufical Animal, was facred to him ; and therefore he be- 
ing the Protector of the Athenians and their Country, 
they wore golden Gralhoppers tied up in their long Hair, 
out of Rcfpeci and Honour to him ; he was fo jealous of 
any Rival in this Art, that none pretended to be fo, with- 
out differing extremely for it. 

. > Midas, King of Phrygia, being conftituted Judge- be- 
tween him and Pan, which con Id make the grcateft Har- 
mony with their In ft rumen ts, and giving a fooHfh Sen- 
tence againft ApoUo, had a Pair of Aft 's Ears clapped to 
his Head immediately. 

Linus, the Grandfon of Neptune, who excelled all Mor- 
tals in Muuck, for daring to fiagwith Apollo, was put to 
a cruel Death by the Vi&or. 

Nor was the Fate of Mar/yas, the Son of Vagrus, lefs 
unhappy. He was a young Satyr, who by Chance found ' 
a Pipe^vhich Mtner*va had thrown away ; for though 
fhe had been the Inventor of it, yet feeing herfelf one 
Day in a Fountain, (he perceived that the blowing of it 
disfigured her Cheeks and Countenance, the decent 
Comelinefs of which (he preferred to the Excellency or her 
Muiick. Mar/yas y by his Indaftry, had attained to fo 
much Skill as to pleafe the Shepherds and Shepherd effes 
with it ; but Apollo coming to Ny/a, he was fo vain as 
to difpute with him, who ihould be thought the.greatcfl 
Artift, and the Nyfians were to be the Judges: at firifc 
the Loudnefs of the Pipe got the Preference of the Soft- 
nefs of the Lute : But at the fecond Encounter Apollo 
joining his Voice to the Inurnment, foon obtained his 
merited Applaufe. Marfyas complained of Injuflice, « 
that his Adverfary employed two Arts againft him inftead 

of 
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of one, and that Judgment was to be given only as to the 
Excellency of the Inftrurnents ; Apollo replied, that either 
both ought to be allowed the fame Privilege, or both 
fhould be retrained from making Ufe of their Breath or 
Mouths, and their Hands only mould evidence the Ex- 
cellency of their Skill ; this was thought reafonable, and 
Apollo bein^ permitted to proceed upoti the third Concert, 
was declared Victor, and immediately hung hib Adver- 
sary pp upon the next Pine-Tree, and flead him alive \ 
afterwards out of Companion he changed him into a Ri- 
vet of the fame Name, which rifes near the Springsof 
the River Maander, and palling through the Ciiy C*~ 
letter, at laft runs into it.- 

The God Apollo was mod famous for Divination &nd 
Prophecy, and therefor* was had in the greateii ho *^ur 
amongfl all Nations, being irrftru&ed in tha Art by tan 
the Son of Jupiter, and the Nymph Tbymbris ; h w it 
to Delphosy where Tbemys at that Time gave .c j An ; * crs ; 
but when the Serpent Pytbo hindered him from coming 
to the Cavern, Apollo flew him, and fo poflefled dmklf 
of the Oracle. The Chy of Delpbos lies in Baeotia, and is 
fuppofed to be in the Middle of the World ; for wheri 
Jupiter {tux. forth two Eagles at the fame Time, one from 
the Eaft> and the other from the Weft, they Ixnh u a at 
that Place exa&ly, in Memory whereof a Golden Eag|d 
was there deposited. 

Here Apollo had the mod celebrated and richell Tem- 
ple in Greece;' for all Nations vied with one another in 
{ending extraordinary Prefents thither. Crafus, the rich 
King of Lydj*, gave a thoufand Ingots of Gold to m* ke 
an Altar there ; and Pbalaris, the Tyrant of Agri^enium f 
made a Prefent of a Brazen Bull, which waj> a Maiter- 
Piece of Art, and a.Teftimony of his Piety. The An- 
fwers which Apollo gave here were fuppofed to be re- 
ceived by him from Jupiter ; they were delivered by a 
Virgin called Pytbia or fbcebut, who was placed upon a 
Veffel or Stool with three Feet, called alfo Cortina, from 
the Skin, of Pytbott, with winch it was covered. Opi- 

E 2 nions 
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nions differ as to the Manner how this Woman under- 
flood the Minds of the Gods. Tully fuppofes that fome 
Vapours exhaled out of the Earth, and affected her Brain, 
and raifed in it a Power of Divinity. Neptune, according 
to fome Authors, was pofleft of Delphos, 2^6. Apollo gave 
-Anfwers in Calabria, till a mutual Exchange was agreed' 
on between them. 

Apollo was worfhipped with great Veneration by the 
Fali/ci, in a Mountain called Sbraele, where his Priefts 
were of that San&ity and Purity of Life, that they could 
walk upon burning Coals without being hurt by them. 

The Romans built him many Temples ; but Auguftus, 
after the Victory of Actium, which he obtained over An- 
tcny and Cleopatra Queen of Egypt, out of Gratitude^ to 
this Deity that he hadaddrefled himfelf to in the Begin- 
ning of the Fight, firft built him a Chapel upon thcPro- 
raontary of Aelium , and renewed the folemn Games to 
him ; and then raifed him a Temple upon the Mount 
Palatine in Rome, whofe Structure and Magnificence were 
almoft incredible. It was of all Marble from Claros y with 
divers Materials both within and without, which were 
more eoftly : There was a fpacious Portico for the hold- 
ing a Libruiy of Greek and Latin Authors ; in the Place 
before the Temple were four Cows oif Brafs, reprefent- 
ing the Daughters of Prtetus King of Argus, who were 
changed into that Shape for contending with Juno for 
Beauty, done by the Hand of Mj ron ; the Gates were 
of Ivory, v enriched with much Carving ; in the Frontif- 
piece was the Chariot of the Sun of mafly Gold, with 
Rays of as various Light as the true ones: And within 
- befides admirable Painting, there was the Statue of the 
God by the Hand of Sccpas, with another Giant-like Fi- 
■ gure in Brafs being fifty Feet high. In fhort, there was 
every Th'ng that became the Gratitude of fuch an Em- 
peror to fuch a Deity. 

Apollo, as the other Gods, had a great many Titles 

from various Caufes: He was called Phoebus* from the 

Splendor of his Light ; and Dtlius, from making hidden 

1 Things 
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Things manifejl, or elfefrom the Place qf his Birth; and 
Cyntbiiu; from a Mountain in the feme 1 (land ; he had 
the Name of Paon, from ftriking the Serpent with his 
Darts, his Mother and the Spectators all the while cry- 
ing, Io Paan, Strike P<ean, which they afterwards con- 
tinued in the Songs of Triumph for this Victory, and all 
others after great Succefs. As he is the Sun, he is like- 
wife called Paatiy from (Iriking the Earth with his Rays. 
The Places where he was worfhipped were many; 
from all or molt of which he was denominated; as Cryft 
Tiriedos, Cjlla, Cyrra, and Claros, a City in the Region 
of Colophon; He was called Abaut, from a City in Ly- 
Aia : He was worfhipped likewife at Miletus, and amongft 
the Morons ans. 

- For the Conveniency of himfelf and his Priefts he de- 
livered Oracles at Delos during Six Months of tht Sum- 
mer Seafon, and at Patera in Lycia during the whole half 
Year; and upon the Removals of the God, there were 
great Solemnities. 

He was called Nomius and Agr^us^ from feeding of 
Cattle; Pu&es, becaufe at Cuffs he killed one Phorbus, a 
cruel Robber, that hindered the Accefs to his Temple. 
He was called Delphinium becaufe when Caftalius* a Cr$* 
ta/t, carried Men into feveral Colonies, Apollo guided 
him in the Shape of a Dolphin. 

The Tyrians being befieged by Alexander* had bound 
the Image of Apollo with Chains of Gold ; upon the 
Conqueft of the City, the Chains were taken away, and 
the God was releafed, whereupon he was called 4 Apollo 
Pbilaxandrus, the Friend of Alexander. 

The Sacrifices he moil delighted in were Lambs, Bulls, 
and Oxen, but there were feveral other Things that 
were confecratecHo him.; the Cyprefs Tree came to be 
fo upon this Occa/ion. Apollo was very much pleafed 
with the Forwardnefs of a Lad, called Cyparifus, who 
when he had unfortunately killed a Deer that had been 
brought up with him, and that he therefore - loved ex- 
ceedingly, fell into fuch a Melancholy, that he incef- 
E 3 fantly. 
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fantly bewaileaVhe Lofs ; Apollo to retrieve him, changed 
him into aCyprefs Tree, and according to his Requeft, 
made him a conftant Companion of Mourning and Fu- 
nerals. 

The Cronv is facred to him from foretelling the Wea- 
ther, by* clear or hoarfe Voice, mewing the different 
Changes of it. The Swan is likewife endued with Di- 
vination, when forefeeing his Happinefs in Death, he 
dies with Singing and Pleafure. The Wolf is not unac- 
ceptable to him, not only becaufe he fpared his Flocks 
when he was a Shepherd, *but becaufe the Furioufnefs 
©f Heat is expreffed by him, and the Perfpicuity and 
Sharpnefs of his Eyes are fitteft to rcprefcnt the Fcrefght 
of Prophecy. It is remarkable, that moil of the Thing* 
A} olto delighted" in, depended upon the Sun, or bore 
fbme Refemblance to it ; the Palm and Olive Tree, under 
whole fhelterhe was born, always grow in warm Coun- 
tries, and their Fruit cannot be diftantfrom the Sun ; the 
Laurel Tree is of a hot Nature, always flouri(hihg,'and • 
conducing to Divination and Poetick Raptures, and the 
Leaves of it put under the Pillow, produce tiue Dreams; 
the Juniper, whofe tranches and Berries were ufed by 
the Scythians in their My fteries, is of an extraordinary 
Jiot Nature ; the Hawk has Eyes as fierce as the Sun ; tKte 
Cork foretels his rifing, and the Grajbcppers have their 
Rife and Subftftence from him ; and laftly, the Bull re. 
prefents him in his full heat and Fury. 

In aricient Times, the young Men that nourifhed long 
Hair, when they began to have Beards, ufed to depoftt 
their Locks as facred to Apollo in his Temple, and fo the 
Virgins did their Girdles to Diana. 

JpollovMs often fenfible of the Paffioti of Love, and 
transformed himfelf into various Shapes to accomplish 
his Amours, as into thofe of a Stag, a Hawk, and a 
Lion. 

He palTed fbme Time with fcnus in the Iflarid of 
Rhodes, arid during their Stay there\ it rafned Gold, arid 
tK Earth' was clothed with Lilier ix& Rofes, from whicJi 
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lad Flower the Ifland took its Name, or rather from the 
Nymph Rbodix y who was Iikewife beloved by him. He 
fecmed to delight in that Place more than- in any other 
Part of the Earth, becaafe there is no Day fo very dark 
or cloudy, but that the Sun appears to the Inhabitants ; 
the Rhodians dedicated to him a Cilotfus of Brafs of eight 
hundred Feet in Height, and of a proportionable Big* 
ne&, which was reputed one o f the Jenu* Wonder j of the 
World. 

He fell in Love with Daphne, who preferred a Youth 
called Leucippus before him .* 4pollo envying his Happi- 
uehy infpired him with the Thought of putting on the 
Habit of a Virgin, and fb accompanying with the 
Nymphs, they would have had him bathe with them in 
the River Ladon ; he obilinately refufed, and was there- 
upon difcovered by them, and (tabbed to the Heart with 
many Daggers ; Apollo afterwards purfued the Nymph, 
who to avoid him, f>y her Prayers to the Gods, was turned 
into a Laurel 

The Nyroph Bel/na<ho(e rather to throw herfelf into 
the Ocean, than upon his Importunities to lofe her Vir- 
ginity* upon which ApolU rendered her immortal ; he had 
the fame Paffion for Cmftalia ; but ihe vaniihed into a 
. Fountain, being enamoured with Leucotbee the Daughter 
*tf Qrcamui King of Babylon, he came into her Chamber 
in the Shape of her Mother Eurjnome ; her Sifter Clytie 
being jealous, acquainted her Father with it, who was fa 
enraged, that he ordered Leucotboe to be buried alive ; but 
Jpotto took Pity of her, and changed her into a Tree that 
drops Frankincenfe ; for this Fad he utterly deferted Cly* 
fie, who pined away with her Eyes continually looking 
wp to the Sun, till (he was turned into a Flower called the 
Heliotrope, that moves itfelf always on the Side he is of, 
to fee him. 

They who pretend to turn fuch Matters to true Hi- 
ftory tell us, that ApolU who was King of the Arcadians* 
who, for ruling too feverely, was depofed from tha< 
pignity ? and forced to live a private Life % whereupon 
he fled to Admetus King of Thejfaly, who gave him the 
E 4 Com- - 
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Command of the Country lying about the River Amphry- 
fus, and that he was no otherwife a Shepherd, than as 
Kings amongft the Ancients were faid to be the Shepherds 
ef their People, and in that State indeed, although he was 
his Friend, he was inferior to Admetul, 



CHAP. XVIII. 

Of the Offspring of Apollo: .ZEsculapius, 
Idmon, Linus, Orpheus, A&istjEus, 
Phaeton and Circi. 

TH E Offspring of Apollo, befides thofe fpoken of be- 
before, were famous for their Wit, Parts, Heat and 
Vigour, or elfe illuftrious for the feverai Arts in which 
their Father was excellent ; or remarkable for the Excefs 
of their Amours and Patfions. 

One of the moft Note was jE/culapius, the God of 
Phyfick, and Son of Apollo by the Nymph Coronis ,\ Her 
Father, King Phlegyat, not knowing that me had con- 
ceived, was carrying her with him into Peloponnefu*, 
when fhe was brought to Bed at the Confines of- the 
Ppidaurians in Sclavonic*, where fhe expofed the Infant 
upon a Mountain > which was afterwards called Titthius 
from non riming him ; for a fhe Goat came thither to • 
fuckle him, being attended by a Bitch, who is faid 
likewife to have given him Milk, and to have obferved 
whither fhe was goings the Shepherd miffing them* 
and fearching about the Pafturcs, found" them and the 
Child together ; there were firry Rays around the Head 
of the Boy, which made him think there was fome- 
thing divine in the Appearances, and divulge the fame 
ahout the whole Country; and thereupon the People 
came to this Heaven-born Infant, as thinking him the 
Sonof Apollo, to feek Relief for their Difeafes y his fird 
Cures were upon Afcks King of Epidauum, and Aune % 

Xing 
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King of Daunia that was troubled with a Sorenefs in his 
Eyes, Some fay Apolh killed his beloved Miftrefs, Cero~ 

* nis 9 out of Jealdufy, occafioned by the indifcreet Pratling 
of Cor<vut, or the Raven, upon which he changed his 
white Feathers mto black. 

Others relate "the Story thus j that Coronis being big. 
with Child, by Apollo, lay with Ifcbys the Son otJiiatus, 
upon which Diana flew her to revenge her Brother's 
Difgrace ; but as (he was upon the Funeral Pile, LUr- 
cury, or rather P has bus himfelf, preferved ^he Child out 

* of the Afhes, then gave him to one Trigo to be nurfed* 
and then delivered him to Chiron, of whom Mention has 
been made before, to be educated. There could be no 
Matter more proper for all Accomplifhments ; by hunt- 
ing with Diana in the Woods, he had not only learned 
that Art in Perfe&ion, but likewife the Nature of all 
Simples, and the Method of applying them $ he had (b 
light and exquifite a Hand in the Operations of Chirur- 
gery, that he obtained the Name of Chiron from it ; his 
Skill in Mufickand upon the Harp was {o great, that he 
could eafe and cure Difeafes by his Harmony ; and fuch 
was his Study of the Celeftial Bodies, that he knew what 
Influences each of them had to co-operate, either in the 
Deltru&ion or Prefervation of Mankind. 

uEfculapius by his Wife Epione had two Son?, Maxhaon, 
and Podalirius, who went to the Trojan War* he had 
likewife feveral Daughters by her, and amongft the Rilt 
were Hygi&a and J a/a ; his moll famous Temple was at 
Epidaurus, where his Image was of Gold and Ivory, made 
by Thrajfymedesthe Son of Arignctus r of thelfland of Paros, 
- fitting upon a Thrcne of the fame Mateiials; it was 
crowned with Rays, had a knotty Stick in one Hand, 
and with the other Arm leaned upon a Serpent, and had 
2 Dog lying at his Feet. Once every Eve Years in the 
Spring-time, the Epidajirians in ftkuted. ihlemn Games to 
Ikim, which were celebrated nine Days after the Ijihmian r 
ia the Grove, thai he was born in. - 

£ c- . He 
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He had feveral other famous Temples at Perg&muf* 
Smyrna and Cyene 9 in the Ifland of Coos, and zlTrica-'i 
in the Temple of Tetrapolis, a City of the Ionian; , there 
were conftantly a great Number of Perf ons labouring un- 
der various Difeafes, and the .Walls Were covered With, 
painted Tables, fhewihg the Maladies and Names of the 
Votaries, whp had been curfcd by his Affiftance ; and in- 
deed the fame Method was ufed in all his other Temples. 

Amongft tBe Phliafians he had a Statue without a. 
'Beard, otherwife he wis always defcribed with a very- 
long one ; he was attended by a Goat, Which was his 
Nurfe» or beca'ufe that Animal ufed to be facrific'ed t<y 
him, as being averfeto Health, and labouring uhder «. 
perpetual Fever ; the Dog and Cock were held facred to. 
him for their Vigilancy, a Thing principally requifite Vex 
a Phyfician ; the Raven was elleefned his Bird, for its 
Eyes and Forecaft, for he was fldlful in Divination, ds 
well as Medicine ;it being neceflary for a Phyfician ncJ* 
only to confider the former EAate of his Patient's Bodyv 
but toconfult the Prefervation of his Health for the fu- 
ture. TheKnottinefs of his Staff fhews the Intricacy cff 
Medicine ; and the Serpent twining about it, is an Em- 
blem of Wjfdom, and the Ufefurnefs of that Creature in. 
fondry Difeafes, or becaufe he ufed to transform himfelf 
into that Shape. . 

Cicero fays, that JEfculapius, and feveral other Peities* 
were taken into the Number of the Gods, fo* the Bene- 
fits they had bellowed upon Mankind ; for he diftin- 
guifhes the Gods into thofe who always inhabited the 
Heavens, and fuch as were called thither for their Me* 
rits, as Hercules, Liier, jBfculapius, Cojlor and Bollux v. 
and $»/>/»«/» 

J&fculapius is accounted one of the Gabirt\ or the Po- 
tent Godsi Hiftorians fay he was an Egyptian^ and reigned 
m Memphis, arid that he was born a thoufand Years before 
the JjLfculapiui of the Grecians. Cicero reckons feveral 
of that-'Name. The firft the Son of Apollo, who was wor- 
fr.ipped by, the Arcadians, and found out the Ufe of the* 

Probe 
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Probe and Bandage* far Wounds ; the feeond the Brother 
o{ Mercury 9 who was firuck with Thunder and buried 
-at Cynofwra ; the third the Son of Arjippm and Ar/inne* 
who found out the Art of Tooth -drawing and Pu ging, 
and was buried amougfl ^he Arcadians^ where he had z- 
Grove near the River Lufius. 

Authors can by no Means agree, that AEfculafiw was 
the fi rfl Inventor of Phyfick ; fome attribute ir to Pro- 
fMthwh ethers to Chirim'> others to P&on, together with 
his Sifter Erioft; they &y likewise, ) that Chiron was fa- 
mous for Chirorgery, that ApolU found the belt Reme- 
dies for the Eye- fight, and that JEfculapiusytiB excellent 
in that Part called CIimcia 9 which teaches' how to- vifi& 
and treat the Sick, when they are confined to their Beds. 

This is certain, that at firir,. when Men ttvj?d tempe- 
rately, and had fmall Variety of Diet, there were but few 
Sorts of Medicines ; fo that Plato remarks, that in the 
¥r*j*n War, the Sons ©f jEfculapius fuffered a Woman* 
to give their Patient EuripHus Meal and grated Cheefer 
nixed together, and Pramnian Wine, which were more 
likely to inflame his Wound, than any Ways to eafe it* 
s arfterwards BerodUm* a Mailer ofWreftling, being in an 
Jlf-ftate of Health, found out certain Rqles of living, and 
•a, Coarfe of Medicines which he delivered down to Pofte- 
*ity; Phyfick continued in this State till the PcloponnefiaK 
Wars, when Hippocrates compofed his Treaties from the 
4nfcriptions that he found in the feveral Temples of 
IjEfculapius. 

It was long before Phyfick or JBfculepfus came to 
Home ; but a Plague happening, and the Oracle being; 
-tottfuked, it was anCvered, that thty muft fetch the 
•Cod JBfculaphui from Mpidaurw ; whereupon they fen c 
**en Deputies, tfre Chief of which was Quintut Ogui- 
«r/ai, who arriving, at the City* went to pay their Adora- 
tion to the Deity, when a huge Serpent came out of a 
Vault, adjoining to the Image, and palling croGs the 
City w*nt directly to the Ship that waited for the He~ 
mam* and lay xlown in the CiH* o£ Qguwus ; they tVt

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Sail prefcntly, but making fome Stay at Antium 9 \ht Sdh 
pent crawled afhore and went into a neighbouring Tem>- 
ple dedicated to JBfculaphus ; some Days after it returned 
to the Ship, which fet Sail for the River Tiber* and com- 
ing over-againft Rome f the Serpent quitted the Ship, 
and retired into a little Iflahd,, where the Romans took. 
Care to build a Temple for it, and then immediately the 
Plague ceafed. 

Union was the Son of Apollo by Afterhi be went along 
with the Argonauts* being refpe&ed by them for his Skill 
in Sooth- faying ; but wandering farther than he fhould 
lave done upon the Shore, be was flain by a wild Boar. 

Linus was the Son of Terpfichore and Apollo 9 his Difci- 
ples v/ertTbamyris, Orpheus* and Hercules ; he wasflaia. 
by the latter for ridiculing him ; he was born at Thebes'^ 
and was a moil excellent Poet ; he wrote concerning the 
Origin of the World, when all Things, he fays,, fprang 
from the fame Beginning ; he wrote likewife concerning 
the Conrfes of the Sun and Moon, and the Generation 3t 
Animals. - ' - 

Orpheus was another Son of Apollo by CuiBope r and this 
Opinion has the bed Authority, though that of his being: 
the Son of Oeagrus and Calliope be as generally received s 
he was born in Thrace, lived near the Mountain Rbodope^ 
at the fame T*ime with Hercules , he was the fir ft that gave 
the Greeks an Infight into Aftrology, which, together 
with Divinity, Mufick -and Poetry ,. L he had learnt if* 
Egypt 3 he likewife tfrft fliewed them the Rites of /tec- 
thus, which from him were called Orphic*. 

He was a Perfon of a confummate Knowledge in the 
•niverfal Theology of thofe Times, and the wifeit, as well 
as mod diligent Scholar of Linus ; he found out Expiations 
for the greateft Crimes, and Rites to appeafe the Anger 
•f the molt provoked Deities ; nor was he leis flrilful is* 
the Cure of many Difeafes, 

He fays of himieif in his Book of Stones* that ire could 
teach Men to underftand what was meant by the Flight 
af Birds* and the different Sounds of their Yokes, fa far 

a& 
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as to difcoverwhaty^/V^r was pleated to notify by them ; 
that he could Hop the Courfe of flying Dragons, or over- 
come the Poifon of Serpents^ nay, that he could difcover 
the hidden Intentions of Men* Minds in feveral Particu- 
lars : No Wonder then, if by his Mufick, asis commonly 
reported, he could make Birds and Beafts leave their Prey* 
Forefts and Rocks move, rapid Torrents ft and ftill, and 
Storms ceafe, to become his Auditors. 

He wrote many Volumes of the mutual Generation 
of the Elements, of the Force of Love in natural Pro- 
ductions of the Giants Wars with Jupiter % of the Rape 
and Mourning for Proferpiat, of the Wandering of Ceres, 
the Labours of Hercules, the Ceremonies of the Id*i and 
Corjbantes, of Stones, of the myfterious An Avers of Ora- 
cles, of the Sacrifice of Venus and Minerva^ of the Mourn-r 
ing of the ^Egyptians for Ofyris> of their Luftrations, 
Auguries, Arufpices, Interpretation of Dreams, Signs* 
Prodigies and Expiations for the Dead: Infomuch that 
Many hare thought, that he and Amphion were two of the 
principal Magi aroongft the JEgyptians* 

He married a beautiful Wife called Eurydice ; Arifiau% 
was defperately in Love with her, and would have ra- 
vifhed her ; but fhe, to avoid him, flying through By- 
paths, was killed by the Sting of a Serpent : Orpheus 
was fo concerned at hi? Lofs, that he went down into 
Hell by the Way of Tanarus to recover her* and by hia 
Songs and Harp fo fur prized the Infernal Deities* that 
even the inexorable Pluto and Proferpine could not refrain 
from Tears, and at lad fuffered him to prevail upon thera 
fo far, that Eurydice fhould have Leave to return with. 
him to the other World, upon Condition that he fhould, 
not look back upon her, till (he came thither ; but he,. 
through ?he Impatience of Love, could not refrain, and 
£6 loft hen 

Whilft Orpheus was among!! the Shades , he fang the 
Praife of all the Gods but Ratcbus, which by Forgetful- 
nefs he omitted : To revenge this Affront, Bacchus infpi- 
jf€d ^sManade* his Priefteffes with fuch a. Fury, that they

the Inhabitants* who honoured him with the

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Title of Jupher Arift&us, arid Apollo Jgneits, and Nomi* 
kr, the God 6f Hufbandmen and Shepherds, though they 
were the Names alfo of his Father Apolk* 

Upon his bein£ the Occafion of the Death of Enri- 
dice, the Nymphs were fo enraged at him, that they killed 
ill the Bees . He took Advice df his Mother how to re- 
trieve fo gfeat a Lofs ; fhe fent him to Proteus, who bade 
kiih fafcrifice four BuHs t and as many Heifers, .to the 
Ghoft df Eutl'dkt ; which being done, there came forth 
Swarms tff Bees out of the Entrails of the Viftims. 

HeroHhUs fays of Jrtft<ens the Procohnefian, that when 
he was commQnly thought to be dead he appeared again 
$1 Cyzicwh ; that he difappfeared a fecbnd Time; and 
after three hundred and forty Years fliewed himfelf tp the 
Me'tapontines in Italy, and injoined them to ei e& a Statue 
lb him in the Temple near that of Apollo \ which Com- 
mand they complied with by- Advice of the Oracle. 

Phaethon was the Son or Apollo and the Nymph Cy- 
mene. Bpapbus the Son of Jupiter, was of equal Age. 
with him, and in the Heat of Blood boafted of the 
Grandeur of his Own Birth, but would not allow Pbae- 
fbon to be the Son of Pbtebus, preten4i»g that to be only 
a Device of his adulterous Mother;, the Youth could not 
bear this. Reproach, but by the Advice of Clymene went 
to the Pakce of the Sun, that he might bring from 
thence fome indubitable Marks of his Parentage; the 
tun received him with all the Endearments of a father,, 
and that he might be no longer difquieted upon that Oc- 
cafion, bid him requeft any Thing, and fwore by the 
Rjver Styx, that it fhould not be denied him ; the Youth 
prefently afked Leave to govern his Chariot for one Day : 
The Father's Surprize and Grief were inexprefiible; how* 
ever being obliged to fubmit to his Son's ObfHnacy and 
JUfiinefs, he put him into the Chariot, with all the mod 
ueceflary.and tender Precautions imaginable; but the 
Horfes not finding their ufual Conductor, took Head, 
and the Charioteer became dazled with thel^'ght above! 
and frighted with the Abyfs that he faw beneath him, and 
tetrified by the Scorpion., let go his Reins,, loft his Wa^ 

and 
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and had burnt one half of the World, and fro?e up the 
other, if Jupiter had not ftruck him with a Thunderbolt 
into the River Eridanus. 

His Sifters Pbaetbufa, Lampttit and Phoebe lamented 
his Death fo inceflantly upon the Banks of that -River* 
that by the Companion of the Gods, they were turned 
into black Poplar Trtes ; fo;that the Tears which now diftil 
from them, become Elefirum or Amber. Nor was Cycnus t 
King of L/g-«r/«, lefs grieved at the Lofs of Pbaetbon, he 
being (killed in Muftck, added that to his Complaints, 
and was changed into a Swan, and fo became a Bird 
confecrated to Apollo. 

It is agreed by the Mythologies, that Pbaethon was an 
Aftronomer, and fpent much Time in obferving the Courfe 
or Motion of the Sun, and the various influences of it ;. 
that he died young, before he could, bring his Obferva- 
tions to Perfection, and therefore was faid to be killed by 
Jupiter's Thunder, becaufe even the natural Death of a 
young Man feems to be violent. 

Circe was the Daughter of the Sum and Perfis, the 
Daughter of Oceanus ; fhe was the mofl fkilful of aH*Sor- 
cerefTes ; fhe was married to"a King of the Sarmat^^ 
whom fhe poifoned, as alfb feveral of her Subjects, to- 
' try the Efre&s of her Skill, and the Strength of her Poi- 
fons ; this caufed them to revolt, and drive her out a£ 
the Kingdom. 

She was carried by Sol in a Chariot to a Promontory 
o*i the Coaft of Tufcany* which was afterwards called trie 
Cape of Circe. ^Here fhe fell in Love whh'Glaucus the 
Sea God, but he defpifcd her; being amorous of Scylla>i 
Circe, impatient of fuch a Rival, turned her into a Sea 
Monfler, having poifoned the Waters fhe ufed to bathe 
in. Circe had no better Succefs with Pitus, King of the 
Latin, and Father of Faunus ; but for not complying, 
with her Love, fhe changed. him into a Bird called the^ 
WooSp&ker. . 

W hen Ulyffes was returning from Trey, his Navy was. 
call away u^on the Coaft, where his Men being fent to» 
view the Country, were* by a Drink*, which. Cine* gave. 

thim* 
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them, all tamed into Swine and other Beads : Vlyjfes 
himfelfwas kept from falling into this Misfortune by the 
Advice of Mercury, who had given him th*s Herb Moly 9 
to preferve him from her Charms, and at the fame Time 
adroonifhed him, that wheiv &e Struck him with her 
Wand, he mould draw his Sword, and threaten to kill 
. ber, tiH (he fwore by Styx, that fhe would entertain him 
as a Friend : Ulyffes followed this Advice exadtly, and fo 
Circe reftored his Companions to their former Shapes. 
Daring his Converfation with her, flie had two Sons by 
him, Agrius and Latinus, as like wife Telegonw, and two 
more, An/on and Cajepbon, This fofficiently ihews the 
Extravagance and Contradictions of the Poets, to make 
Jier have five Sons by Ulyffes, whereas he continued bat 
one Year with her. 

Circe made great Ufe of the Flelh of the Bird Mota- 
cilla, in her Enchantments, efpecially fuch as were to 
incite Love ; This Motacilla had been Daughter to Sua- 
dela r and thought to have enticed Jupiter by her Love* 
Potions to her Embraces 5 but Juno becoming apprehen- 
sive ,of the Defign, turned her into a Bird, which the 
Greeks called Jynx. 

Circe had a Sepulchre erected in one of the Iflanda* 
called Pbarmaeuf* near Sal amis. 

Medea and Pafiphae* Daughter* of the Sun, Phaedra, 
Byblhi and Caunus, are Inftance* amongft .the Poets of 
extravagant Luft, and the Heat of Paffioiu 
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chap/ XIX, 

0/ DiAttA, Hecate, Luna, rf.r they 'are 
reputed the fame y or different Deities. 

DI A N^i , is called Triformis and Tergetkin* :• ihe £5 
Z,*/ra in the Heaven, Diana upon Earth, and /ftv 
**/* in Hell : the Poets fay they had three Heads, one 
of a Horfe, another a Woman or wild Sow, and the third 
of a Dog ; others of a Bull, a Dog, and a Lion ; fome 
think her fo called from the three different Appearances 
of the Moon, when it increafes, is at the Full, or de> 
creafes. 

XJnder this Con fufion of theftr all fhree, it may not be 
improper to confider what Authors fay of them apart* 
Hill remembering that what is faid of each of the other 
two, is applied to that Piana, who was Daughter of 
JupUr and LatoHe. 

Add therefore firft of Lun** She was tSie Daughter 
of Hiferitn and Them ; but according to otkevt, ihe was 
UierDaughtet of the tun, arid not his Sifter ; that ihe was 
the Wife of the Air, and Mother to th«7>#w; that there 
was 11 Time when there was no jtf*#» ; the~ Arcadians had 
ft King naaied Frdfckrhts, the Sdn of Qfchhmenus, who 
was before her, and that fhe appeared a little Time be- 
fore Hercules encountred the Giants, 
t The Poets gave her a Party-coloured Garment to flie^c 
her various Afpe&s, but before ihe put it on, fhe waihed 
lierfelf in the Ocean. y 

A black Bull was facred to her, to ihew how black 
and horned ihe is after her Change ; her Brother has four 
Horfes, (helbut two, to denote the Sun's Motion to be 
fwifter than the Moons ; fome times ihe is covered with a 
Veil, in Imitation of her Eclipfes. 

T^he Egyptians held her to be both Male and Female, 
and therefore Luna and Lunus were worftupped by them; 
the Men facrificed to Venus, unaer the Name of Luna in 

♦ ^ Womens 
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Women s Habit, and Womf n in Mens ; this Venus Urania 
was firil wor (hipped by the Ajjyrians, then in Phoenicia 
and Cyprus, from whence the Ceremonies were brought 
into Greect, Italy ,~and the -reirrotelt Parts of Europe. The 
Inhabitants of Car an in Me/cpotamia thought that fuch as 
believed the Moon to be a Goddefs, would be Slaves to 
their Wives as long as they lived, but they who efteemed 
her to be a God would always be thiir Mailers ; Luna 
prefided over Ghild-bearing, becaufe it is the Moon that 
forms the Month, and regulates the Time of Womens 
Gravitation. 

She is thought to have Power in Enchantments, be- 
caufe wkh the other Planets, according to their feveral 
Difpofidons, fhe produces wonderful Effects; the Sor- 
cerers oiTbeffaly boafted thai they had Power to draw her 
to the Earth by their Magick, and People imagined that 
flic came hither, when by an Eclipfe fhe difappeared to 
their Eye- fight ; the Method ufed to recover her, was 
beating of Drums and brazen Inftruments, which Noife 
being louder than the Magicians Charms, might abate 
their Force upon her. 

Pan deceived her, by turning himfelf into a white 
Ram, and fhe had a Daughter by Jupiter named Erjh 9 
or the Dew. 

Her principal Favourite was Endimhn, the Son of 
JEthlius, and Grandfon of Jupiter, who took him up 
into Heaven*; there he attempted to violate theCbaftity 
of Juno ; whereupon Jupiter" caft him into a perpetual 
Sleep : Diana hid him from the Sight of Jupiter in a 
Cave of Latmos, a Mountain of Carta, where fhe had 
fifty Daughters by him, and amongft others a Son called 
JEtolus, from whom the Country of Hyatt this took the 
Name of jEtolht*, in Reality he was a ju-ft K»ingof Eih 9 
and a famous Aftronomer, -who ftiidird tfce Motions of 
the Moon* and therefore^ paffed the Nights in retired 
Places, to bbferve her with left Interruption 5 after, 
^vhich he obtained from Jupiter an eternal Reft from his 
Labours, and being taken away in the Night, and in a 
fieep $leep, was made King of the Lunar Orb \ fo fe- 
veral 
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veral of the Ancients imagined the Moon to be a round 
and bright Ifland hanging in the Air, and that it was in- 
habited by the Genii or Damons that came down to de- 
liver Oracles, or aflifl at Feftivals, and that Endymion 
was the King of it; fome likewife thought that the Eli- 
JtMn Fields were the upper Part of the Moon, and that the 
Part which looked. towards the Earth was called Profer- 
pina and Antifthon* 

Upon a Time Luna afked her Mother to make her a 
, Garment that would fit her ; the Mother faid it was im- 
poflible ; for fomefimes (he was plump and full, then flim 
and crooked as a Horn, and then with a great Bunch at 
her Back, fo that either me would be fo big as to burft 
her Cloaths, orfo thin as to flip out of them. 1 

Now as to what relates more particularly to He* 
cat** . 

She was the Daughter of Jupiter and Ceres, or Afte- 
rtax who expofed her in the common Road, where fhe 
was taken up by Shepherds, and brought up by them 
amongft the Phareans ; by others fhe is reputed the 
Daughter of Arijtaus Tartarus, Nox or Perfia ; fhe was 
reprefented with a dreadful Countenance, of a vaft 
Height, almoft half a Furlong ; her Feet were formed 
like. Serpents, inftead of Hair fhe had hiffing Snakes* and 
Vipers, which fell upon her Back, and around her 
Shoulders ; fhe was Queen of the Infernal Regions* 
Abundance of Dogs always followed her, and fhe was faid 
to devour them, oecaufe they were facrificed to her in 
Places where three JVays met ; fhe herfelf was fome- 
times reprefented in the Shape of a Bitch: The Images 
of this Goddefs ufed to be crowned with Boughs of Oak, 
and fhe was had in greateft -Honour among the People 
of JEgina and Bceotia. The Doors of Houfes were under 
her Safeguand, and therefore her Altars ftood before 
them, and fhe was called PropyLea. As fhe prefided over 
the Highways and Streets, fo they facrificed to her there, 
and the Athenians every New-Moon made a fumptuous 
Supper for her in the open Street, which was eaten in 

the 
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the Night by the poor People ; others fay, that the Table 
wa£ furnifhed with Lupines, Mallows, Leeks, and fuch 
Food, as made it become a Prove* b for a beggarly En- 
tertainment. For the former Reafons fhe was efleemed 
the Prote&refs of Vagabonds and Debtors. 

There are feveral Conjectures concerning the Name 
of Hecate, which is fuppofed to come from a Greek Word 
fignifying an Hundred, either becaufe a Hundred Vitlims 
at a Time ufed to be offered to her ; or elfe that by her 
Edicts, they who die, and are, not buried, wander an 
Hundred Years upon the Banks of Styx. 

She Was called Brimo, from the hideous Shrieks which 
ihe mad- 1 when Mars, Apollo, or Mercury meeting her in 
the Woods would have ravifhed her. 

She found-out the Ufe of Herbs, having fpent her . 
Time in the Forefts, where fhe ufed to hunt, and kill not . 
only Beafts but Men ; but the Search fhe made was 
chiefly after fuch Herbs as were pernicious, and efp'e- 
eially the Aconitutn or Wolfsbane ; with thofe fhe poifoned 
her Father Per/a, and got the Kingdom of Cholcos, then 
{he married Mea her Uncle, and had Circe by him, who 
delighted in Mifchief, who likewife poifoned her father, 
and Succeeded in his Dominions ; but her other Daughter 
Medea applied her Skill fhe had attained in Herbs, to 
the Ufe and Prefervation of Mankind ; but of thefe 
hereafter. ' 

Hecate likewife found out and prefided over Enchant- 
menu, fo that all they who exercised Magical Arts were 
ufed to call upon her ; the Ceremonies were performed 
at Midnight by a River Side, under a Tree called Lotus, 
by a Perfon in an azure-coloured Garment, who was to 
dig a deep 4 Hole in the Ground, and then cut the Throat 
of an Ewe-Lamb, and burn it on a Pile of Wocd over 
that Hole, all the while pouring out Honey, and calling 
upon Hecate, which being done, the Perfon was to go 
away, and not to look backwards, whatever Noife he 
jnight hear of trampling of Feet and howling of Dogs, 
left the whole fhould be fpoiled and come to nothing ; 
al l this being rightly finifhed, immediately Apparitions 

-- ' -called 
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called Htcptaa were feen, wfcich changed themfelves in* 
to various Shapes, according to the Force of Imagina- 
tion. 

The M thalogifts fay, that Hecate is the Order and 
Force of the Fates* who obtain from the Divine Power 
that Influence which they* have over human Bodies ; 
that the Operations of the Fates are hidden, but defcend 
by the Means and Interpofcian of the Stars, whereupon 
it is neceffary, that all inferior Things fubmit to the 
Cares, Calamities and Death, which the Pates bring up- 
on them, without any Poflibility of refitting the Divine 

wyi. ; 

N Hefeod gives $his glorious Account of Hecate, to ihew 
the Extent of her Power : that Jupiter had heaped Gifts 
and Honours upon her far above all the other Deities ; 
that (lie was (he Empire of the Earth and, Sea, and all 
Things which aie comprehended in* the Compafs of 
the Heavens ; that me is a Goddefc eafy to be in treated, 
kind and always ready to do good, bountiful of her 
Gold and Riches, which are wholly in her Power; that 
whatever fprings frpm Seed, either in Heaven or Earth, 
are fubject to J^er, and that Ihc governs the Fates of all 
Things. 

But to come to Diana. 

She was the. Sifter of Apollo, Daughter of Jupiter and 
L at on a : She is reprefented as tall in Stature, her Hair 
dilheveled, asljowin her Hand, and a Quiver of Arrovvs 
hanging frpiri her Shoulders, a Deer's Skin fattened to 
her Breaft, a Purple Gown. tucked up to her Knees with 
golden Buckles; her Drefs, though carelefs, yet handfome, % 
and her Behaviour free and eafy, but modeft and decent. 
Amongft the Trees the Pine is dedicated to her, and the 
Silver amongft Metals ; and therefore fome will have her 
Chariot to be jnade of it: Others make her Chariot of 
Gold, drawn by white Hinds, with Harnefs likewife of 
Gold. Sometimes (he is drawn by Mules, becaufe they 
are barren ; at other Times by two Horfes, the one black, 
the other white, to ftiew the Brightness of the Moon 
in the Full, and the Darknefs in the Wane. Amongft 
i the 
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tbe Eleans the Image .of Diana had Wings, with a Pan- 
ther in one Hand, and a Lion in the other. Sometimes 
fhe was described with a Bow and Arrows, and>a Half- 
Moon on her Forehead, accompanied with Dryades, ai.d 
the Nymphs of Hills, Woods, Seas and fountains. * 

She delighted much in Hunting, Bathing* Dancing, and 
Mujkk : Her Father Jupiter, upon her earned Requeft, 
gave her Leave to be a perpetual Virgin ; he bellowed on 
her Bows and Arrows, and appointed threefcore Nymphs, 
called Oceanin*, and twenty of the Aft*, to be her Com- 
panions, and to look after her Weapons, Dogs, and 
Bufkins. He made her Guardian of the Woods, Common 
Roads, and of all Ports atfd Harbours. 

The Ancients gave this Account how (he became the 
Goddefs of Hunting : There was a Nymph called Brito* 
mart is y who as foe was one Day a hunting, fell in a- 
mongft the Nets, and being herfelf intangled, as the 
wild Beaft was coming upon her, (he vowed a Temple 
to Diana, and fo was preserved: {he afterwards eredled 
it to her, and from the Nets gave her the Title of £>/V- 
tynna* Qthers«»fay, that Britomartis, the Daughter of 
Jupiter and Carme, was a great Favourite of Diana, be- 
caufe fhe delighted in hunting ; that being purfued by 
Minos herrLover, (he threw herfelf into the Sea, and 
falling into fome Fifhermens Ntts, her Body was taken 
up, and a plague followed in Crete, till a Temple was 
built to Diana Difiynna, who took Britomartis into the 
.N umber of the Gods. 

This 2)/<t«tf preftded over FUhermen, and all in gene- 
ral who ufed Nets for the taking of their Game, which 
they often do by Moon-Light. 

As Diana was hunting, fhe>y Chance fhot Chenchrius 
the Son of the Nymph Pyrene, who bewailed him fo 
much, and weptfdincefTantly, that me became a Foun- 
tain. - 

One of D,ia*a f $ great Offices was the ProteSion ofW§- 
menzt the Time of their Lying-in, when they invoked 
her by thg Name of Lucina. Sut of, this Lttcina it will 

be 
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be necefTary to be more particular. Lucina is faid to be 
the Daughter of Jupiter and Juno, and according to the 
Opinion of the Cretans* fhe was born in the Region of 
Gnoffus, near the River Amni/us :-the Pare* or Fates, 
gave her the Faculty of afliiting at the Produ&ion of 
Men, Animals and Plants. - Licius Delius, a moff ancient 
Poet, thought her to be one of the Parca called Pepro- 
tnenej and that /he was much ancienter than Saturn. She 
was ufed to be crowned with the Didamnus or Dittany* 
becaufe that Herb contributes to the Eafinefs of bringing 
forth- She was had in great Honour amongft the Egi- 
pen/es, where her Image held forth one Arm empty to 
receive" the new-born Infant, and a Torch in the other. 
The Eleans likewife had a great Veneration for her, be- 
caufe when they were going to fight with the Arcadians, 
a Woman appeared to them with a Child in her Arms, 
which (he advifed them, purfuant to a Dream fhe had 
that Night, to take with them into the Field as one of 
their Commanders; It was agreed, and at the flrftOnfet 
the Child, in the Sight of both Armies, was turned into 
a Serpent, which fo tenified the Arcadians that they 
fled immediately. The Eleans built a Temple in the 
Place where the Serpent went into the Earth, to the Ho- 
nour of the Boy, whom they called Sofipolis, and decreed 
folemn Honours to Lucina, who, as theyljelieved, was 
the Mother of him ; None came near his Image, but an 
old Prieitefs, with a thin Veil all over her. Lucina like- 
wife had an Image amongft the Her mi ones, which no one 
might fee but the Woman who performed the Cere- 
monies of the Sacrifices. 

She was very fevere upon thofe Perfons, againft whom 
fhe took any Difpleafure.: She deilroyed their Flocks 
with Difeafes, and their Corn with nipping Frofts ; old 
Perfons lolt their Children, and married vVomen fuffered 
Abortions : Of which, amonglt others, thefe are fignal 
Inftances. 

The Firji Fruits of all Things produced by the Earth 
were facred to her : QEneus> King of jfttolia, offered his 
Firft Fruits to all the othei Ruftick Deities, but neglected 

z her; 
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her ; upon which (he was fo enraged, that fhe revenged 
herfelf upon the whole Family: Firft, (he fent a huge 
wild Boar into the Fields of Caitdtn to deftroy themj 
Mehagtr, the Son of OEneus, with Tbeftus, and the reft 
of his Companions, undertook to encounter it ; but th« 
Virgin Atalanta gave the firft Wound, and then Meleager 
killed it, and prefented her with the Skin, at which ha 
Relations were difpleafed, and took it from her; upon 
which Indignity he flew them. His Mother Anbea, 
hearing that two of her Brothers were dead in that Man- 
ner, fought her Revenge like a mad Woman : 6be had 
a Billet, which when /he was brought to Bed of Meteager^ 
the Fates being in the Bed-chamber had thrown into .ne 
Fire, declaring that the new-born Infant fhcu'd live a* 
long a< that remained unconfumed ; the Mother fnatch- 
ed it out of the Fiie, quenched it, and laid it up ; n her. 
Clofet : 'Upon this fad Oc call on fhe produced it, and as 
fhe made that burn, fo Meleager, though ahfent, had a Firet 
in his Bowels, till at laft both of them were<confumed 
and perifhtd together. His Sifters went about la- 
menting him, till at laft they were turned into Hut 
Furfoys* 

Another Inftance was in Cbione, the Daughter of Da- 
d alien, who had lain with A folio and Mrwrj, and fo 
kid Twins at one Birth, Philemon a fkilful Luterjfl, 
and Autolicus a fubtle Thief and cunning Jugler, who 
could fo deceive his Spectators, as to make mem think 
Black to be White, and White to be Black : She was 
proud of her Infamy, and boafted that fhe had the Ho- 
nour of pleafing two Gods, and having two Children, 
which fhe preferred to the Chaftity of Diana, and at- 
tributed her Virgin Modefiy to her Want of Beauty ; but 
fhe foon found her due Chaftifcment, Diana's Arrow be- 
ing ftruck through her Tongue for her opprobrious Lan- 
guage 

Add-on, the Son of* Ariftaus and Autonoe Daughter 
of Cadmus, was a great Lover of Hunting; one Day, 
as lie was following his Sport, he happened to efpy Di- 
ana bathing herfelf with her Nymphs ; the Gbddefs. 
F was 
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was out of Countenance to be found in that Conditio*, 
and immediately throwing Water upon him, changed 
Kim into an Hart; upon which -his own Dogs mis- 
taking their Game, followed after him, and tore him ia 
Pieces. 

But the Adventure of the River Alpbens was of ano- 
^er Nature ; he fell defperately in Love with her, and 
*nen he had no Hopes of prevailing on- her to marry, 
him, had Recourfe to Force : She fled from his Purfuit 
till fhe came amongft the Letrini, where (he ufed to di« 
vert herfelf by Night with Dancing ; there with a Sort 
♦f dirty Fttcus me 5> difguifed herfelf and Nymphs, that 
Alpheus did not know them, but the deluded Lover de- 
parting, left them fufficient Subjed for their Laughter ; 
whereupon the Letrini dedicated a Temple to Diana Al-> 
pheia, 

Diana had many Names and Titles, not only from the 
Places where flie was worfhipped, but from other Rea« 
fons. 

* She was called Cynthia and Delia, from the Place of 
her Birth yjtcheara, from her delighting in Arrows ; 
her Name of Artemis denotes her Integrity, Modefty and 
Honour ; Virgins upon their Marriage ufed to call her 
Euclia, and bring her Offerings of Bafkets of Fruit to 
appeafe her ; (he was called Tyche, that is Fortune, ftoxa 
her Variablenefs ; tmdPhathe, from her Brother Pharhus, 
whence me borrows her Light ; the Arcadians called 
her Orrhofia ; the Thracians, Upis, after the. Na,me of 
her Father, who by fome was fuppofed to be Upis, the 
Hulbandof Glauce\ The Egyptians called her Bubafiis* 
becaufe, when fire fled from Typhosus into Egypt, fhe 
trarcformed herfelf into the Shape of a Cat ; the Title 
of Per (tea Was given her from being worfhipped amongft 
the Perjiansy who ufed to facrifice Bulls to her, and let 
others run wild op A n the Banks of Euphrates, with a 
Mark of a Lamp upon them, to fhew they were facred 
to her. ' 

The Ides of Auguft were kept as a Feftival to \ver> 
becaufe ihewas then fuppofed to leave ofi Hunting 5 every 

one 
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ete crowned his Hounds, and Torches were lighted up 
and down in the Forefts ; and upon this Occafion an Ox 9 
a Boar, and a white Hind were her proper Sacrifices. 

At Taurus, all the Greeks that were fhipwrecked upon 
that Coafi were facrificed to Diana the Virgin, or elfe 
thrown down front a Precipice. 

The Lacedemonians offered human Victims to Diana 
Ortbia, wnofe Statue was brought from Taurus by 0- 
reftes and Iphigenia. 

The Albanians upon the C a/pi an Sea ufed to. offer a 
Man to rhe Moon, who was their particular Goddefs ; a 
Boy and a Girl were flain to her amongft the Ac beans, by 
the Name-of Triclarfo* 

At Caftabula in Cilicia there was a Temple facred to 
Diana, where her Votaries walked upon burning Coals. 

Her moft magnificent Temple 'was at Epbejusi firft 
begun by the^AmazQns, and feated in a marfhy Ground ; 
i the great Defign was laid by Ctejipbon, that famous Ar- 
chitect ; it employed the Ingenuity of the greateft Ar- 
tifb in AJia for two hundred and twenty Years to endea- 
| vour to finifh it ; the Length was two hundred and twen- 
ty-five Feet, and the Breadth two hundred and twenty % 
there were an hundred twenty-feven Pillars, each of three- 
fcore Feet high, the Gifts of fo many Kings, who ftrove- 
to outvie one another ; they were fet forth with moft ex- 
quifite Workmanfhip and Carving, to make the Piety 
and Grandeur of the Donors appear by them ; the Paint- 
ing and Statues were equally wonderful ; upon the very 
Day that Alexander was born it was burnt by a profligata 
Fellow called Eroftratus, who did it that he might. get 
himfelf a Name, though it were for Villainy. The E~ 
pbefians were fo liberal upon this Occafion, -that even thp 
Women did not fpare their Ornaments, and fo rebuilt it 
with its former Magnificence ; Dinocrates, who built th* 
City of Alexandria, being the Architect. 
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CHAR XX. 

Of V U L C A N. 

THERE were feveral Vulcans among the Ancients; 
the firft the Son of Car/a* ; the fecond the Son of 
Nilus, and was named Opat ; the third oi Jupiter and 
^*f, who had his Smith's Forge in Lemnos ; the fourth 
the Son of M#nalius s who lived near &V/7y, in the Iflands 
called Vulcanite Injul&. 

The Vulcan here fpoken of, was thought by fome tq 
have been the Child of y*«$ alone, conceived by th* 
Help 6f the Wind, and the Strength of her. own Imagi- 
nation ; but the more common Opinion was, that he 
was the Son of Jupiter and Junei, and that for his De- 
formity Jupiter threw him dpwfc out of Heaven ; and 
that he had broke his Neck if the Lewniqns had not . 
caught him in their Arms as he was, tumbling -through 
the Air ; however, he became lame ever after, forjle- 
quital of their Kindnefs, he placed his Seat amongit the ' 
Lemnians, and taught them the manifold Ufe of Fire 
andiron. Another Opinion was* that y«*0herfelf, not 
being able to endure the Sight of him, threw hid* down 
into the Sea, where he was nurfed .by Thetis and her 
Nymphs ; though others make hijs Fall to be, upon . the 
Land, and that the Apes were his Nurfes ; VulcajiziStx*. 
war is not forgetful of this Injury, made a Golden 
Chair, which he prefented to his Mother, who no foonej^ 
fat down in it, but ftie was entangled by fecret Bands, 
flat without his Help fhe could have no Deliverance ; 
•others thought that Jupiter kicked him out. of Heaven 
for attempting to refcue. June out of his ftandfe .when., 
Hie had confpired again ft him, and that he was a whole 
Day in falling, 

Vulcan by the Egyptians was called Pthas, or Abtbas % 
and Hephaijlos by the Greeks, from his Brightnefs and 

Burning: 
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Burning ; the dufky and dark Lightning was afcribed to 
him, as the white to Minerva, and the red to Jupiter. 

Being famous for his Workmanfhrp in all Sorts of Me- 
tals, he had his moft noted Forges at Lemnos, Lipara, 
and Sicily ; there he made Bacchus a Crown to prefent 
to Ariadne, a Chariot for the Sun, and another for Mars, 
and the divine Armour of Achilles, described with fomuch 
Art by Homer, that the Figures on the Shield contain an 
ineftimable Treafure of Learning; at the Requeft of Ve- 
nus he made fuch Armour for her Son JEneas as rendered 
him invincible to all Encounters, and made his very 
Soul entertain a noble and warlike Difpofition ; upon hi* 
Buckler were defcribed all the glorious Deeds and Ad- 
ventures of his Succeflbrs, after a moll artificial, pro- 
phetical and inimitable Manner. 

As Lemnos was confecrated to Vulcan for the hot 
Force of the Earjth, which is of much Ufe in Phyfick r 
going by the Name of c /erra figillata, and Lemnia, fo> 
Sicifyr StrCngyle and Lipara, were efteemed his Habita- 

' tibns, becaufe thefe Iflands produce Alium, and there 
are a great many hot Baths and nery Eruptions in them. 
The internal Fires being flirred up into Flames by the 
fubtetraneous Winds, thefe and the adjacen tides were 
'thought' to be the Habitations of JEolus. The Jfle of 
Lipara, whofe ancient Name WZsMeIigunis t when a Co- 
lony ofCnidians was planted there, became very power- 
ful, and was the Head of a great Domintbn, extending 
its Conquers round about, dedicating- many Spoils to 
Apollo at Delphos, 

In thefe lilands Vulcan continually made Frefh Thun- 
derbolts for Jupitir by the Afliftance of the Cytlops, who 
were the Sons of Calus and Terra > the thiee moft fa- 
mous Workmen were Brontes, Steropes and Pyracmon, 

' though the Cyclops were a hundred in Number ; and 
therefore no Wonder if we find Argos at Work amongfl 
the principal of tfiem 5 they had each but one Eye, which 

\ Vas placed in the Middle of their Foreheads ; they lived 

upon fuch Herbs and Fruits as fprung out of the Earth 

without Labour* and had no fuch Thing as Laws tocon- 
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trod them y they built the ftrong Walls of the City 
Mycen*, as alfo thofe of Tyrinthe with rough Stones, the 
fmalleft being of more Weight than co.ni^l be drawn by 
two Yoke of Oxen. The moft ancient Story is, that as 
foon as the Cyclops were born, they were tftrown into 
Tartarus , blit that they were delivered by Jupittr, at the 
Interceffion of Tellus, who had foretold his Victory over 
Saturn, and that having flain Campe, that was, their 
Keeper, they came to enjoy the Light of the upper Re- 
gions, ^hereupon they made Pluto that Helmet which 
renders him invifible, and Neptune that Trident with 
which he fhakes the Earth, and rules the Seas ; and Ju- 
piter that Thunder which terrifies both Gods aad Mortals. 
The MythoIogHts fay, that the Cyclops are the Vapours, 
which by the Influence of the Heavens are drawn out of 
the Garth and Sea, and floating in the Air, engender the 
Lightning and the Thunder. 

Vulcan had two Wives, Aglaia, one of the Graces, 
and Venus t by whom he had no Children. But he had 
Ardalusy who made the Mu/es Grotto among the Tri- 
xetnians, and was the Inventor of the Pipe called Tibial 
Brotbeus, who being reproached for the Deformity of 
his Countenance, threw himfelf into the Fire, rather 
than he would endure it any longer ; JEthiops* who 
gave his.Name to the ^Ethiopians, who befoie that were 
called JEtbereans ; Oienus, from whom a City in Bceotia 
was To called ; JEg^ptus, from whence JEgypt ; as like- 
, wife Albion^ Mergion, Periphenus t Acus, and feveral 
others; -from his frequent Con greflfes with the Heroines 
and GoddefTes. - 

, He was Hkewife father to Cacus, the vileft of Mif- 
creants, who living worfe than a Bead, upon human 
"Flefh, in a difmal Cave, tormented all Italy with his 
'Murders' and Robberies, but was at laft flain by Herculej 
upon the Mount Aventine. He had another Son called 
Ccetulus, who likewife lived by. Plunder ; whilft his Mo* 
ther fat by the -Fire a Spark fell into her Lap, upon 
which flie grew big with Child ; others fay that the 
Shepherds found this Calculus unhurt in the Midil of the 

Fire, 
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Fire, as • foon as he was born, from whence he waft 
thought to be the Son of Vulcan : He was afterwards the 
Fbunder of the City Pranefte 

Eriftbonius was another raonftrous Son of Vulcan* or 
rather a. chymical one ; Vulcan having made Arms for 
the Gods in the Wars with the Giants* Jupiter* to gratify 
him, prom i fed to grant him any Requeft ; , he deiired 
that he might marry Minerva, which was granted, pro- 
vided he could gain her Confent, but he was. told before- 
hand that ike had vowed Virginity : As fhe came one 
Day to Vulcan, to in treat him to make her iome Ar- 
mour, he would have ravifhed her ; in the Struggle fell 
Eridbontus* whpfe Name comes from Contention and the 
Earth ; Minerva nourished him in her Thigh, hut after- 
wards gave him to Aglauros* Her/a and Pandrofus to: be 
educated, but with a Caution that they fhould xtot look 
. into the Coffer he was laid in, to fee what was there; - 
*The two eldeft could not obey the Advice, but through 
Curiofity muft be prying, and fo ran mad, and broke 
1 their Necks from an high Tower, or were killed by a 
Serpent that lay in the Coffer with EricJhonius. He firA 
found out the Ufe of Coaches to ride in, to hide the De- 
formity of his Legs, which were like Dragins- He was 
the fourth 'King of. At fans, and governed with great Jus- 
tice and Equity. •.. .-!•,,.*. 

It may not be improper here to annex another Story, 
that relates wholly to the Cbymifts, Vulcan made a Dog 
ofBrafs, which was very beautiful; this he afterwards 
gave Life to, and made a Prefent of it to Jupiter* who 

Eve it to Europa* fiie to Procris, who beftowecUt upon 
r Huiband Cephalus ; and this was the Dog which Ju- 
piter afterwards turned into a Stone. 

Vulcan had a common Altar with Prometheus* who was 
much the elder of^the two, and was efleemed to have 
been the Inventor of Fire, as Vulcan was of thofe Arta 
which depend upon it. 

Vulcan ww inoft expert in that Sort of Divination 

which was called Pyromancy* and was performed by. Fire % 

; F 4 as 
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as Nereut was the Inventor of Hydromancy, or that Divi- 
nation made fey Water* - 

He was reckoned amongft, the Gods preliding over 
Marriage, from the Torches lighted by him to grace 
Che Solemnity. 

It was a Cuftom in feyeral Nations, after the gaining 
ef a Viclory, to gather the Arms of the Enemy into an 
Heap, and make a Sacrifice of them to Vulcan, in the 
Field of Battle. 

At th% Foot of the Mountain JEtna was a Temple 
ere&ed, and a Grove planted to the Honour of Vulcan* 
where Dogs were kept, which would tear the Vicious in 
Pieces, if they offered to approach thither, but would: 
fawn upon fuchas were virtuous. 

He had Variety of Feftivals inftituted to him : In the 
Featts called Protervia, the Rrmam run about With lighted 
Torches : At the Vnlcania, living Creatures were throw* 
into the Fire tor be burnt to Death to his Honour ; the 
' moll proper Sacrifice to-him^vas a lion, to reprefent the 
Fiercenefs and Rage of Fire, The hampadopberia were 
Races performed to his-Honour, in which the Contend- 
ers were to carry their Torches lighted to the Goal, - o- 
thervvife to defift with Difgrace ; bttt if the Foliovrer 
could overtake the Leader, he* was by the Cuftom to de- 
liver him his lighted Torch to proceed- withal; whick. 
Allufion is not improperly applied to the Succeftion of 
life, which follows in the Generations of Mankind. 

The Egyptians painted Jupiter putting an Egg out bf 
his Mouth, and Vulcan proceeding out of it, to : reprefent 
the natural Heat diffWed by Jupiter \xito all Creatures* 
.•Vulcan- amongft the 'Hiilorians is ifcnrnd * to be > the i firft of 
the Egyptian Kinss that were wormipped as Gods ; he 
fead z tnoft ftately ami magnificent Temple ac Thebe* % 
b*ilt by King Menes, With a GoUjJus of him before it 
that was -feventy-ifive* Feet high. 'fhk&btznicians placed 
him amongft their Gods by the Name of Cry/or t and 
J^ave him a far greater Bxteflt of Powerthan that at- 
tributed -to him by the Grecians : Both Phoenicians and 
'Egyptians thought him the Inventor of Fire; and that 

i Thua- 
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^Thurderbolt falling upon a Tree, and fetting it on* 
fire, he brought more Wood to it, and fo continued the? 
Ufe of it araongft Mortals ; they attributed the Light- 
fling to him, as alfo fiery Eruptions. In (hort, they took 
Aim for the Patron of all Arts that required the LJfe of* 
Kire, and more peculiarly of foch as concerned the 
Working of MetaJt* 
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Of V-E »trs, and her Attendants, Hymb*

VENUS was the Geddeft of peauty, th* Author 
of Neatnefr, Finery, Delight and Chearfulnefs,. 
Ae was always accompanied by the Graces the Hours* an£ 
the Cupids, &nd her Train was held up hy Adonis her pe- 
culiar Favourite: He* Mantle was Purple powdered witfe 
Diamonds j. her Ivory Chariot was drawn by 8wa»t ancfc 
flying Cupids, fometimes by Swans and fcs many Doves, ov 
Sparrows ' r flie was crowned with Myrtle intermixed witjt. 
Rofis, that t06k their beautiful Colour fiom her fclood;. 
She often" wore a 'flaming Torch in her Bbfom, aifcli 
had a BcfW and Arr6w> tirig,ed with PJeaTure ancWtoeet- 
nefs. 4 ' 

Pbidiat made her Statue* of Ivory and Gold; wrth One- 
Foot upon a Tortoifi} Scophas made her riding uport a* 
He Goat: That of Praxiteles at Cnidos Was of white- 
Marble, half opening her Lips, and fmiling. She wa9 
painted by Apelles]x& coming out of; the Sea, and prcf* 
fing the Water out of her Hair : This Pidtture was a Ma~ 
fter-pi&e of Art, "»nd althoft irieftimable. 

That Venus, who was born of the Sea, aad the 'Foam 

el it*, was conceiyed in a great Shell, enriched with* 

I j Bead? 
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Pearls of its own Produ&ion \ in that fame Shell, amtd(£ 
a foft Froth, by the Affiftance of Zephyrus, fhe failed to 
the Ifland Cythera in the JEgean Sea, and from thence to 
Cprus, where ihe arrived in the Month of April, ajid as 
foon as her Feet touched the Ground, Flowers fprang up 
immediately from under them ; there ihe was received by 
the Uora, or the Hours, who immediately braided her 
Hair with Gold, and then carried her up into Heaven* 
As ihe was born laughing, fo Smiles and Pleafures beau* 
tlfied her Countenance* and made her acceptable to all 
the Deities, there being none of the Gods-but what de- 
fired her in Marriage ; yet it was Vulcan's Fortune, tho* 
ke was the moft tmfeemly and deformed, to obtain her 
by the Help of Jupiter, who advifed him to put Foppy 
into her Drink, and fo intoxicate her. < 

According to fully there were four of the Name ; 
the firft the Daughter of Cmlum ; the fecond ihe that 
;fprang from the. Foam of the Sea, and was Cupid* % Mo- 
ther ; the third the Daughter of Jupiter and Drone, who 
married Vulcan, and on whom Mars begat Anterps ; the, 
fourth was of Syria or Tyrus, called Aflarie, who was 
married to Adonis* It is very probable that the fxrft and 
fourth were the &me as the Venus of AJfyria, called U~ 
rania, or Caeleflis, or the Heavenly, whofe Worfhippafled 
from Babylon into Syrian The Temple of Venus Urania* 
at Afcalon in Phoenicia, was the moft ancient, for thofe 
m Cyprus and Cythera were built after that Model. Fa- 
phos, Amathus and Urania were Cities in the Me of Cy- 
prus, famous for her Worfhip j and as it is but^ihort. 
PaiTage from Phoenicia thither* and Venus being trank 
ported by Sea, ihe was not improperly faid to fpring from 
*the Foam of it* In her Temple at Faphos all Sorts or 
Yi&ims were allowed, if they were Mates \ but nothing 
was offered upon the Altar but pure Eire* which no Rain, 
could extinguifh, although it lay open to the Air. j and the. 
Goddefs was reprefented in the Form of a Globe, end- 
ing pyramidically. She was adored by the Arabians, as 
likewife by the Ferfians 9 who called her Mima. In the 
Worfhip of Venus Urania were no Effeminacies Or Inv 

Duxitiesji 
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purities ; but flie was reprefented in Armour, as guard- 
ed, and fier Prieftefles were Virgins. This fufficiently 
diftingnifhes her from the Pan demos, the Popular h, or 
common Venus, the Daughter of Jupiter and Drone, to 
whom may be attributed the Love of Corporeal Plea* 
Tuues ; whereas the other delighted in nothing but a 
pure and chafte Love of Knowledge and Virtue, whicb 
raife the Heart, and revive the. Ideas of Heavenly bea»- 
ties in our Souls. 

To the feveral Venus'* were feveral Sorts of Sacrifice*, 
'but inthofeof the Celeftial Venus no Wine was tried, 
as neither in jhofe of Mnomqfyne, the Mufes, Aurora, the 
Sun, Moon and Nymphs. Thefe were called Nepha/ia 
from their Sobriety, which was fo great, that the Wood 
of Figs, Vines and Mulberries might not be ufed in them* 
Tho* afterwards Honey and Wine were permitted to be 
offered to the Nymphs, by the Delphic Oracle, M Whiter 
Goat was a proper Sacrifice to Venus Pandemos, and » 
Heifer to the Celeftial Venus\ Nor was the Swine an to- 
grateful Offering, as feeming to revenge her* uporr that! 
Creature for the Death of Adonis. 

There is a noted Story of Venus 9 concerning the Judg- 
ment which Paris the Son of Priam gave hi her Favour. 
It happened that at the Marriage of Pelus to Thetis f the 
Gbddefs Dfcordia not being invited, threw ia^ a Golden* 
Jpple, on which' was written that it fhould be given to* 
the Faireft $ tlie three Pretenders to it were Jane, Pallas 
and Venus} and Jupiter made Pari s, who then kept Steep* 
upon the Mountain "lda r to be their Judge ; the iirnV 
would have bribed him with Empire, the fecond with, 
Wiftlom, but the third profered him the moil: beautiful- 
Woman in the World > the Youth chofe Beauty, and 
gave the Prize to Venus, who in Performance of her Pro~ 
mile obtained Helena for him r which- was the Occasion 
tf much War and Bloodied- 

Venus, as well as the other Gods, refentecTany Indig- 
nities that were offered to her,, and punilhed them with' 
Cftual Severity- 

The 
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ThePropmtides were Women that denied Vemu to be 
% Goddeft ; whereupon (be rendered them fo impudent, 
that they became Proftitutes ; fo that utterly deferring 
their Modefty, their very Shape and Countenance were 
hardened into Flints. 

Another Inftance was in Atdanta, the Daughter of 
King Scbanus, no led famous for .Beauty than her 
Swhtnef ; Ihe retired into the Woods of Manelus* a 
Mountain in Arcadia, becaufe the Oracle had told her 
that Marriage would :be fatal *o her ; but fhe was fol- 
lowed thither, by Crowds of -Lovers, to whom at la ft 
fte gave this Condition, that 4he would marry anyone 
that could out- run her ; but that the Vanquiihedmuft fu£- 
fcr fuch a Death as fhe would put him. to t Notwithftand- 
ing many fad Examples, Hipponenes refolded to under- 
Ufce the Enterprize,. for Vtnui had given him three gol- 
* den Apples, out of the Garden of the He/peridet^ and 
advifed him how to manage them : They began the Race ^ 
• tohen At al ant a had almoft overtook him, he threw 
down an Apple, whofe Beauty enticed her fo far, that 
fiie turned out of the Way to take it i he made Ufe of 
the fecond and Third in the fame Manner, and whikl iher 
was bufied in raking then* up, he reached the Goal, and 
had the Lady as the Prize of his Victory ; but Hip pome nes+ 
eager on (he Thoughts of Love, forgot to pay due j©f- 
fetings to his Benefa&refs : Whereupon Venm fo relented 
it, that Ihe inflamed them with fuch impatient Defires,. 
that they lay together in the Temple of CjM&, who; en- 
raged at the Profanation, turned them into Lion*. 

It is impoflible that the Goddefs of Love fhou 1 d not 
feel the Effects of that Paffion : There are therefore many 
Stories amoBgft the Poets relating to that Matter, 
. By Anchije$ (he had jEneas ; by Neptune or Mtfts (he 
had Eryx f who was ftrangled by Hertuhs* as they were 
wreilling together; Are had likewife a Daughter called 
hUligunti r According to fome Authors, (he was Mo- 
ther to Suadela, the Goddefs of Perfuafon. She and 
Mars were Parents to Timor and Pali or 9 that is Fear and 
r \ By Sol fhe had EJtJtrjtm. and five other Sons ; 
' hitf 
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bat Acre is no Mention made of any Offspring that fhe* 
had hy Vulcan. Shebad feveral others, of whom there 
will be Occafion to fpeak hereafter. 

At the. other Gods, fo Venus hud many Tit'es ; fhe 
was called Cyprra, Cytberia, Papfoa, from thofe Places \ 
Idalia and Jk idalia, from a Mountain in Cyprus, and a* 
Fountain in Bteotia % and Eryeina, from a Mountain in 
Sicily , where JEneas built a magnificent and famous 
Temple to her Honour vihe was called jirmaia, becaufe 
when the Spartan Woihen fallied out of their Town, 
which was befieged by the l&tfeniunt, and beat them j 
their Husbands, who were ignorant of it, went out to* 
fight, and met their Wives returning from the Purfuit ; 
the Men believing them to be Enemies, made themfelvea 
ready to encounter them, but found themfelves. agreeably 
deceived, and that they had gained an unexpected Con- 
queft. 

jfyaturht, or the Deceiver, was a Name given her 
from, thofe Kttle Fallacies that Love isfubjed to; as like- 
wife Melanijy from the Darknefe of the Night, whicl* 
favours the Intrigues of Lovers. 

There was a Temple at Rome dedicated to Venus Cahm, 
becaufe when the Gauls poflefled themfelves of that City r 
with the Womens Hair there were Ropes made for 
Engines. She had like wife a Temple by the Name of 
Verticvrdia, denoting the Power of Love to change the 
Hearts, and eafe the Minds of Men from all* Car.es that 
opprefs them; therefore when- there was any t)ifF<?rence 
between Hufband and Wife, they ufed to appear before 
her, and never failed of finding fome Means- for a Re- 
conciliation. 

There was a Venus at Rcme called Liiitina. in whofe 
Temple were # fold all Things neceffary for Burials. There 
was likewife a Venus Stputcbralis at Delphosy where by- 
Magic Spells they conjured up the Dead. Herodotu* 
mentions a People, called Androgini, who faid that the 
Art of Divining with aHafle Wand was taught them by 
Venuu 

• Whea. 
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When (he had the Title of Viarix, (he was represented 
leaning on a Shield, and carrying Vi8ory in her Right 
Hand, and a Sceptre in ber Left; fometime* with aa 
Head-piece of Steel in one Hand, and in the other the 
Apple which was adjudged to her by Paris. 

Some Authors fay that Venus was of both Sexes, and 
near J mat bus in Cyprus (he had a Statue with a Beard 
on. 

When Venus went to receive the, Apple from Paris t (he 
was attended by Hymenaus, the Loves and the Graces; it 
may not be improper therefore here to give an Acconnt 
of them, as like wife of the Hour*, una Adonis, all of 
them her infeperable Companions. 

Hymenaus, the God presiding over Marriage, and the 
Protector of Virgins, was the Son of Baechus and Venus 
Urania , born, in Attica, where he ufed to refcue Vir- 
gins carried away by Thieves, and re (lore them to their 
Parents. He was of a very fair Complexion, crowned 
with the Amaricus, or the Jhveet Marjoram, and fome- 
tknes with Rofes ; in one Hand he carried a Torch, in the 
other a Veil of a Flame Colour, to reprefent-theBlufhe* 
of a Virgin. Maids newly married offered Sacrifice to 
him, as they did alfo to the Goddefs Concordia. 

Cupid was a great God, and one of the.moft ancient 
Deities, who had no Parents; for after Chaos, Terra and 
Tartarus, arefe Cupid or Eros, the moil beautiful of all 
of them, grateful both to Gods and Men,, being their 
Comfort, and the Subduer of their fierce Minds an.d 
ftubborn Paffions. There is another Account, that Chaos* 
s\ox, Erebus and Tartarus were in being; but no Earth* 
Air, or Hea<ven ; when Nox, by the Help of a fpirituous 
Breath, produced an Egg ; which being hatched under 
her fable Feathers and Influence, brought forth the ami- • 
able Eros, who foared immediately with golden Wings 
throughout the whole Univerfe. 

Not to recount the feveral Parents of Cupid ;\% that 
Porus, the God of Ccunfil and Plenty, being drunk, 
begat him of Penia, the Goddefs of Pmetty ; or that he 
was the Son of Cetlu* and Terra*, or Zetbyrus and Flora ;, 
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it m fufficient, that the Cupid here fpokcn of always 
accompanies Venus, either as a Son, or a Servant. As 
there were two Venus**, (o there were two Cupids; the 
firft called Eros the Son of Jupiter and Venus, the En- 
coarager of a Celeflial Love* which imprints that Spirit 
in Nature itfelf, from whence arifes the Harmony of the 
Elements, and the Copulation of Animals : The other 
Cupid was named Jnteros, the Son of Venus and Mars, a 
vulgar Deity, whofe Followers are Drunkenoefs, Sorrow* 
and Contention : He is likewife the God who revenges 
flighted Love. They both of them are Boys naked,, 
winged, and blinded, armed with a Bow, Arrows^ and 
a Torch ; they have two Darts of different Natures, one 
Golden, which procures Love, the other Leaden, which 
caufes Hatred. 

Cupid is painted crowned with Rofes„ with a Rofe in 
one Hand, and a Dolphin in the other; fometimes (land- 
ing clofe by Fortune, fome times between Hercules and 
Mercury, to let us fee that Love is moft prevalent when 
it is attended on by Eloquence and Valour. 

The Graces or Charities, the conftant Attendants oiv 
Venus, are' three, named Jgtuia, Thalia, and Euphrofyne* 
or elfe Phrafitka, Euphrojyns, and JEgiale, the Daughters 
of Jupiter and Eurynome, or Euryncmea or Autonoe ; but 
others fay they were the Daughters of Venus and Liter. 
They were reprefen ted young, beautiful, and with fine 
Hair and fmiling Countenances ; they have Wings upon 
their Feet, and are naked ; if they are clothed, ft is with 
fine thin Stuff, and lcofe flowing Garments; they always 
hold one another by the Hand. This Picture, accord- 
ing to the Mythologies, (hews that Favours are always 
agreeable for their Noveky, and for the Difpatch in 
doing them ; that the Memory of them fhould alwaya 
lad frefh and Delightful, that they mould be without 
Difufe or Diffimu Jargon, but always free and uhcon- 
ftrained : They are to hold one another interchangeably 
by the Hands, becaufe among ft Friends there fhould be 
* perpetual Intercourse of Kindnef* and Affiftance. 

The 
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, The Laeedamontans knew bat two Graces, that fliey 
called Clitd and Pbaena. The Athenians like wife had: 
but two, who were Auro and Hegemo: According to* 
Homer, the youngeft of them, named Aglaia, was mar- 
ried to Vulcan, When Faitb x B nefty % and jujfice Jeft 
this lower World, the Graces likewife went up with then* 
to Heaven. 

Eteocle, the King of the Orcbomenians, was the t firfl 
that dedicated a Temple to them ; for they often , ufed 
to come intoiiis Country, to bathe in the Fountain Aci~ 
da'ius. 

Thefe Grates accompany the Mufes and Mercurj, as 
well as Venus $ for where Learning, Eloquence and Love- 
are conjoined, there will never be wanting true Joy,. 
Health and Contentment;* and where. Good- will, Con- 
cord, and Bounty meet, there Thalia with a flourifhingr 
Eltate, Aglaia with Splendor and Glory r and Euphrtfjnm 
with true J.oy and Comfort, will always be prefent. 

The flora were not only "Nnrfes to Venus, but the per- 
petual Companions of the Grates: they were three Si£ 
ters, Enomia, Did, and Eirene, the Daughters of Jupker 
and Themis ; they were born in the Spring, had chearfuB 
Countenances, and delighted m the beautiful Ornament* 
of the Meadows that came f8rth in that Seafon ; they 
trod foftly, and Went extremely ftow, and always brought 
fometbing new with them wherever they came: They 
kept the Gates of Heaven,* and could make fair or cloudy ' 
Weather, according to their own Pleafare; they were* 
Admirers of Induilry, and took Care of fuch as were di~ 
ligent and liudious. 

N Adonis was a beautiful young Shepherd, the Son ofi 
Cynaras King of Cjfrus, and his Daughter Myrrba f who> 
ufed to be much on the Mountain Libanus, whither 
Venus often defcended to meet hir: JAars envied this- 
Rival, and therefore turning himfelf into the Shape of a* - 
Wild- Boar \ one Day as Aaonis was hunting, ftruck him* 
into the Groin with his Tuflc and* killed him. As Ve- 
nus heard his tiying Voice, and haded to his Atfiltancej 
&£ pricked her Foot with & Thora,, and the Blood, fa)!- 
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ing upon the Rofe, turned it from a Lilly Colour to a 
Carnation ; the Goddefs laid his Body in loft Lettuce, and 
bewailed his Death after, an ufual Manner, and changeH 
h:s Blood, which was fhedon the Ground, into the Flower 
called the Anemone. Venus after this went herfelf into 
Hell, where foe obtained of Pro/erpine that Adonis might 
be with her fix Months in the Heavens, and that he 
fliouid remain the other fix Months in the infernal Re- 
gions. Adonis was worfhipped at Athens, where there 
were Feftivals called Adonia inPatuted to him ; as like- 
wife at Alexandria, where his Image ufed to be carried 
in great State about the City ; but fhegreateft Solemni- 
ty was in Syria* where one Day there were mighty La- > 
mentations made for the Lofs of him, and as much re* 
joicing the next, when it was pretended that Letters 
-came, importing that he. was alive, and taken up into 
Heaven. 

By Adonis, the MytHologiiis.mean the Sun, who do- 
ting the Signs of the Summer is with Venus ; that is* 
with the Earth we inhabit ; but during the other fix ta- 
in a Manaer abfent fro a) .us ; or elfe Corn is reprefented 
by Adtnis, which is hid fix Months under Ground, be- 
: fore the Time of Harvtft approaches. Adonis is faid to 
-be -killed by the. Mo**, that is, itbe Winter; when his 
j$ea£ns.are of no Force to, expel the Cold, which is fcbe 
Enemy of Adonii and Venus, that is, Beauty and Pro- 
acmtion. 

*But to return more particularly to Venus : Bacchus wfc* 
iier Armour-bearer, the Spring and Ztphytus were her 
Harbingers, the Rofe. and Myttle were facred to her, be- 
'<caufe they are extremely beautiful, and (he was crowned 
.with the Utter, .when &e gained her Victory over the 
-other ^wo God defies. 

Venus rendered Berenice im mortal \ me was a Queen 
of Egypt, Wife of Ptolomeus Euergetes, her own Brother, 
who vowed her Hair to Venus if her Hufband returned 
(afe from an Expedition he had made, into AJia. This 
Hair fhs confecrated, and laid up in the Temple of 
that Goddefs, who took it into Heaven,, and changed it 

into. 
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>nto feven Stars, that appear in the Form of a Triangle, art 
the Tail of the Li$n. 

Venus long before this Bad deified her Son JEneau by 
. purifying his Body, and anointing it with a Divine Per- 
fume, and dipping his Lips in Neffar and AtnbroJUu 
Thus he became a God, whom the Romans called lndigis, 
and dedicated Shrines, Altars and Feflivals to him. 

Venus is reckoned among the Gods that were favou- 
rable to Mariners ; fee was like wife called Hortenfir y be- 
caufe fhe looks after the Produ&ion of Seeds and Plants 
in Gardens. 

This Goddefs w&s numbred amongft the Deities pre- 
fiding over Marriages, who were Jupiter Adubus, Jun* 
Adult a, Venus Suadela, and Diana. Now becaufe 4 heir 
proper Offices were affigned to trcry God, when Venus 
was wounded by Diomtdes in the Trojan War, Jupiter 
reproves her very juftly for attempting to break in upon 
Man's Province, and tells her, Marriages were, the 
•Things fhe ought to be employed in ; as fhe was in this 
Station, Jupiter gave her a Girdle, called Ceftus % of v*- 
, rioua Colours, being compofed of good Nature,, fweet 
Temper, foft.ExprefEons, Perfuafions, Delight, little 
Intrigues, intermixed- with 'Loves and Graces. She i* 
thought by the Poets to be of fo'eafy a Difpofition, that 
fhe could forgive the Perjuries of Lovers that havefwom 
•by her Deity. 

The Power of Venus was thought to be univerfel ; and 
there is none of the Gods, not Jupiter him felf excepted, - 
but what has been forced to fabmit to her Commands; 
the Heaven and all the Elements were produced by her, 
and therefore mull obey her; that the vaft Weight of 
the World, and the Contexture of the Univerfe, were 
fupported by her, to whom even the Fates themfelves 
became fubftrvi$nt« 



CHAP. 
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CHAP. XXII. 

Of Hebe ***</ Ganimedb^ 

HEBE, according to Homer, was the Daughter of 
Juriter and 7»**; bat her Birth is other wife 
related by the Generality of Authors. "Juno being invited 
by Apollo to an Entertainment in* the Palace of Jupiter* 
among ft other Things, fhe was mod pleafed with fome 
Wild Lettuces that were fet before her, of which (be eat 
heartily, and by that Means, though before fhe was bar- 
ren, (he inftantly conceived, and afterwards brought forth 
a Daughter called HeSe. Jupiter was fo extremely de- 
. lighted with the Child for her Beauty, that he made her 
the Goddefs of Youth, and gave her the Office of being 
his Cap-bearer, in which Office fhe always appeared with 
a Garland of various Flowers ; but it fo happened that 
as Jupiter was feafting amongft the Ethiopians, Htb$ 
chanced to flip and get a Fall, which gave Occafion to 
fome of the Guefts there prefent to fmile. Jupiter could 
not endure the lead Thought of Indecency, and therefore 
refolved to difplace her. 

At that Time Tros, who was the King of the Trojans, 
had three Sons, llus, djfaracus and Ganimedt; the latter, 
as Xenopbon tells us, was a young Man of Abundance of 
Difcretion, Prudence and Counfel, not without an exter- 
nal Beauty agreeable to his inward Virtues ; he was there* 
fore by the Gods thought worthy of becoming their 
Companion. Jupiter took their Advice, and fent his faith- 
ful Minifter the Eagle, who found him juft leaving, hit 
Flock of Sheep, and going to hunt in the Mountain Ida, 
and brought him unhurt by his Talons into the Celeftial 
Regions, whefe being placed amongft the Stars, and 
turned into the Sign Aquarius, he attends upon Jupiter 
' at his Banquets with flowing Cups of Nefiar. 

Afterwards when Hercules, having performed all his 
Labours, was takn up into Heaven, by the Confent of 

Jupiter 
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Jupiter, Hrbe was married to him with great Solemnity ; 
the Athenian therefore con fecrated a common Altar to 
both of them : She was had in the greatest Honour 
among thtSieyonians^ where (he had a famous Temple 
built to her by the Name of Dia ; (he had like wife a 
Temple at Corinth, which was a Sandluary for all: Fugi- 
tives. Hebe had a Son by Hercules called Anicefus, and a 
Daughter named Alepciare. 

Some Mythologies fey, that the Gods are fo delighted 
with the Wifdom and Innocence that they find in the 
Souls of fome Perfons, that they are deArous of taking 
intra into Heaven, for their more immediate Service as 
approaching nearelt to their Nature ; and that the young, 
Prince Ganimede being taken away or killed by ¥anto!u* 9 
for which his Brother Ilus made War with him after- 
wa»ds, or elfe being unfortunavely miffing as he was hunt* 
ing ; for the Confolation of his Kindred, ir. was not im« 
properly faid that he was taken up into Heaven. 

Others apply the Story to a Phyfical Interpretation ; 
Htbe is the Daughter of Jun§> becatife by fhe happy 
Temperature of the Air, *all Sorts of Trees and Herbs 
produce their Buds and Flowers, and eonfequently ap« 
pear in You tb and Beauty ; -but when Hebe flips, that, is, 
when the Flowers fade, and the Leaves drop, then it is 
luting fee &ofcld hereto v^tL Ganimede therefore.-wbich 
is the Winter, then takes Place, and is not without his 
peoilkr^Ufe andAgretablenefs ; flnce without the pru- 
dent Provision that he makes in the Bowels of the 
Earth, the^SpHng might in Vain be e*pc£ed. Now the: 
Winter being attended with frequent Rains, it is not 
improper that Ganintede : fkould be thought to be turned 
fato the Sign Aquarius. 



CHAR 
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CHAP. XXIII. 

• Of MfeRCURY. 

MERC URfU defcrtbed as a fair l>eardlefs young 
Man, with yellow Hair, quick aqd lively Eyes, 
and a chcarfol Countenance, having Wings fixed to his 
Hat and Shoes, which had the proper Names of Petqfia 
and TaJaria. The C a duct us or Rod that he held in his 
Hand was winged, and bound about with two Serpents, 
one Male, the other Female; his Face is painted fome- 
times half black and half bright, becaufe he converfes 
as well with the Infernal as the Celeftial Deities ; he has 
often a Purfe in his Hand, and a Goat or Cock (landing 
by him: The Egyptians ufed to represent lum with the 
Head of a Dog, there being nothing more fagacious 
than that Creature. 

There were feyeral Mercuries amongft the Ancients, 
but all their Actions were attributed ;o him that was 
the Son of Jupiter and Maia % the Daughter of Atlas ; 
. be was born upon, the Top of the Mountain Cyllene in 
Arcadia* and was brought up there, where he had after- 
wards a magnificent Temple built to his Honour. 
J*** gave him Suck in his Infancy; but as he took 
the Breaft too greedily, forae of it fell upon the Hea- 
vens, and made that Stream which is called the Milky 
Way. * 

He was no. (boner born but bufy ; his Birth happened 
in the Morniog, he made a Harp and could play upon 
it by Noon, and hadiloten Apollo' % Cattle before it was 
Night; being taken in$o> Vulcan's Arms, he robbed him 
of his working Tools; and the fame Day having over- 
come Cupid with wre filing, and Venus making much of 
him after his Victory, he ftole her Ceflus, as he had done 
Jupiter's S4spjtre,.An$ would have done the fame by his 
Tbuodtr, but^ that it was too hot for him* Whilft he 
was dealing Apolk'% Catde» no. one faw him but a Shep- 
% herd 
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herd called Bait us, to whom he gave a Co<w not to dif- 
cover him ; afterwards changing his Shape, to try his Fi- 
delity he propofed a much greater Reward, if he would 
tell him the Place whither, they were driven: Bait us 
yielded to the Temptation, upon which Mercury difco- 
vering himfelf, changed him into the Index or Touch' 
Jfone. 

Mercury was the mod vigilant of the'Gods, the Mul- 
titude of his Offices and Buiinefs not fuffering him to 
take any Reft, even in the Night-time. , 

Mercury ufed to prepare all Things fitting for the Re- 
ception and Banquet of Jupiter; and before Ganirnede 
was taken into Heaven, he had the Place of his Cup- 
bearer. 

He ufed to carry alt the Commands of Jttpiter> and 
from thence was commonly called the Mejfenger of the 
Gods, and as fuch he prefided over Cro/s Ways and High 
Roads, where the Grecians and Romans ufed to place their 
Hermae, or Statues of Mercury, Thefe Herma were com- 
monly of Marble* fometimes of Bra/s, without either 
Arms or Feet, the Whole from the Head downwards 
being of afquare Figure; the Hermathena were Statues 
of the fame Figure but the Head reprefented Mercury 
and Miner w a both together, becaufe Learning feems an - 
unprofitable Treafure without Eloquence. 
• Mercury is invoked amongft the terreftrial Gods, to- 
gether with Tel! us and Pluto, Some thought he had 
three Heads, from his Power in Heaven, Sea, and Earth, 
or becaufe he had three Daughters. by Hecate: It was 
his- Office to attend upon dying Men, to unloofe their 
Souls from their Bodies, and conduct them to the In- 
fernal Regions ; and when Souls had com pie a ted their 
full Time in the Elyfian Fields, he brought tnem to Life 
again, and placed them in new Bodies. 

He was the Inventor of Weights, Meafures, and Con* 
fraQsy and the whole Art of buying* Jelling and barter- 
ing, being himfelf the God of Markets, Merchandize and 
Gain, whether lawful or unlawful, expected or unex- 
pected, as proceeding either from Chance or Induftry* 

At 
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At Rome therefore dpon the fifteenth of May, the 
Month fo called from his Mother, the Merchants kept 
a Beaft to Mercury, when they facrificfd a Sow to him, 
f^rinkled themfelves with Water out of his Fountain, and, 
prayed that he would profper their Trade, and forgive 
their Cheating. He was called Agoraius from the Mar- 
kets, and Dolhu from the Deceit and Treachery often 
ufed in- Merchandizing. 

The Invention of the Art of Thieving was attributed 
to Mercury ; and the Ancients ufed to paint him upon 
their Doors, that he being the God of Thieves, might 
keep out others. 

He was a God much adored by the Shepherds, who 
thought he could preferve them from Thieves, or at lead 
help them to increafe their Flocks, by dealing from other 
People. 

Mercury was the God of Rhetoricians and Orators ; 
being himfelf the Inventor of Letters, and excellent in 
the Art of Speaking, fo that the Ancients feigned he was 
fixed to the Ears of Men by golden Chains, and fo could 
lead them whither he p leafed: This made him molt 
proper and (kilful in making Truces, Peace, and Leagues ; 
nor did he do this good Office only amongft Men, but 
he was the Arbitrator of Peace and War between {he 
Gods, when any Differences happened amongft them. 
The Caduceus of Mercury was thought to contribute 
much to Peace ; the Feciales were efteemed the Heralds 
that declared Wars, and the Caduceatores were they that 
ended them. 

Mercury, together with Hercules, prefided over the Art 
of lVreftling, and all thofe Arts which exercife the Sody ; 
for it was thought moil proper that Strength and Pru- 
dence mould be joined together, and fo contribute to One 
another's mutual Afliftance. 

Dreams , were thought to be confecrajed to Mercury, 
and that he could belt interpret them. 

His Skill in MuGck was very great ; he fir ft found oat 
the three Tones, the Trehfe, Ba/s t Mian or Tenor ; he 

gave 
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gave his Harp to AppU** who in Requital presented Mm 
with the Cadueeus. 

He firlt o^fcrVed the Coarfe of the Stars and Planers, 
*and reduced the Days and Years into a certain Order ; 
he taught the Tbeban Priefts that Aftrology, Philofophy 
and Theology* of which they were' fuch excellent .Ma- 
ilers; for he was thought to have been the fame with 
Hermes Trifmegiftus who was the firft that laid the 
Foundation of Knowledge araongft the Egyptians* in- 
ftruding them in the Caufes of natural Prbdu&ioas, and 
the facred Rites of their Religion. 

He was Yeckoned the fourth of the Samotbracian Gods 
in the My ft erics of the Cabiri> by the Name of Co/mil- 
Jus ; wherever he came, by the " Harmony of his Voice* 
the Eloquence of his Speech, his graceful Mien and des- 
cent Behaviour, he perfuaded Mankind to a regular* di£ 
erect, and moral Way of living, 

He had feveral Children, as Pan, the Lares* Ddopr*, 
EcbioHy Caicus, who gave his Name to a River in Myfia % 
Erix, Bun us fbaris % and . many others, but one .of the 
molt remarkable was Hermapbroditus* who. was born to 
him by ft#*s;';he was a Youth very modeft and very 
beautiful ; at the fame Time Salmaeis was a Nympfc of the 
fame Woods, where he uied to divert himfelf with 
H anting;. She made feveral Advances towards htm, but 
Hill wasjrepulfed ; at lad lying hid by the Fountain, whe<e 
he bathed himfelf, (he leaped into the Watery and em- 
bracing him, begged of the Gods that both their. Bodies 
might be made one, which was granted : Hermapbrodi- 
tus was amazed to find this Change, but prayed that fome 
other Perform might be like him ; he obtained his Requeft ; 
for whofoever wafhed in that Fountain called Salmaeis t in 
the Country of Carta,, became an Hermapbrodsu, or 
Androgynus, that is, had both Sexes, being Male as , well 
as Female. % t -■ 

Upon imminent Dangers, Perfons that efcaped ufed 
to facr trice a Calf with Milk, and Honey to Mercury ; 
the Tongues of his Victims ufed \o be thrown into the 
Fire! to conclude the Ceremony, and this was a Cuftom 

that 
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that came from the Megnren/es; the Ct/Atftnd German* 
ufed-co appeafe kin with human Sacrifices. 



CHAP. XXIV. 

Qf Minerva. 

CICERO mentions five of that Name ; one the 
Mother of Jpelio, the fecond brought forth by tie 
ivV/*, and worftnpped in the City of Sat; the third was 
foe that came armed out of Jupiter'* Brain ; the fourth 
the Daughter of Jupiter and Cerypba % the Daughter of 
Oceanus* who invented Chariots with four Wheels; the 
fifth was the Daughter of Pallas, whom fhe kiled, be* 
caafe he would have ravimed her : She was deicribed 
with Wings to her Feet in the fame Manner as Mercury: 
The second was the moft ancient ; but (he that we in- 
tend to fpeak of is the third. The Phoenicia** had their 
Minerva, who was the Daughter of Saturn* and they 
attributed to her the Invention of Arts .and Arms ; the 
Lybktns thought her the Daughter of Neptune and the 
like Triton, though Jupiter afterwards adopted her for 
his Daughter: The Athenians were much devotdd to her 
Worihip, and (he had been adored amorigfothat People 
before Athens kfelf. was built by Qecrvp*: When they 
arrived at their Glory, they built a (lately Temple for 
her by the Name of Partbenis, or the Virgin, id which 
. theyfet up her Statue thirty-nine Feet high, made of 
. Gold and ivory by the Hands of Phidias. The Medians 
were the firft that offered her Sacrifices, becaofe (he. taught 
them Co call fuch huge Statues as they called Col*Jfus*s ; The 
Ramans were not without a famous Temple to her upon 
the Mount Avtntine. Her Feafls were called Minerva- 
Jia, or $>jtinquatria\ they were celebrated for five Days 
together in March i (he had fometimes her Altars ia 
G common 
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common with Vulcan* fotnctimes with Mercury \ her 
Sacrifice was a white Htiftr that had never been yoked. 

As to her Birth, when Jupiter faw that Juno was 
barren, through Grief he (truck his Forehead, and after 
three Months brought forth Minerva: Upon the Day (he 
was born it rained Gold in Rhodes, and this is looked up- 
on as a mighty Myflery by* xhe^Cfyntyti ; *%foon as ihe 
was born- me came into Lybia, the Country whofe; Heat 
{hews it to be the nearefl to Heaven ; thei«e ftiej iaw the 
Beauty of her own Countenance in the Waters ©f the 
Lake Triton, and from thence took her beloved Name of 
Vritonh. • '''• '..''''* \ • ii: '•' 

She refolded upon a perpetual Virginity, and therefore 
refuted the Courtmip of Vulcan* .'She depnved&irrfiaj 
of his Eye-fight, becaufe he faw her bathkg in the 
Fountain Hehcon ; bu€ hi* Mother Cbmiiky bycfaer 'Pe- 
titions, obtained tWthe Perf^cadiy of*nfe<Miutf might 
compenfate that Defeft, by having the Gift of Prophecy

Minerva reprefents Wifdom, that is, fidlful Knowledge 
joined with difcreet Practice, and comprehends the Un- 
demanding of the : nobfoft Arts, the belt Accompliih- 
nents'of the Mind, together with ail Virtues, but more 
efpecially that of. Chaflity. 

The Palladium Was a Statue of Pallas, which fefl 
down from Heaven, and was carefully preferred in 
Trey, it being thought that while that was fafe the City- 
could no be taken. Diomedts and Uljtf'i creeping 
-through fame fubterraneoos Paflage, Hole > it out of 
the Temple; but fome are of Opinion that this which 
they took was «ot the true one, but one Ji^e it, and 
"thfet. the> Other remained till JEneas bore it away with 
him; info It afy, anddepo&ted itatiavwww, from whence 
it wis carried to Rome, and placed in the Temple of 
Wefla* When .that Temple happened to be burnt, Jfr. 
ttlltu, a noble Roman* rofhed in among it the Flames, 
and brought forth this Palladium, but it was with the 
Loft of his $yes ; to recompenfe which the Romans gave 
him .a Privilege, which no<me ever had before, to come 
. in his Chariot to the Senate, that his Misfortune might 
>e iiutigated; by the Honour ^one to fo refoiutc and 
glotteus an A&ion. '

Some' fay that Prometheus advife4 
him to go to Atlas* and hold op the Heavens in his Head, 
whilft he went to fetch thcfe Apples. 

He met with many Encounters in this Expedition : 
He was challenged to a Angle Combat byCycnus, tho 
Son of Mars an 1 Cleebuliua, who defttoyed all the Stran- 
gers that came into Tbejaly, having piomifed to ereft a 
Temple to his Father with the Heads of them ; bnt Her- 
cules foon overcame his Adverfary, who was afterwardis 
changed into a Swan. Going into Libya* he met with 
Antaeus the Son of the Earth, of fo prodigious a Stature, 
that he was fixty-four Cubits high, and fo inhuman, 
that he forced all Strangers to wreftle with him, and 
fo ftrangled them : He challenged Hercules* who threw 
him thrice, and thought he had killed him ; but, upon 
his touching his Mother the Earth * he fttll rofe up 
Wronger; Hercules perceiving this, held (jim up in his 
Arms, till by Force, and Squeezing of hinv he made 
him expire. 

Going from thence into Egypt, he met Bufiris, the Son 
of Neptune and Lybis* who iacrificed all Strangers to his 
Father ; he lay in wait for Hercules* but was himfetf, * 
with his Son Amphiadamus* and Cbalbes, his Herak), 
made Sacrifices upon the fame Altar. As he went to- 
Thfibes through the Mountains of Libya, he flew ma,ny 
wild Creatures in thofe Defarts with his Arrows, Faf- 
fing over Arabia* he beheaded Emothion* the Son of 
Tithonnt* for being cruel and inhofpitahle to all Stran- 
gers ; afterwards going to Cauca/ut* and the Hyperborean 
Mountains, he freed Prometheus. In Calydon he wreft- 
led with Achekus* for the fair Deian ; ra f Daughter of 
King QEneus * Achelous changed himfelf into a Serpent, 
and then- into a Bull, but Hercules tore off one of 
his Horns ; and, to redeem it, Achelous gave him t)*e 
Horn of Amaltha, the Daughter of Harmodius* which 
he filled with all Manner of Fruits, and then confecrated 
it to Jupiter. 

Amongft other of the many AAions which he per- 
formed, he fybducd the Wand Gmr, and new Eofyfus 

the 
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The Kin£ and all his Sons, for havkfg given up tbem~ 
fel res to ail Manner oflnjaftLce: He then married the 
Princefs Cbalcbiope, by whom' he had a Son called Vhef- 
falus, who gave the Name to Tbejklia. He afterward* 
overcame Pywbmus, King of Eubaa, becaufe he sna4e 
an unjuft War upon the Bdtctian^ When Albion and 
Borgia, two Giants, would have "hindered his Jonmey tp> 
the Atlantick Mountains, in his Fight with, them; he 
happened to be in great Danger, for he bad (pent all fcir 
Arrows ; upon which he prayed to Jupiter, who fent a 
U Ijo we r of Stones, and overwhelmed them; from which 
there is a Place called the Stony Field, in the Province of 
Gallia Narbonenfis. " 

Hercules, after his Conqucfb in Iberia or Spain, made 
himfelf famous in the Country of the Celt*, or Gauls, 
\>y deftroying Robbers and OpprdTors, which he looked 
upon as to many wild Beafts and Monfters : His Army 
increaling mightily by the coming of many Soldiers* 
he built a large and populous City called AkAa, which 
he made a free City, and the Metropolis of the Country. 

He opened a Pafihge through the Alps into Italy, and 
came by the Ligurian and Tyrrhene Coaft to the Rive? 
9yter 9 from whence going to a little City called Pall*. 
?/«/», Tie was kindly entertained by two of the principal 
Citizens, Potitiut and Pinarius, to whom he foretold the 
G randear and Glory which that City would arrive to. 

Eurifibeus having received the Golden Apples, and find* 
irig nothing on Earth that was able to furmount the Vir- 
tue of Hercules t commanded him to go to the Infernal 
•Regions to bring from thence Pluto's Dog Cerberus, 
that had three Heads; and was in <evtty Part mtmilrow, 
Hercules having performed his Sacrifice* to the Gods, 
went down by a Cave in the Promontory of f*narasi 
and upon the Banks of Acheron found a white Poplar, of. 
which he made a Crown, and held the Tree facrod to 
himfelf ever afcer. Paffing that RiveV, he faw tfbtftus 
and Ptritbous fitting upon a Stone ; he refeafed Tie/juts, 
becauij; his coming there was involutrta/y ; but hit PU 
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titbous* becaafe his own Raflinefs, carried him t%it&ey. 
Then he flew Mencetius* who kept the infernal Oxen, 
becaufe he would have hindered him from taking . hoJd 
of Cerberus ; for when Menatiut began to ftruggle, Her* 
cules grafped him fo hard, that he broke all his, Bones to 
Pieces, Cerberus \ upon the Sight of Hercules, ran to 
Pluto* & Throne for Succour ; but Hercules being defend- 
ed by his BreafUPlate, and the Lion's Skin, laid hold on 
.him, though there would have been no Remedy if he 
had bit him, the Poifon had been fo fatal, -and brought 
him up bv the Way of Tramtne * upon his firft Sight of 
the. Dog he vomited up- the Plant Aconitum or Wolfsbane. 
The Dog was no fooner brought to Euriftheus* ^but he 
immediately commanded that he (hould be fuffered to go 
.down again into Hell. 

Befldes the Combats that Hercules had with the Giants 
in their War againft Jupiter* he flew feveral -others in 
many Places of the World, amongft whom were Euritus 
and Ct earns, the Sons of Neptune ; after which he erected 
Altars to the twelve Gods, Jupiter, Neptune,. Juno, /W- 
laSy Mercury* Apollo* the Graces* Bacchus* Diana* Al- 
fbeus* Saturn and Rhea. 

Hercules had a Multitude of Children by fdveral Wives, 
which it would be too tedious here to enumerate ; but 
-amongft all his Conquefts he fuffered himfelf to be in- 
fulted over by Omphale* 'Queen of Lydia* who made him 
•fpin amongft her Women, and would correct him. if he 
-did amifs* 

He afterwards married Deianira* and as he .was. going 
to pafs a River in JEtotia* that had been increafed by 
fome fudden Rains, the Centaur NeJJus proffered his Ser- 
vice to carry Deianira over it ; which Hercules accepting 
of, pafled over before them : Neffus on the other Bank 
was going to offer Violence to Deianira* upon which 
Hercules (hot him with one of his Arrows that had been 
infe&ed with the Blood of the Hydra ; ' but as he was 
dying, he gave her his Garment ftained with his Blood, 
telling her, that it was a fure Remedy againft any Rival. 

. After* 
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Aftefwafd^ when* Hercules had fubdued Qechalta, and 
taken /4/g fro® thence, and brought her to a Promon- 
tory in EubaSa, whilil he erected-an* Altar that he migta 
return a Sacrifice of Thanks to Japiter for his Vi&ofy, 
he fent Lycas to carry the News to Dei antra, and co tell 
her that he was coming to her: Deianirabcgm to mifV 
trult her Hufband's Fidelity, and therefore lent him the 
Coat that Nejus gave her, upon which he fell into fuch 
a burning Fever and raging Torments, that, not able to 
endure them, he flrft threw Lycas headlong into the 
River Tbermopolis, where he became a Rock, and then 
made a great Pile of burning Wood upon the Mountain 
^Etna, and caft himfelf into the Midft of it. Some fay 
Paas, that firft fetFire to the Pile, became Matter of his 
jirrdws. But the common Opinion was, that Philocleies 
got Pofleflion of them, becaufe he buried Hercules near 
the River Dyra. 

The unfortunate Dei antra difpatched herfelf with his 
Club, leaving only one daughter named Macaria : A- 
mongft his Sons were Jfer, who gave his Name to Afri* 
ca ; Lydws, who inhabited the Country of Lydia, which 
before was called M<*$nia ; he had Hy/us%y a Daughter 
of the River jEgeus, called Melita, who gave her Name 
to the liland of Malta, and a City in the fame : Scythes 
was born to him by a Woman that was half a Snake, and 

f;ave his Name to that vaft Tra& of Land called Sc tbia. 
t may be imagined how great the Number of Children 
mull be, when there were thirty Perfons that went by the 
.Name of Hercules, and the Offspring* as well us Actions 
of all of them were attributed to one, who confequentjy 
muft have different Titles to be found amongft the Poets. 

Hercules was the firft that madeUfe of Cold Baths, in., 
which he found an excellet Means to refrefh hma£8|E 
after his Labours. He was the firft that increnfed fmrtfijr 
C'ties, by bringing together a great Multitude of Men, 
and giving them (uch Laws as might keep them out of 
Confufidn, and that inftituted Publick Games, or Exer. 
cifes to encourage Strength, and create an Emulation in 
hi« Subje&s. 

Hr Z*ri£heus % 
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Euriflbeus, after the Death of Hercules, confidence 
the Injuries he had done to the Family, and being afraid 
left the Heraclida, or Offspring of Hercules, mould con- 
fpixe againft him, forced them by ill Ufage to fly to 
the Athenians, and then fent an Embaffy, demanding 
that they mould be delivered up to him, or elfe he would 
. snake Wiur upon Attica. lolaus, who was then dead, 
Hearing of it in the infernal Regions, was fo concerned 
at the Barbarity, that he got Leave of Pluto to revive 
again, and then coming into this World flew Euriftbeus : 
And then having done Juftice to the Sons of his Matter 
and Friend, willingly departed back to the infernal 
Shades. 

At'firft, the Sacrifices were celebrated to Hercules only 
as to a Heroe 5 Pbaftius coming into Sycionia, was the 
irft that reformed that Error, from which Time Lambs 
were offered to him, for keeping the Wolves from the 
Flocks. Being taken up into Heaven by his Father Ju- 
piter, he was married to Hebe, the Daughter of Jupiter, 
with great Solemnity ; he was efteemed by fome to have 
' been one of the twelve Gods of the Grecians, though 
Dicnyfus, Pan, and Hercules were thought to have been 
the latefl that came to their Knowledge. 

Amongft the Perfons that had the Name of Hercules, 
the mofl remarkable were the Hercules of Egypt, of 
Tyre and of Greece, of which laft there has been fo large 
a Mention. The Hercules of Egypt was '-one of the 
twelve principal Gods of that Country ; he fignaiized 
- himfelf in the Wars of the Giarits K and applied him- 
felf wholly to deliver Men from Oppreflion and In- 
juflice. -• • . 

He extended his Empire to the Eaftern, Countries, and 
fo had the Name of the Indian Hercules ; he afterwards 
went into Libya, where he put Antreus to Death, and 
raifed a Column in the utmoft Parts, of Africa ; from 
\ thence he pafled over into Spain, where he killed Geryon 
the Tyraot ; and from Spain he came into Italy, where 
ha itig&ed thirty Years ; Herodotus reports, that he was 

tfat 
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the laft of (he Egyptian Gods, and that he reigned twelve . 
handred Years. 

The Hercules of Tyre had a Temple built to him by 
King Hiram, and was worflripped ixTarteJJus in Spain* 
where Hercules** Pillars Hood, for that City was built by 
the Tyriamy and the Sacrifices there offered were after 
the Tyrlan Manner. He had a Dog, who running upon 
the Shore, and biting a Fijh, is faid to "have found out 
the purple Colour, which is made by the Blood of that 
Fi(h. 

Tully propbfes Hercules as the m oft perfect Model of 
Virtue, who expofed himfelf to all Kind of Dangers for 
the Good of Mankind ; for he went through the whole 
World, out of an eager Defire that he might-every where 
eftabliih Peace, Concord and Juftice. 



CHAP- XXIX. 

Of P A W. 

PA N is the God of Shepherds and Hunters 4 and pr#- 
fides over all Affairs that relate to a Country Life* 
he is more particularly the God of the Mountains) and 
the Flocks and Herds that wander upon them, are under 
his Wotedlion ; he is likewife adored by the Fijhermtn t 
efpecially thofe that live about the Promontories wafhed 
by the Sea. 

There is (carce any of the, Gods, to whom the Poets 
have given a greater Diverfity of Parents ; as that he wa» 
the Son of Caelum and Terra, of JEtbtr, of Jupiter by 
Hybris, or Oenis, or Celiflo ; and that he and his three Sif- 
ters, the Pare*, were born of Damogorgon ; that he wat 
the Son of Penelope and Ulyffes, or of Penelope and all her 
Lovers, or of Penshft and Mercury : This laft Opinio© 
H i ha» 
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has prevailed; for they fay, that whilft PeneUpe kept her 
Father's Flocks in the Mountain Taygetvs, Mercury (or 
Bacchus* as Luc inn will have it) fell in Love with het t 
and finding no other Way to obtain her, changed himfelf 
into the Shape of a very hand forae white Goat, and fo 
far prevailed, that (he brought him a Son called Pax, 
who had Horns upon his Head, and the Beard and Feet 
of a Goat. 

His Father Mercury wrapped the new-borp Infant in 
the Skin of a Goat, and fo called him into Heaven. He 
was no fooner there, "but he (hewed his Skill in Mufick, 
to the Wonder and Delight of all the Gods, and after- 
wards they made him their Me/Tenger, as well as his 
Father Mercury, He received Part of his Education from 
K>inoe y and other Nymphs of Arcadia* in the Mounta n 
Mttnalus ; nor when he grew up was he lefs forgetful 
cf that Favour 5 for he ufed conftantly to dance with 
them, and divert them with the Mufick of his Pipe, and 
wherever they went, to place him'eJf at their Head, as 
their Condu&or. ■ 

He is defcribed with a foiling ruddy Fa*cf f and two 
Horns, that reach as high as Heaven, and a Beard that 
covers all his Bread, with hairy Legs and Thighs, and 
the Nofe, Tail, and Feet of a Goat ; he is c loathed with 
a (potted* Skin, and' holds a SI cpherd's Crook in ono 
Hand, and a Pipe of uneven Heeds in .the other ; he is 
crowned with the Pine, that Tree being facred to him. 

fan was fenfible of the Paflion of Love as well as 
the other Deities, infomuch taat he defeended from the 
Heavens into Arcadia? and -became a Shepherd and Ser- 
vant to a mor-al Man, the Father of Dr ope, with whom, 
he was enamoured to the laft Degree. The Flocks were 
fojdelighted with the Mufick of his Pipe* that it con- 
tributed to t^e Increafe of- they- Milk- in great Abun* 
dance. 

The. Nymph Echo was his Wife, or raUier-his Milkrefs, 
by whoittt he-had aDaughter,called Irypge* who furnished- 
Media with thofe Filtres by which fhe engaged the Af- 



ft&ions 
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fe&ions t 8F Jafon ; (he afterwards fell in Love with Nar- 
ciffus\ but being flighted by him, retired to the Grottos 
ami hollow Places of the Mountains, where (he pined 
away till (he had nothing left her but her Voice. Juno 
had infii&ed this Puniihment upon her for her Talkative* 
nefs, becaufe when Jupiter was with the Nymphs, (he 
would hold the jealous Goddefs in Difcourfe till they had 
efcaped her. 

Pan t by changing himfelf into a mod beautiful Ram, 
was entertained by the Moon, and fo far deceived her, as 
to make her love him. 

He had a Contention with Cupid* in which he was 
overcome, whereupon the little God forced him to fall in 
Love with the Nymph Syrinx, who fled from him with 
Difdain ; her Flight was flopped by a River, updn which 
fhe prayed to the Naiades for Relief: They cau fed a fud- 
den Change, fo that when he thought he had hold of her, 
hre embraced only a Parcel of Reeds. Thefe Reeds, as 
he fat fighing and contemplating them on the Banks of 
the Riv£ r Ladou, being moved by the Wind, and fending 
forth a gentle Sound, gave him the Thought of imitat- 
ing it, and forming them into that Pipe, for which he 
afterwards became fo famous. 

He is faid to have perfected the Graces of his Pipe 
upon the Mountains called Nomi, by the City of Ljco* 
/tff-4, where was a Town called Mdlptus* and a Temple 
dedicated to him by the Title of Pan Nvmius. 
"* Ttoe "At cadi am kept a perpetual Fir* in his Temples. 
When they .returned from hunting, if they had good Suc- 
Cck they paid him great Veneration ; if otherwife, they 
whipped iiis Sides and Shoulders mod unmercifully. The 
Shepherds, u fed to offer Milk and Honey to him in their 
Bomely Veflfels, and therefore they did not do right who 
facrifked Bulls,, or broughtWine to him in golden Cups, 
, hich were proper fot the Celeftial Deities, 

At Rome he was.worfhipped by the Name of Lupercm 

and Lytxus) a Temple being built to him at the Foot 

of the Polatxne fcjill : The Luperculia weie Feaftsof Pu- 

jjauajion, celebrated in the Month ofF^ruary.) they 

H 4 x were 
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were in (lit u ted by Evandtr, who being driven IHto ^" 
«Wi*, was received by King f annus, and permitted to 
build a fmall City near to toe Mount Palatine^ Romul"* 
increafed the Ceremonies and Magnificence of thefa 
Feafts, in which the Luperti, Priefls of fan, ran v alt na- 
ked about the City, ftriking thofe they met with Thongs, 
cut out of Goat's Skins, the Women fancying particularly 
that it helped their Conception of Children* and the 
Eafinefs of their Delivery. 

As for the other A&ions of Pen ; in the Wars of the 
Giants he enctofed and entangled Typkon in his Nets ; 
when the Gauls invaded* Greece, and werejuft going ^to 
plunder the City of Delphos, Pan iiruck fuch a Terror 
into them by Night, that they all fled without any Ac- 
tack or any Purfuer ; from whence Panick, Terrors are 
faid to be fuch as happpen without any apparent Reafon : 
Pan likewife helped the Athenians againft the Medes ia 
in their Sea-fight, under the Conduit of Mrltiades, for 
.which they dedicated a Grotto to him under the Citadel, 
and paid him extraordinary Honours. 

There is a Story likewife that Dionyfus, the Son of 
Jupiter by the Nymph Arge, whom he had talten from 
Jajchis, a City of Crete, and carried to the Mountain 
Argillus, being to go about fome great Expedition, made 
Choice of Pan and his Satyrs to coropofe the Flower of. 
bis Army ; that Pan fubdued India, and afterwards the 
Country of Iberia, fo called from a River named Uerus+ 
and making that the Place of bis Habitation, gave it the 
Name of Hifpania. 

Orpheus fays, that Pan fignifies the univerfal Nature, 
proceeding from the divine Mind and Providence, of 
which the Heaven* Earth, Sea, and the eternal Fire, are 
io many Members : Some would have him the fame a* 
the Sun, by whom all Tilings are governed and di reeled. 
The common My thologifts are of this Opinion, that his 
upper Parts are like a Man, becaufe the iuperior and ce- 
leftial Part of the World is beautiful, radiant and glo- 
lious: His Horns denote the Rays of the Sun, as the/ 
work upwards, and his long Beard fignifies, the fany 

Ray» 
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R&ys, as they hare an Influence upon the Earth ; the 
Ruddineft of hit Fact refembles the Splendour of the 
Sky, and the fpotted Skin that he wears is the Imageof 
the Harry Firmament ; His lower Parts are rough, hairy 
and deformed, to reprefent the Shrubs, wild Creatures, 
Trees and Mountains here below ; his amorous Com- 
plexion, which caufes him to purfuc the Nymphs, is the 
Befire of Generation, which fpreads itfelf through all 
Beings, who attrad Matter proper for that End, front 
the. Moifture which is represented by the Nymphs : His 
Goat's Feet fignify the Solidity of the Earth, and his 
Pipe feven Reeds, that celeflial Harmony that is mad* 
by tne feven Planets. And laftly, his Sheepbook denotes 
that Care and Providence by which he governs theuni- 
verfal World. 



CHAP. XXX. 

0/ F A U H u s. 

FAUHUS was the Son of Picus, King of the Lathis,. f 
who reigned in Italy about the Time that Orpheus 
brought the Rites of Bacchus into Greece; Faunus him-- 
felf was co temporary with Pandion* King of Athens \ he > 
introduced Religion, and the Worflxip of the immortal 
Gods amongft the People of holy* who before that Time*., 
had little Devotion or Reverence for them, If the human 
Sacrifices Which he ihflituted to Saturn may be called' 
.Religion. ; He taught them likewife many ufefuf Matter*' 
relating to their Hnfbandry, fo that it is not improbable 
that the Faum were fuch of his Children or Servants as 
applied thejnfelves to Agriculture ; whereas the Satyri* 
and Silem were bulled in dreffing of Vines, and produc- 
ing Win# Mm them. 
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He deified bis Father Pints, and placed his Wife Fan- 
«r« or Fmtua amortgft the Number of the Gods ; he did 
it to make her forae Amends, bccaufe he had beaten her 
to Death with Myrtle Rods for being drunk ; therefore 
no Myrtle- was. brought into her Temple, theiVeffels 
were all covered, and when the Women drank, they* 
called it Mil Ic, and not Wine ; but (he had the extraoiv . 
dinary Quality, that no one faw her, or .heard her Name - 
but hen own Hufband ; and therefore the Women iacri- 
fieed to her in- fecret, giving her the Title of Bona Dea: 
She ufed toforetel Women their Deftinies, as Faunus did 
tc* the Men. They had a Son called Stercutius, who 
'was likcwife deified for the Good he did to Mankind, by , 
{hewing them how to improve their Land, by dunging ana - 
manuring it. 

The Fauni were the Sons of Faunus and Fatua, they 
had Horns on- their Heads, and pointed Ears, they werp 
crowned with Branches of the Pine^Tree, which was fa- 
cred to them ; they had Hoofs, and their lower Parts 
were like Goats. . Faunus himfelf was looked upon as 
that wild God, whofe Voice was heard by-Night in the 
Woods, and frighted the Peojple. The Fount, when. they 
met any Perfons, efpecially if they were drunk, would 
terrify, and ftupefy them with their very Look, and were 
the frequeit Caufe of Mifcarriage to big-bellied Women, 

Jaunaiia Sacra were the Feftivals kept on the fifth of 
December, with Feafling, Merriment and Dancing.; &e 
Country People ufed to offer Goats in Sacrifice to them. 

Both the Fauns and their Father were worshipped only 
in balj f being wholly unknown to the Grecians,

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C H A P. XXXII. 

O/ZfeSAtYR'S. 

^TTI/HAT was the Original of the 'Satyr t? ^Wh& 
. YV were their Parents ? When and where they firft* 
began to appear in the World j or for what Reafon they 
tame to be efteemedas Deities, is neither delivered down- 
to us, nor explained by any ancient Writer of Authority* 
for that they were the Sons of Saturn or F annus* is a Story 
that meets with no Credit. 

They arefaid to J* Animals very fwift, that run op- 
•n all Four, with crooked Hands, human Countenance, 
Horns upon their Forehead, and their lower Farts like 
Goats, and that they live in the Mountains of India. 
There \s another Story, that Bvpbtmus paffing from Ca~ 
ria to the uttnoft Parts of the Ocean, found out many 
defer t Iflands, and being forced by Storm to land upon* 
one of them called Satyrida, he found Inhabitants covered 
"with yellow Hair, that had Tails not much lefs than 
Horfes, that they did not fpeak, but ran dkeJUy to the 
Women that were with them, and if not prevented* 
would have laid violent Hands upon them. A third Ac- 
count is in that Expedition which Hanno the Carthage 
nian made to the Parts of Lily a, lying beyond Hercules* s 
-Pillars ; that they came to a great Bay called the Wefterm 
flora, inwlichwasan Ifldnd, upon which they could 
4nd or fee tothng by Day-light but Woods, and yet in. 
die Night they faw a jgreat many Fires, and heard eta in- 
credible and afloniflung Noife of Drums and Trumpets, 
it being the Opinion, that a great Number of Satyrs had 
their Dwelling there. When foch Monfters appeared to* 
Mankind, that which was fo terrible and admirable, was 
thought to have fomething in it of Divinity ; and where- 
as thofe Satyn'YWkAmA m. the Woods,, the rude Shep-

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faxb worihlpped them, that they might fpare their 
Flocks when they met them. 

The Cuilom was to offer all Sorts of Fruit, but more 
especially Grapes and Apples, to the Satyrs* They were 
the conftant Companions of Bacchus ; they delighted ixk 
fuch Difcowfc and Convcrfation as was reproachful %. 
though others fay, that at firft it was only pleafant, 
.lively, moral, and full of Variejty ;. as they grew old* 
they came to have the Name of Silmu

k H £ Siltni were as numerous as the- Faun?, 
^ there was one more ancient than all the reft, amfc 
more famous, but there is no Account given whofe Son 
he was. Some fay he was born in Halea 9 a City of the* 
Ldzced*menia*s t Qt\itx$ in Njfa* a City of India, and that* 
he was the Fofterer of Bacchus* and afterwards his Tutor, ' 
and conftant Attendant and Coonfcllor* • 

He is deftwbed as an old Man, bald headed, with a, 
flat Nofe, and large Forehead, which denotes the Phy- 
siognomy of one thajt is iafolent and given to Wine. 
Large Ears, a ihort fat Body, with a great Belly; being 
generally thought to be drunk, he rides upon a Saddle* 
backed A&, or rapports his reeling Steps with, a Staff; 
ibmetimes he has a Caniharus, or great Can in his Hand, 
with the Handle of it much worn, by die frequent Ufe 
he makes of it. 

■ Some fay, that Silent?* Aft was advanced to the Skies * 
for the Service he did to Jupitsr 4 in his Wars againft the* 
Giants ; others, that it had that Reward given to him 
by Boichnsy becau/e when he fought againft the Indians^.

When Bacchus went his Expedition to Tar/us, he left 
the it. oft ancient of the Siltni in Italy, to cultivate the 
Vines there, which was the Reafon that there were fo 
jtaany Statues ereCted to their Honour in that Country. > 

The Silent were thought to be mortal, becaufe there 
were feveral of their Sepulchres in the Region about 
Pargamus ; but the Fattsii, the Satyrs,- the Sikni, the Bar* 
chi, the Tyfiri, and the Panes, being all of a like Nature, 
were reputed to be Daemons and Minifters to the other 
GooVf they were all called by the ^lame-of lncuhr,-bt\x\% 
thought to be amorous of Women, anddefirous of their 
Embraces ; for there is no Doubt but in fuch lonely 
- and fecret Places, there were many ill Things done under 
their Names* and the Crimes were attributed to Dsemi- 
Gods, which were perpetrated by Mortals. 

There is this Account amongft the Historians concern- 
ing Sjlenus, tnat he was the firft of all the Rings that 
reigned at Syfa\ that his Original is not known, it 
being beyond the Memory of Mortals a it is likewife (aid 
that he was a Phrygian* who lived in the Reiga of Midas t 
and that the Shepherds having caught him by putting 
Wine into the Fountain he was to Drink of,- brooght . 
him to Midas who gave him his long Ears* It is proba* 
ble, that he was one of the Princes of Cmria* who was 
famous $r his Wifdora and Learning/ The Fable of 
Mida't lending himhislong.Ears, only ihewed the great' 
Knowledge he had ia alt Things* Siktw being, feized, 
porchafed his Liberty with this remarkable Sentence, 
That it *was ttfl nt ta he hot** hutth* neoct Degree *f Hop* 
pi*e/s*was to die quickly* Virgil m*kc*\$ifentu deliver a- 
very excellent and ferions Diiconrfe concerning the Cre- 
ation of the World, when he was Scarce recovered out of ■ 
his Fit of Drunkennefs ; which makes it appear that of 
Dr unkennels Silrnus is charged with, had fomefching in 
i t myAerioue, and that approached to Inspiration* 



CHAF. 
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CHAP- XXXI\% 

Of Terminus. 



TERMINUS was a fquare Stone, Of large- 
wooden Pod fct up in the Fields ; this was fup- 
pofed to be a Deity, and to have the Limits of the 
neighbouring Grounds under his Protection ; fometimes 
they put a Head to it, wrapped it up in Linen, per- 
fumed it, and fet Crowns upon it. 

The Termini were Ramon Deities, the Ceremonies 
©f.whofe Worfliip were firft introduced by Kuma, to 

£ re vent Men from encroaching upon their Neighbours 
ands: They were fo facred, that whofoever durft re- 
move them, or transfer them to another Place, his Head 
became devoted to the Gods, fo that it was lawful for 
any one to kill him. 

There were Feafts kept yearly upon the Twenty-third 
of February* to refrefh the People's Memories in the 
Knowledge of their Land- marks ; the Offerings at firft 
were Wheat cakes, and the Firft-fruits of the Fields, 
with Milk ; but no Anhnal might be facrificed, becaufe 
Land marks' ought to be fettled by a mutual Agreement, 
and not by Force, and the Eftufion of Blood : However, 
in After-times Lambs and Sows that gave Suck were of- 
fered to the Termini \ and the Blood was fprinkled upon 
them* 

A Temple was dedicated to Terminus by Numa Pum- 
films, upon the Tarpeian Hill ; and i; was remarkable * 
for having the Top of it lie open* 
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CHAP- XXXV. 

Of P R I A P S. 



PR I A PUS was faid to be the Son ofDionrfus aiuL 
Nasi ; or, as others will have it, of Cbione; but the 
more common Opinion is that fV«»j conceived by D/a- 
j»g/3w before he undertook his Expedition into India; but- 
during that Time (he married to Adonis, Upon the Re- 
turn €>f Bacchus (he met him in a triumphant Manner,, 
and crowned him with Garlands of Rofes, but would not 
accompany with him any longer, being aihamed of her 
Inconftancy. In this Condition (he retired to Lampafiusy 
where, being about to be delivered, Juno pretended to 
come to her Affiftance; but hating any Thing that might 
be of the . Offspring of §em/t 9 (he made the Infant fo 
deformed, that his Mother could not endure the Sight 
of him. Having given him the Name of Friapus, fhe 
left him at Lampajcus, where he was educated ; but after 
fome Time, for his vicious Practices, he was- banifhed. 
the Country. The Inhabitants thereupon being infected 
with a grievous Difeafe, confulted^the Oracle of Dodona* 
which advifed them to recal Priapus into their Country ; 
which they did, and built Temples, and offered Sacri- 
fice to him, and worlhipped him as the Protector of 
their Vineyards and Gardens, who could defend their 
Fruit from mifchievous Birds and Thieves, and punifli 
fuch as endeavoured to hurt or blaft them with their In- 
chantments. 

His Image his defcribed naked, with a diftorted Coun- 
tenance, and Hair di (Beveled, crowned with Garden- 
' Herbs, with a Side in his Hands, to cut and prune fuper- 
fiuous Branches, or as an Enfign of Terror and Punifh- 
ment. Being fet up in Orchards after the Manner of a 
Scarecrow, and made of the firft Piece of Wood that came 
ta the Hands of the Peafant, it was often doubtful jv he - 

theft 
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thet he fhould make a God of it, or commit it to the 
Flames ; h wa.« not very regularly carved, or beautiful, * 
fo that generally the Feet were wanting. 

Be is called HeHefpontiacut bccaufe Lampafcm is (ituy 
ated upon the Htllejpont. There was a Port called Pr$~ 
opus, and a City iituat,ed upon the Sea Coaft near Durda- ^ 
nia, where Priaput was worfhipped with more than or- 
dinary Solemnity ; and this might give Rife to the Opi-* 
nion, that Priaput was a God held in fpecial Honour by . 
the Mariners. 

There was no other Beaft offered to him but the Af- 9 * 
becaufe as Priapus was going to violate the Chaflity of. 
Pe/fa, as (he lay afleep, SJenus't Afs brayed, and awak- 
ened the Goddefs, and fo prevented all farther Mifchief ; ' 
the Nymph Loth Eying from him, was changed into the 
Lotus Tree, whofe Fruit is fo pleafant, that whofoever 
taftes it forgets his own Country. 

Priapm was faid to be the Son of Bacchus* that is, 
the Sun, and Venus, that is, Moflwi,' to-faew that all* 
Trees, Plants and Fruits, are engendered and maintained 
*>y the Heat of the Sun, and their own radica^ Moi- 1 
fture.

FL O R A is the fame Goddefs with Cbhris or Ver. 
dure, the Wife of Zepfyrus; toe is adorned with 
much Finery and Gracefulnefs, and drefled with Variety 
of Flowers, of which toe is the Goddefs ; for the An* 
cients would intimate by this Match, that Flora, or the 
natural Heat of the Plant, muft concur with the Influence 
of the Air, and the Moifture of the ivarmefi Wind, for the 
Production of Flower u There were a great many Dei. 
% ties 
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tics multiplied by the Remans upon this Occafion 
amongft others, Proferpina has Charge over the Plan? 
whilft it is creeping out of the Ground; the God Nodinut 
vrhilit it knot s j and the Flower is wrapt up within the 
M*d\ the Goddefs FoluTia whi\i\ the Leaves are Idtlating 
them/elves: and Flora when the Blonbm is in its full 
£focm and Beauty : So LaHadna prcfides over Corn when 
there h Milk in it ; Mat urn wh^n it ripens, and Hoftilin* 
when it fhoots out into Ea^s* and* Tutelina when it is 
reaped. Rcl/gus.had a Fcflival inftituted to him by Numa 
on the 525th hi April, called Rabigalia, for driving away 
the Blaft that happens to Com in the Ear, through too 
xnoclf Drought. 

The noted Story is, that Flora was a Courtezan, who 
got a great Sum of Money by her immodeft Practices, 
and made the Roman People her Heir, upon Condition 
thai ihe. Games called Fhrdlia might be celebrated annu- 
ally on her Birth-Day : But that the Senate, to cover fo 
fcandalous a Matter, pretended they weie inftituted in 
tfonour of the Goddefs of Fltwers ; for Flora was one t 
oPthe Beities that long before that Time was honoured 
by the S< lines, and received by the Romans, when they 
two became one People. The Floralia were celebrated 
itt the. Campiut Martins * being fix ft proclaimed by- 
the Sound of Trumpet: During the Time of theFeftival, 
the JEdiles festered: Beans, Peafe, and : other ' Pulfe 
amongft the People; at iaft they came to that Excefs of 
Indecency, by Perfons appearing naked, that when Cato, 
that fevere Cenfor of Manners, came to be a- Spectator, 
the Romans had fo much Remains of Modefty left, that 
tbey would not^rocee4i till;* Perfon of his Probity and 
Virtue h*4*oi^fcw &?>.. 
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CHAP. XXXV1L 

Of F E R O N I A. 

m E P O N 1A was the Goddefs of Groves ', Orchards, 
_/* and foch TVwj *j £**r Fr**/. What Parents flie 
might have, where borr or educated, is not delivered 
down to us ; (he was Wife to Jupiter Ju\ur, fo called 
becaufc he was worshipped in that Place. 1 When the Li- 
cedamoaions were offended at the Rigour of Lycurgus's 
Laws, they refolved to feek out for fome new Planta- 
tion ; and after a long and dangerous Voyage at Sea, 
they arrived in a Pare of Italy, where to (hew thejr Gra- 
titude fonheir Prefervation, they built a Temple to the 
God dels Ftronia, fo called from their bearing patiently all 
that had happened to them in their PafTagr: This Tem- 
ple was fituated in a Grove, under the HiH Scra&e; the 
Town or Grove cafually taking Fire, the Inhabitants 
ran to remove and preferve the Image, when on a fudden 
the Fire was extinguMhed, and the Grove became gteen 
and fiouritbing, as it was before* that Accident. The 
Priefts, and fuch as were inspired by this Godded, ufed 
to walk. bate foot upon burning Coals without any Hurt ; 
WihiciTS peftacle every Year brought together a great tCoiv 
courfe of People. Servants weie made free in- her Tem- 
ple, and received the Cap, which was the. Badge of their 
Liberty 5, for which they worihipped her as their Pro- 
te&ref?. 
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char xxxvrn. 

Of Pomona and Vertumnus. 

POMONA was a Nymph of Latium, worfhipped* 
as the Goddefs of Fruits and Gardens. Whilft fhe 
was bufy looking after her Plantations, Vertumnus, a prin- 
cipal God amongft the Romans, fo called from tie Power 
he had of turning bimfelf into any Shape, feH in Love 
with her ; and taking the Likenefs of an old Matron, 
came into her Garden, faloted her, commending the 
Beauty of it, and the Pains fhe took to makeitagree- 
able, and from the Contemplation of the Vine's being 
fupported by the Elm, fell into a Difcourfe of the UfefuC 
neft and Happincfs of a married Life : The Difcourfe 
prevailed bnt little, till throwing off his Difguife, he ap- 
peared as a young God, with his Rays darting like the 
Sun from, beneath a Cloud ; the Nymph at the Sight was 
foon fired with a mutual Flame, and they became a hap- 
py Couple. 

Vertumnus is an Emblem of the Year, which turns it 
felf into Variety of Shapes, according to the Multitude 
of its Prbdudions in different Seafons ; bat is at no Time 
more graceful than when Pomona, the Goddefs of ripe 
Fruits, fubmits to his Embraces. 

There was no God had more Images ere&ed to him 
thzn Vertumnus : The Romans held him to be the God 
of Thoughts, fince nothing is more inconftant than Mens 
Thoughts and Actions, or that admits of greater Variety. 
He was efteemed the God of Trade/men, from the Turns 
and Changes they make with their Merchandizes. Some 
think he was called Vertumnus from turning the Lake 
Curtus in the River Tibris. His Feftivals were called 
Vertumnaha, and celebrated in OSober. 

The Hiftorians fay he was an ancient King of the 
To/cans, and that he taught his People the Way of plant- 
ing 
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lug Orchards, Gardens and Vineyards, and the Manner 
of cultivating, pruning and grafting of Trees ; for which 
fteafon he is painted with a Garland of all Sorts of Flow? 
ers.upon his Head, a Pruning Hook in one Hand, and 
ripe Fruits in the other.

0//i^NYMPH8, 

TH E Oreades, 6r Orefttades were Nymphs inhabit- 
ing the Mountains $ they were the Daughters of 
Uaccateus, by a Daughter of Ph or one us ; but racher,' as 
Homer fays, they were the Daughters of Jupiter: Some 
reckoned only kvt of them, but DianarhzA a Thoufand 
to, attend her. Thefe Nymph's were the firfl that diverted 
Mortals from eating one another, and raw Flefh, by 
. (hewing how to feed on Acrons and Chefnuts. Melijfa - - 
was the firft that found Honey in Peleponnefus, which me 
imparted to her Companions, who were fo delighted with 
it, that ever afterwards they called Bees by the" Name of 
Mtl'Jpet from their Benefa&refs. Thefe Nympbs_ prc&&\ng 
over Mountains, had likewife the Care of Trees and wild 
Beafls, for they would have nothing to do with tame 
Animals and Paftures. The Dryades, who were the 
Nymphs of Woods and For efts, had their peculiar Trees, 
with which they were thought to be born, and to' pe- 
rifli, to be refreshed when the Rain defcended gently on 
them, and to grieve when the Winter deprived them of 
their Leaves. There are feveral Stories of Nymphs, that 
„ have done Favours to thofe who have preserved their 
Trees, and of others that have-deflroyed thofe that hurt 
them : the Father of Parabius being about to cut down 
a fpreading Oak, there appeared to him a Nymph, who 
upon her Knee* befeecfced him to ipare the Tree, be- 
-» ' canie 
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caufe her Life was bound up in it; hot he being inexora- 
ble felt the fatal Excels of his deftroying it, by the Ruin 
of bimfelf and Family. But Areas was rewarded by the 
Marrjage of a Nymph, whofe Oak he had preferred by 
* turning a River that had fapped the Roots of it, and in a 
little Time would otherwlfe have overthrown it. 

The Ancients thought all the Nymphs in general were 
the Offspring of Octanus and Tethys, ana were them- 
fclves the Mothers of Rivers. Orpheus ca'ls them all 
Hamadryads ; they were well-ibaped, beautiful, and 
charming Virgins, diftinguiftied into feverai Ranks; fome 
were Celeftial which were thought by the Ancients to 
be the Souls or Intellects which govern the Spheres, and 
thefe they called the Mufes, who difperfed the Influences 
of the Stars upon Earth: Some were Terreftrial, as 
the Nurfes of Ceres and Bacchus ; the Naiades delighting 
in Waters, the Napea in Meadows and Flowers, the Lim- 
niades in Lakes, the Ephydriades in Fountains, in which 
they ufed to hide themfelves. The Sea Nymphs were in 
great Numbers called Nereides, from N ere us their Father. 

Thefe Nymphs denote the Power of Moiftwe, which 
diffufes itfelf through every Thing, and bow the Nature 
of Water contributes to the Procreation of all Things, 
and to the Nourifhment of Ceres and Bacchus, that is, of 
whatever conduces to the necefiary Support or Pleafure 
of human Life. 

Paufanias having mentioned the Nymph LeLea, Daugh- 
ter of Cepbi/us and Norma, a Native of Arcadia, fays, that * 
it was the Opinion of the ancient Poets, that the Nymphs 
were not altogether free from Death, or immortal, but 
that their Years were in a Manner innumerable ; that 
Prophecies were infpired by the Nymphs, as well as the 
other Gods, and that they had foretold the De&ru&tcu 
of feverai Cities ; they were likewife eileemed as the 
Authors of Divination. 

Though Goat j were facrificed to them, yet their con- 
ftant Offerings were Milk, Old Honey and Wint\ it is re- 
markable, that the Sacrifices were adapted to the Nature 
of the feverai Gods, to the Celeftial Fires, Lights, and 

whatever 
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whatever «vas moll agreeable lo the Sight; to the Aerial 
r>t uit s, Harmonv^ fweet Incenfe, and whatever might 
pertume the Airland- pleife the Smell or Hearing ; but 
as co the watry and terreftrial Gods, the Sacrifices had 
more Relation to $he r Taftc, and were of a groffer 
Nature. ...-..--

C H A P. XL. 

TKt E Penates were the Gods who received Infants 
into their Protection, immediately after Lucina hai 
performed her Office to them: They were e deemed 
the Gods by whom we breathe, underftand and live; it is 
faid by the Ancients, that they were Jupiter, Juno, Mi- 
nerva and Vefta ; they had their Names, either from the 
"Plenty of Provifion' they afford to Mankind, or from. their 
'being placed in tbt r mjl inward tyd/ecret Pans of Hea- 
ven, where", together with Jupiter, they held their Coun- 
cils. Some of thefe Penates prefided over Kingdoms and 
^Provinces, others over Cities, and the inferior Sort of 
them over private Houfes ; they were honoured in Palaces 
-by a perpetual Fire, and in particular Families by offering 
fome of that which was fervci to the Table. 

Dardanus brought the Penates out of Samothracia info 
Pbrygia* and JEneas carried them from Troy to Italy, 
where they had the Titles of the great Gods, the bene- 
•ficent Gods, and the magnificent Gods; the Nature and 
Shape of them were Myfteries, itfeenis, not to be pryed 
into, and have only this A ccount fr° m Tim<eus, that 
'they were Iron and ' brazen God?* and earthen Ware 



brought from Troy.

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CHAP. XLL 

Of she L a r z s. 

THE Lares were the Sons of Mercury and tie 
Nymph Z*ra, who had her Tongue cut but by 
Jmftter, for revealing his Amours to Juno ; he ordered 
, Mercury to carry her to Hell, as a Place proper for 
her future Silence: During her PaiTage Mercury ravifhed 
her, an4 fhe brought forth the Daemons called Lares : 
They, are painted like young Boys, with Dog. (kins about 
their Shoulders, and having a Bog always by them, to 
ihew they are the faithful Prefer vers of the .Places com- 
mitted to their Charge ; they are defcribed likewife with 
their Heads covered, which is a Sign of Liberty, and de- 
notes that Men in their own Houfes ought to be free, and 
protected from Wrong and Violence. Some think thafc 
whatever is faid of the Penates, may be faid of the Lares; 
their Sacrifices were the fame; as the firft Fruits of the 
Earth, Wine, Incenfe, and Garlands of Flowers. 

The Romans at firfk offered Boys in Sacrifice to them, 
but thofe barbarous Rites were altered into other Cere- 
monies, as offering the Heads of Poppies, Woollen Balls, 
and Images of Straw, in the Stead of diem ; the 
Feafls called Ccmpi tafia, $n the Month of January, were 
obferved to their Honour, becaufe they were Keepers of 
the Highways, and did not only watch for the Prefer- 
vation of private Men, but for the Guard of the Empire, 
and therefore at that Time there were always Sacrifices 
for the Welfare of the Publick. Some of the Ancients 
thought, that the Souls of Men, when free from the 
Body, became a Sort of Damons or Ltmures ; that they . 
,who were kind to their Families, and Watched over their ' 
Prefervation, had the Name of Lares ; whereas the 
others were called Larva, who for a Puniihment of their ' 
Crimes committed in their Life-time, were condemned ' 

to 
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to wander continually, affrighting .good Men, and plagu* 
ing the Wicked. 

The Remans had a private Place in their Hou fes called 
Larariunt, in which, amoqgl the Statues of their Gods, 
were their Lares, and the Figures of their Aaceftors, and 
foch aa had beftowed fome confiderable Favours upon 
them, fo that all partaking of the fame Inceafe, had 
fome (hare of their Worfcip. 



C H A P. XLII, 
Of the Genii. 

THE G/*/7 wereconfounded with the foremeatioii. 
ed Deities. The Fable tells us, that Genius was the 
Son of Jupiter and Terra, of human Shape, but of a 
doubtful Set* and was afterwards called AgaHfie: Genius 
was thought to be of that Spirit of Nature which begets 
all Things, affifl^ at all Generations, and protefts what- 

* ever is produced; the Birth-Day and the Marriage-Bed, 
had the Name of Genial from his Influence, and all 
Tilings were agreeable to him that tended to Mirth and 
Pleafure. Not only Men, but Cities, Places, and indeed 
every Thing* had its peculiar Genius ; but there was com* 
monly two afligned to each Perfon, a good and an evil 

, Genius; and tbefe were thought to attend him from. the 
Cradle to the Grave. Tfhe Palm Tree was facred to the 
Genius ; and his Offerings were ¥lovHrs^Wine t Incenfe, 
parched Corn, and Sab, but no Blood was to>e(hed 
upon the Solannity 5f the Birth-day . The good Genius 
amongft the Greeks had a Temple in the Way that leads 
to the Mountain Mamalus, and at the End of Supper 
they offered him a Cup filled with Wine and Water. A- 
~ the kmaus, the Flatterers brought in the Cuftoni 
I of 
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of fweariag by the Genius of the Emperor, and Caligula 
put many Perfons to Death that refuted it. 

There is a Story, that when Vlyffes came among ft the 
¥cmtffians, they flew one of his Companions ; to appeale 
his Genius, which afflicted them with many Calamities, 
they were forced yearly to offer one of their moft beau- 
tiful Virgins to him : At laft, Euthymus, who had been 
Vidor in the Olympic Games, being admitted into the 
Temple, fought with th? Genius, who was of a very 
black Complexion, a terrible Shape, and cloathed in a 
Wolf's Skin, -beat him out of the City, and made him 
take «Ref uge in the Sea, and fo releafed the Virgin ; whofe 
Beauty became the Reward of fodefperate an Undertak- 
ing. Brutus is like wife faid to have feen his evil Ge- 
nius in a monftrous and horrid Shape the Night before 
his Fight, who being afked what he was, faid, / dm thy 
evil Genius: Brutus, tboujbalt fee meat )?hil\ipi>\. Brutus, 
not at all difcompofed, anfwered, / tv.'ll fee thee. The 
Event next Day proved fatal, by the Lofs of the Battle. 



C H A P. XLIII. 

Of fome Deities that accompany Mankind from 
their Birth to their Grave. 



IT would be too tedious to enumerate the feveral Dei- 
ties that were faid to have Care of Infants; the moft 
confiderable Deities that attended the Marriage Solemni- 
ties* and Women in their Labours, have been mentioned 
-before; they were as many Deities as Circumftances of 
Life, or ufeful Offices in a Family, fuch as cleaving of 
Wood, and /weeping the Chamber, whofe Names Ihevv 
what was the peculiar Thing they prefided over : Edulia 
gave the Infants bleat, Potica, Drinh % Cuba and Cunina 

rocked 
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recked them in their Cradles, Rumhta preferred them when 
fucking at the Breaft : She had a Temple at Rome, where 
they offered Mtlk to her. As Peribns grew up, fo their 
Dei tit s to be worfhlpped by them increafed : Murtia had 
her Temple upon the Mount Aventine, as the Goddefc 
of Jdlenefs, that made People lazy ; Mediatrina was fo 
called from curing fick Per/ens; at her Fer.t in September, 
the Romans drank new Wine mixed with old, which 
fenred them inftead of Phyfick. S>uies, or Reft, had her 
Temple without the City of Rome; Horta, the f}-> Mefc 
who invites Men to great Enterprizes, h.da 1 em pie 
which flood always open. In fhort, as every Part of the 
Body was placed under . the Influence of fome Celeitial 
Conflellation, fo it was affigned to fome God, as its par- 
ticular Guardian. But their laft Goddefs was Libitina, 
who by fome was thought to be Prqferpine, or the infer- 
nal Venus : In her Temple the rich Man's Heir might be 
furniflied with all Things, either necefTary or fuperfluou*, 
for the Funeral of his departed Benefactor. 



C H A P. XLIV. 

Of Nereus, and the Nereides; 

HAVING taken Notice of the Celeftial and Ter* 
reftrial Deities, it may not be improper to mention 
fome of thofe that belong to the Water. 

Kerens was the Son of Oceanus and Tetbys, his Educa- 
tion and Authority were in the Waters, his Refidence 
more peculiarly in the jEgean Seas ; he was looked upon 
as a Prophet: When Hercules was ordered to fetch the 
Golden Apples of the He/perides, he went to the Nymphs 
that lived in the Grottos of Eridamus, to know where- 
abouts in the World he might find them. The Nymphs 
fcm him to Nirettr, who changed himfelf from one Form 

I 2 t* 
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to another, but was held fo faft by Hercules, till he Mh 
turned to his drft Shape, that he was obliged to tell him 
what he enquired for. Nereus, by. his Sitter Doris, had 
fifty Daughters, called Nereides, who ufed to play and 
dance in the Sea, about the Chariot of Neptune.* 
•They were efteemed \ery handfome, infomuch that 
. Cajfjefe, the Wife of Cepbeus, Ring of Mtbiopia, after 
having triumphed over all the Beauties of her Age, dar- 
ing to compare herfelf with the. Nereides, raifed their 
Indignation again fl: her to fiich a Degree, that they fent 
a prodigious Whale into the Country, fo that to appeafe 
them (he was commanded by the Oracle to expofe her 
Daughter Andromeda, bound to a Rock, to be devoured 
by this Monfter ; the Oracle was obeyed, but Perfeus, by 
his Valour, delivered Andromeda, and procured Cajpopt 
to be "taken into Heaven. 



CHAP. XLV. 

O/Triton, 

IT is not agreedVho were the Parents of Triton, whe- 
ther Neptune and Amphitrite, and Neptune and CeIano p 
or, Oeeanus and Tetbys, or Noreus; he was a Sea G&d 9 
the Herald and Trumpeter of Oeeanus and Neptune ; the, 
upper Part of his Body t6 the Navel, as iifcewife Jria 
Voice was human ; he had two Fore-feet like a Horfe, clfe 
his low,er Parts were like a Dolphin, with a double forked 
Tail, i that refembied a Hal/- Moon; his Hair was like 
Wild Parfley, his Eyes blue, his Mouth very large, his 
Shoulders of a purple Colour, and he was covered all over 
ivith little Scales ; fometimes he if defcribed riding on a 
Chariot, drawn by Horfes of a Sky Colour. 

Ha ufed frequently to takeaway the Cattle grazing in 
the Fields of Tanagra, and fometimes deitroyed the 

finaller 
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faaller Vefifeh ; to appeal him they offered him Wine, 
tod he being plcafed with the Smell, drank freely of it, 
went to fleep, and falling from an Eminence upon the 
Shore had "his Head cot off by one of the Tanagrians\ 

He had a Daughtef named TriJHa, a Pricftefs of Jf/- 
*erv&* who, by the God Mars, brought him a Grand fon 
called Menatippus. There were fereral of thefe Tritons, 
that were all of the fame Shape, and the conftant At- 
tendants upon Neptuui, and the Protc&ors of Seafaring 
Perfons. 



CHAP. LXVL 

O/ I NO ^'PAl,I.iH0N. 

ANother of the Sea-Deitie» was Ino % the Daughter 
of Cadmus and Uarmoma, and Wife of Athamas 
King of Thebes : The moft general Opinion is, that 
becaufe of Juno's Ill-will to Thebes, uppn Account of 
iarchm's being born there, and to Ino in. particular, for 
bringing him up, Athamas ran mad, and in one of his 
Fits Killed Learthes, a Son of his by Ino : She fearing the 
fame Fate, took up her other Son Melicerte, and running 
to the Sea-fide, leaped from the Rock Moiyris with him 
into the Sea: They were kindly entertained by Neptune 
and the Nereides, and had the Honour to be made Sea- 
Oeities : However, the Mother, as fome fay, was thrown 
up by the Waves, and buried at Megara, and the Son 
likewife at the Iftbmus of Corinth. Others will have it, 
that he was conveyed thither by a Dolphin, where he 
Was adored as a God, his Name changed into PaUmoh r 
and the Rock Moljr is confecrated to him. Sifipbus his Fa- 
ther's Brother, at that Time King of Corinth, in Memory 
•f him increased the Solemnities of the Iflmian Games, 
I % which. 
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which ha<f formerly been celebrated in Honour of Neptux* 
only. He is otherwife called Portunus y and painted with 
a Key in 1)1* right Hand, as fecuring the Ports from In- 
vaders ; Adorations were paid to him chiefly by Tenedos, 
and the Sacrifice offered to him was an Infant. Ino is 
otherwife called by the Greeks Lencotkca, by the Latins* 
Matuta, being reputed the Goddefs that ujbers in tb* 
Morning ; and therefore probably adored by the Mariners, 
becaufe the Morning Light and Breezes are comfotable 
to them in their Diftrefs. 



C H A P. XLVII. 

0/<Jlavcus/ 

THE Story of this God is very fanciful, and (hews 
the Extravagance of the Poetical Invention : He, 
Was the Son et her of Poly bins* the Son of Mercury* 
and Eubaa, or of Phqrbus and Panopaa, or of Neptune and 
N*des 9 elfe of Pajtpbae ; others make Antbedon the Name 
of his Father, others of his Conntrv, there being a City 
#f that Name in Baotia. He carried off Ariadne from 
the Jfland Dia, and was therefore bound fail by Bacchus 
with Vine-Twigs : He ravilhed Syma f the Daughter of 
lolemes and Doris 9 and took her with him into AJia ; after 
that he fell in Love with Europia the Daughter of Myreus, 
and then with Hydra the Daughter ofScyllus the Sicyonian 
Diver. He was a notable Swimmer, and therefore 
-named Pontius. He was the Bifildef bf the Ship Argo, 
and Commander of it, when 7*/% fought with the 7yr- 
r bent an s, and was the only Perlon not wounded. He ' 
dwelt formerly in Delus, and ufed to prophefy with the 
Nereides, and fome report, was Mailer to Apollo himfelf 
in that Art. ' 

' <- ■ • As 
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Ashe delighted very much in Fifhing, fo one Day as 
he was numbering his Draught upon the Shore, he ob- 
served the Fifties to jump into the Sea again immediately 
upon tailing a certain Herb ; he ltood amazed at the 
Thing, and trying the Experiment upon himfelf, leaped 
in after them. Some fay, that being wearv' of his Life, 
he threw himfelf into the Sea, and that he was turned' 
into a Whale, and not a God. 

They that make him the Son of Pafiphae give us this. 
Story, that as he was purfuing a Moufe^ he fell into aj 
Butt of Honey, and was fmothered. His Father Mines 
was tcld, that that Man mould inform him of his Son, 
and reftore him to Life too, that ihould tell him what 
his Party-coloured Bull was like ; Polydius one Day hap- 
pening to compare it to a Black- berry, he was appre- 
hended, and bid to find out Glaucus : By the Art of Di- 
vination he difcovered where he was fo'fuffocated ; and 
being fliut up' with him, with Orders to bring him to 
Life again, in Defpair he provoked a Serpent to kill 
him, but happened to kill the Serpent ; upon this ano- 
ther Serpent appeared, bringing a certain Herb, which 
he touched the dead Serpent with, and recovered him/ 
Polydius took it up, and applying it to Glaucus, recovered 
him in the fame Manner : However, after that he had 
brought Glaucus to life again, he could not be permitted 
to return into Argos his own Country, till he had taught 
his Patient tie Art of Divination.' 



CHAR XLVIII. 

Of O R I O N. 

HI S Original was very extraordinary : Hyricus> an 
Inhabitant of the City of Tanagta in Bototia, was fo 
lesy hofpitable to Strangers, that the Gods Jupiter? Nep* 
1 4 tune% 
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tune, and Mercury, did him the Honour of a Vifit, ani 
were fo well pfeafed with their Entertainment, that they 
offered him the Choice of any Thing he could think of; 
nothing pleafing the old Man like a Son, the Gods took 
an Ox's Hide, and pouring in their Urine, gave it to the 
Man's Wife, bidding her cover it in the Earth till tea 
Months were expired ; at which Time Orion was born, 
called at firfi; Urron, becaufe the Gods had contributed 
their Urine ; but to avoid the Indecency of the Name, 
lie was named Orion. 

He was a famous Hunter, and kept a fine Pack of 
Hounds: He obtained of Neptune the Power of walking 
as lightly upon the Waters as Ipbictus did over the Ears 
of Corn, and was befides of fo tall a Stature, that no 
Place in the Ocean was deep enough to cover his Shoul- 
ders. He travelled through the Sea to Chios, and endea- 
vouring to vitiate JElrope, the Wife of King Oenopwn, 
was by him feized, deprived of his Eyes, and turned out 
of the Ifland. Walking on to Lehtnos, he ' met with 
Vulcan, who received him kindly, and gave him Cedahon, 
one of his Servants, to be his Guide : under his Con dud 
he went to the Palace of the Sun in the Eaft, and was by 
his AfEftance reflored to Sight. After this, he made War 
upon Oenopion, who being hid under Ground bf his Ci- 
tizens, efcaped his Vengeance : when he had fearched 
for him till he was weary, he retired to Crete, where he 
gave hiinfelf up to hunting. Befides his Adventuie 
with JErope, he would have ravifhed the Pleiades, Daugh- 
ter of Atlas and Pleione, and their Mother with them, 
purfuing them throughout Bceotia for the. Space of five 
Years, till Jupiter, out of Pity, took them amongft the 
Stars. He was at laft killed by Diana, either with her 
Arrows, or by a Scorpion that fhe raHed out of the 
Ground j either becaufe an Attempt he made to ravifh 
her, or becaufe he boafced that no Beafts whatever could 
cfcape him, or becaufe he would have ravifhed Opts, one 
of the Nymphs of Diana's Train. 

Diodes fays, that Orion was fo i>eautiful ft Yottth, that 
Aurora carried him off with her to the lilapd Ddus, 

and 
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imi ASa**war fi> fond of him that (he refolved to be 
mamedtohim: Apollo few it, and often chid his Sifter 
upon this Account; but finding it to no Purpofe, he laid 
Mold of this Opportunity to difpatch Or**« oat of the 
Way i for one JDay feeing him. walking through the Sea,, 
with his Head appearing above the Wate*, he offered t& 

St a Wager with Diana, that fhe could not hit that 
ark with her Arrows ;. Drama* by Heafon of tjie Dif- 
taoce, not imagining what it was,, and defiling to (hew 
her Skill in Archery, drew her Bow, and fixed her Aa- 
zow in Orion's Forehead : When fhe came to the Know- 
hedge of what fhe had done, fhe was lb concerned, that 
to make him fbme Sort of Amends, fhe prevailed upon 
Jupiter to place him amongft the Stars. 



C H A P. XLDC 
■ Of J> » p r c y n. 

Trt-^T O 21 C TN, or, as the Latin* call him, P&artut* 
J; wall the Son of Pontes and Terra ; Varro fays he was. 
fhe Son of the Nymph Tbefea and Neptune, and that be- 
tides the Children he had by his Wife and Sifter C«fe, to> 
wit, the^^«y/#/^acd' Gtrgvns, he begot Tboofa, who by/ 
Neptune had a monftrous Cyclops called Polyphemus : He- 
bCgot alfb the Serpent that guarded the He/peri on Fruit r _ 
and a Daughter named &y/k. 

Medufa was one of the Gorgon** who being metamOr- 
photed* as was faid before, turned many of die People 
that lived near the Tritmian Lake into Stones, and there- 
lore the Gods out of Pity fent Perfeus, the Son ofjupi* 
Ur and Donee, to cut off her Head : He received Wingt 
for his Heels, and a Scymetar from Mercury , and a ^Shield 
in the Nature of a Looking-glafs from Pallat % and a Hel- 
met frOta_/ > ^; thus he fled to T/trteffui r a City of 
JjteAfcfrW^heie dixe&ed by his Looking^lafs^hedifpatched 

' • 1 5, Hear 
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her Head at one Blow, and putting it in a Bag that had 
been lent him by the Nymphs* he carried it to Pallas. 
From the Blood that gufhed forth from the Head of Me** 
dufq, when it was cat off, there immediately fprang forth 
the winged Horfe Pegafm t and from the Drops arofe all 
Sorts of Serpents. 

The Gorgonsyttte of two Sorts, though all came from: 
the fame Parents as Medufa. Some of them were old 
Women and grey when they were born, and therefore 
were called Graa : they dwelt in Scythia y and had one 
Eye and one Tooth in common amongft them ; thefe 
they made Ufe of When they went abroad, and at other 
Times they were laid up in a Coffer. Perfeus took both 
Eye and Tooth away from them when he was going to 
kill Medufa* nor would he reftore them till they had told 
him where the Nymphs dwelt that hacl Shoes with Wings 
to them. 

Thefe Graa, had three Sifters called G organs* their 
Heads were covered with curling Snakes, vtheynad Tufts 
like Bcres, brazen Hands and golden Wings ; they dwelt 
not far from the He/perides* in the wefterh fiarts of Iberia* 
They ufed to turn all Perfons into Stones'that they looked 
on. When Perfeus had (lain Medufa, they .flew after him 
as if they would have fwallowed him up ; but when they 
could not find him by Reafon of Pluto's Helmet,- they 
thought it proper to defift. Afterwards thefe Gorgws* 
together with other- Mo n Hers, as Centaurs, Harpies* Hj? 
dra% &c. were thrown into Hell, there to. become th* 
Tormentors of wicked Perfons. 



CHAP, 
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CHAP. L 
0/ Proteus, 

PR OTE US was another Sea-God, the Son of M- 
tuwty and the Nymph Pbanice ; or, as others will 
Lave if, of Oceanus and Tetbys ; lie lived at the Pharos of 
Alexandria^ in Quality of Herdfmen to Neptune. Going 
* to Pblegra, he married the Nymph Tonne, of whom he^ 
had Tnulus and Telegonus, two Youths, who when they 
grew up treated Strangers fo barbaroufly, that their good 
Father Proteus being unable to bear with it, got Leave 
of Neptune, to return into Egypt, and was conveyed thither 
through a long Cave which Neptune made for him under 
the Seas : Afterwards, when the News'was brought him 
that Hercules had put his Sons to Death for their Cruelty, 
ke did not fhed any Tears, becaufe they were fuch pro- 
fligate Perfons ; nor did he feem fatisned, becaufe they 
were his Sons. 5 

Befides thefe Children he had CaSera, Reti* ; z,n& Idt* 
tbea, who when Menalus was doubting whether he fhould 
rcturfn into his Country or no, gave him that Advice f 
Whereby covering himfelf and his Men with the Skins of 
Sea- Calves j oft killed, and pretending to lie aileep upon 
the Shore, where Proteus about Noon ufed to fleep 
among ft the Sea-Cattle, he feized the God, and held him- 
faft, till, after he had turned himfelf into Water, Fire, 
Wild Beafts, Trees, Birds and Serpents, he was obbged 
to return to his natural Shape, and inform them of their 
future good or ill Fortune. Orpbcus afcribes to this; 
Deity the Keys of the Sea, and makes him the univtrfah 
Principle of Nature ; He is faid to ride in a Chariot drawn 
by Sea«£attle, a Sort of Horfes with two Legs, and 
Tails like Fi(he«. 

Hiftbrians fay that Proteus was a King-pf Carpatbut, 
an Ifland in the Mediterranean Sea, and that for his grea't 
Wifdom and Juftice he was chofen King of -Egypt, nnd

after his Death deified by his People. Paris and Helen* 
in their Flight from Sparta % came to his Court, where 
ihe remained during the Siege of Trap, as Here Jet us fays ; 
after which he very honourably reftoied her to Menclauj* 
with all the Treasures Paris had brought off with her. 
The Reafon why he was faid to be the Sea-God, and the 
Feeder of the ScvCalves, is becaufe his Dominion lay 
npon the Sea-fide, and his Subjects were very wett killed 
in maritime Affairs. 



C H A P. U. 
Of Castor and Pollux. 

TH £ Original cf thefc two Gods was this ; Jupitar 
in the Shape of a Swan, fang to very, charmingly*, 
that Ltda fell in Love with, him; or, .as others tayv 
was purfned in that Shape by an Eagle, and took Refuge- 
in Leddt Bofont; me bore him an£gg, of which werej* 
hatched Ca/hr> Pollux* and Helena,: Many fay, there 
were two Eggs, and that from one fprang Pollux and 
Caftor r from the other Helena* Gfyummftra and Tim*** 
dra j or, as the beft Accounts-have it v Pollux and Helena* 
eamethe Egg that Ltda conceived of Jupiter y the, reft 
were her Children by TynaUofus, who therefore were- 
mortal* and the others immortal. 

However* they are called Tyndarhda, and were bom, 
at Pap»nus f an Ifland belonging to LactcUemon ; though* 
there was a great Controverfy between the Spartans and 
MeJ/btiansy whofe Country Gods, thefe were. • Jupiter 
tranflated the Form of a Swan, that he made Ufe of, in* 
to Heaven, and fent Mercury to remove thefe Youths. 
from their Birth-place to Pellene, in Order to be educated 
there* Afterwards, when J a/on was preparing to fail 
lor the (golden Fleece, amongft other adventurous Heroes, 
tame Ca0** iacL Pollux* and behaved themfelves very 

gallantly 
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gallantly throughout all the Voyage. When they put in 
for Water at the Shore of the &ebrycians> Amy cms, the 
Son of Neptune King of the Country, challenged all 
the Argonaut* to box with him, as ms Practice was to> 
kill Strangers, by forcing them to a Battle of Fiftycuffaj. 
Pollux engaged with him, and flew hi<n, with many o- 
thtts of the Bebrycians. Mver the Colchiau Expedition* 
thefe two did great Service in clearing the Seas of i- 
sates, and made War upon Athens* for the Recovery of 
their Sifter Helen, who had been ftolen away by Tbejeur% 
and having ftormed the City, and recovered tylen, were 
fi> merciful as to fpare all the Athenians, except an old 
Woman, JEtbra, the Mother of Tbefeus, whom they 
carried away captive. From that Time all merciful King* 
and Saw jours • ef tbeir Country^ were called Diofcuri, that 
is, the Sons $fJnpUer r as were Caftor and Pollux. Aftet 
this* they fell in Love with two Sillers, Pbmhe and Tn- 
hyra, the Daughters of Leucippui and Arftnoe, took them 
from their Father, and did noi fcruple to do the fame 
'Thing to others, which they took fo heinoufly at the 
Hand ofTBefm* Some talk of a Son that Pollux had by 
Pbatbe,. called Mne/tbus, and of another that Caftor ha<$ 
by Talayra, named Anogon t Thofe Sifters were contracted 
90 Lynceus and Ida, the Sons of Apbareu*, who in revenge 
fought the Ravifhers near the Mountain Taygetue ; in the; 
Battle Caftor was killed by Lynceus, as Lynceus ^was by 
Pollux wkh a Stone Pillaf; upon which Pollux eredked 
, a. Trophy : Pcktuc hkafelf had been wounded by Ida, if 
Jupiter had not (truck him with Thunder. However, 
Caftor being flain, Pollux begged of Jupiter to make him 
immortal, which not being poffible, he, obtained that he 
might impart half his own Immortality to his Brother: 
So that each of them are faid to live and. die every other 
Day. After the Death of Caftor y there was a Dance in- 
ftituted in Memory of him, called the Caftorean Dance* 
to be performed by young Men in Armout. 

The Reafoh why thefe Gods are fuppofed favourable 
to Maxinm is this ^ When the Argfttauts failed firft from* 

&igfmm± 
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Sfgaum, they were encountered with a great Storm, and 
Orpheus was making Vows for the Safety of the Ship, 
when two Grange Fires appeared playing about the 
Heads ofCaftor and Pollux; there following immediately 
a wonderful Calm, it was thought there was fomething 
divine in thefe Youths ; and ever after when fuch Fires 
appeared, it was believed they were fent by their Coin- 
mand ; and when theft Meteors came together, they were 
efteemed favourable to Mariners, and called by their 
Names Caftor and Pollux : When one only was. feen, it 
was looked upon as' dangerous, and termed Helena. 

White Lambs were facrificed to thefe Gods, in Token 
of their benign Afpe&s. The Cephalenfes were their 
greateft Admirers ; they ranked them amongft their 
Magni Dei, Gods of the higheft Order, and Men com- 
monly fwore by them. -They had a Temple confecra- 
ted to them in the Forum of Rc^me, becaufe it was 
1 thought that in the Battle with the Latins they came 
into the Field, riding en white Horfes, and by their 
Conduct inclined the Victory, which before flood doubt- 
ful, to the' Side of the Romans. It is faid they were bu- 
lied in a Place belonging. to the Lacedamonians $ and 
that it was forty Years after their Death before they 
were ^received w into the Number of Gods, and called 
Gemini. 



[CHAP. LIL 

Of M o h v s. 

7T? OL US, the Emperor of the Winds, was the Son 
jTTi of Hippotas ; his Mother was Menecla, the Daugh- 
ter of Hyllus King of Lipara : He dweh in the ifland of 
$tr**zyk % one of the (even- Iflands that are called jEotian* 

as 
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as being all under the Dominion tfjEofus. Some faid 
that Strengyle, others that Lipara, was the Habitation 
and Workhoufe of Vulcan* and this was confirmed by 
the Stones that were thrown out of it upon fiery Erup- 
tions. The Ancients nfed to depofit rough Iron, and 
the Reward for working it into Swords, or other necef- 
fary Utenfils, and find them ready upon the Shore the 
next Morning. 

' JBttus, according to feme Authors, had his Seat at 
Rbtgium in Italy : He had an univerfal Power over the 
Winds, which he confined in a vaft Prifon, and chained 
them fo, as that they fhould not be able to contend *ith 
one another; for before he had this Command over 
them, they had, many Combats, in which Cities were 
overthrown, and Countries totally deftroyed : For where* 
as Sicily was -joined to Italy,, they divided them ; and 
whereas before there was no Mediterranean Sea, the Force 
of a Tempeft tore the Earth, and theWaters entering by 
CaJpe, made that Sea, which is within the Land, and is 
a Boundary to Africa and Em ope ; for the Land was low, 
and fo eafilv covered with Water ; but the Mountains 
ftill appeared, an i became fo many Iflands. 

The Winds were likewife called Ybracian, becaufe tJ ey 
were thought to blow out of Thrace, and that they, had 
their Dwelling there, in a great Cave. 

The jfcolian Iflands, fome Authors fay, for a long 
Time lay defart, till Liparas, the Son of Anfinis, having 
fome Contentions with his Brothers, came thither with 
a Fleet and Colony, and called one of them Lipara* 
When he grew old, JEolus, the Son of Hippo**/, married 
his Daughter Cyane, and gathering many People toge- 
ther, caufed all the reft of the feven Iflands to be inha* 
bited. 

He was hofpitable both to Gods and Men, juft to his 
Subje&s, fkilful in warlike Affairs, and accomplifhed in 
all Sorts of human Prudence. He is faid to have invent- 
ed Sails for his Shipping. Living in fuch. roufch and 
mountainous Places, by the Flux and Reflux of the Sea,

TT I S Parentage is unknown j his Refidenec was ofo- 
fl ally in fomeCave or other of Thrace. The StOryr 
Sat goes of him is, that feeing Orithyia, the Daughters 
cf Eridkeus King of Atkins* gathering Flowers with he* 
Damfels near a River Side, he fell in Love with her^ 
raviflied her, and carried herinto Thrace.. Wken Xerxes* 
had failed with his wonderous Fleet crofs the Hellefptmt^ 
Upon a, Defign to ravage Greece, the Athenians were com* 
manded to call their Son-in-law Boreas to their Affiftance, 
who (battered the Perfian Fleet to fuch a Begree, that 
the beft Past >of it. was left or difabled. fioteas had by: 
Qrithyia (oat Daughters, UpJs, Laxo, Hecaerge, and Cleo~ 
fafra, otherwife called Arplice ; and two Sons* Zete* 
and Calais, who failed witji the other Argonauts to Ca/- 
#&/ ; When they arrived at Phineus's Court, they drove 
the Harpies from his Table. They were themfelves after- 
wards killed by Hercules, either in dividing the Prefent 
that Jafon made to the IJeroes $hat accompanied him, ot 
fcecaufe they were againft the Ship's returning into Myjsa^ 
or out of Envy r becaufe they out-ran him,, being very 
fwift of Foot, and having the Power befides of flyings 
or N elfe in Revenge, becaufe their Father Boreas fent a 
Tempeft upon the lOand Gas* Befides QrHByia, Boreas' 
jjavift*ed ChJari*,' the Daughter of ArcJurus, and took her* 
wiifch him to. the. Hill Nipbates,, which, for a long Time 

*wa* 
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was called the Bed of Boreas, but afterwards had the* 
Name of Camcafut j of her he begat Hyrpace. 



CHAP. LIV. 
Of Scylla and Charybdis. 

TH ES B were two Monfters in the Sicilian Streigbtr, 
famous for their Enmity towards Mariners ; the 
fbrmerw^s the Daughter of Pboronis and Hecate, ani 
haying been familiar with Neptune* Ampbitrite was fo 
provoked with Jealoufy, that (he caft a certain Poifon 
. into the Fountain that Scylla ufed to bathe in ; throwing 
her into a Fit of Madneis, (he leaped into the Sea, and 
W,as changed into a Monfler ; others fay it was Glaucus 
/he had to do with, and that Circe was the jealous Rival 
that poifoned the Fountain ; that Scylla feeing her lower 
Parts going into Dog's, Snake's and Dolphin's Tails, (he 
drowned herfelf out of Defpair. Some confound this 
with another Scylla*, the Daughter of Ny/us, King of the 
Megaren/es, who from the Walls falling in Love with 
Mines, who beiieged the City Mcgara, Betrayed her Fa* 
ther into his Hands, by cutting off a purple Lock of 
Hair, which as long as Ny/us wore, the Oracle had pro- 
nounced him immortal ; that finding herfelf defpifed by 
Minos, who detefted her Treachery, Ihe threw herfelf 
into the Sea, v and had Dogs joined to her by the Gods to 
be her Tormentors, and to make her not only mon&rous, 
but miferable : Others again change her into a Lark, and 
her Father. into an Ha*wk, which bears an irreconcileable 
Averfion to the other : P/iufanias fays ihe was neither 
mctamorphof°d into a Bird nor a Monfter, but thrown 
into the Sea by AfwAOrder, and toffed by die Waves, 
till ihe was carried to the ScylUan Promontory, where he? 

Corps 
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Corps lay unburied, till ir was devoured by Biro's, which 
give Occafion to the Story. Which of the two Scy lid's 
this was is uncertain. . She is varioufly defcribed; moll 
agree, that fhe had a Multitude of Heads and Ne:ks Co 
]png y that they could reach and attack a Ship at a very 
great Diftance : Whofoever failed by that Place were in- 
fallibly fhipwrecked, and devoured by thefe Monfters. 

Cbarybdis was a very ravenous and rapacious Woman, 
who having ftolen fome Oxen from Hercules, that he had 
taken from Geryen, was thunder-itruck by Jupiter, and 
transformed into a Sea-Monfter. Some affirm, that Her- 
cules killed her himfelf, others that Scyla committed 
this Robbery, and was killed for it by Hercules, but that 
by» the Care of her Father Pborcus (he was put into a 
Cauldron, and Hewed in it fo long that fhe came to Life 
again. , 

. ScylUt and Cbarybdis were Rocks, and Eddys, lying in 
the Streights between Italy and Sicily, through which. 
Hercules pafled with much Loft and Danger; but he af- 
terwards, by Engines of his own Invention, cleared the 
Seas fo effectually, and rendered them £o navigable, that 
fince that Time there has been nothing heard of them. 



C H A P. LV. 

0/ A r i o n. ; - • ' 

ARION was born at Metbyma, of^vfiat Parent! 
it is uncertain : He was an admirable Harper, ani 
a famous Ditbyrambick Poet, if not the Inventor of the 
Cyclian Chorus i He flourifhed in the Court of Periander f 
Tyrant of Corintb, where after he had for fome Time re- 
sided, he had a Defire to vifit Italy and Sicily j whence 
alfo after fome Stay, and vaft Riches acquired by his Mu- 
fick, he propofed to return to Corintb. At the Port of 

Tartntum^ 
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Tarentum, he refolved to trull himfclf with none but 
Corinthian Mariners ; they being put out pretty far froih 
Land", after fome Conference with themfelves, com- 
manded Arion to deliver all his Wealth up to them, and 
to throw himfelf into the Sea, unlefs he had a Mind to 
difpatch himfelf fome other Way. He feeing it in vain 
to refift, brought them out his Money ; defirlng Leave 
only to play them one Tune before he left the Ship, 
thinking, that by the Sight of the Gold, and the Sweet- 
nefs of the Mufick, they might poffibly be mollified ; 
this proving in vain, he fummoned up all his Skill, and 
going off with a Flourish called Lex Orthia, threw him- 
ielf with his Harp, Garland, and the reft of his Apparel, 
into the Sea, the Sailors purfued their Voyage, whilft 
Arion was carried along by one of the Dolphins, that 
liftened in Crowds to his Melody, and fet fafe on the 
Shore of Tanarm, from whence he. ftraightway went to 
Corinth, and told his Story to the King. Pcriander be- 
Eeving it to be a Fiction, kept him in Prifbn till fuch 
Time as the Mariners arrived there ; then afking what 
News they had heard of Arion, they faying they had 
left him well at Tarentum, he brought Arion before them, 
in the very Habit he was in when he leaped into the Sea ; 
they were fo furprized at the Sight, that they confeffed 
the Fadt, and were punifhed as they deferved. Arion in 
a fhort Time recovered Wealth again, and the Dolphin % 
for his good Services, was made a Conftellation. 



CHAP. 
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CHAP. LVI. 

Of the Infernal Regions ; and ef Acheron* 
Styx, Cocytixs, and Periphlegetbon. 

PLATO fays that Apollo and Ops brought certain 
Tables of Brafs from amongft the Hyperboreans, to 
Deles, in which it was written, that when the Soul, was 
releafed from the fiody, it went tb an unknown fubterra- 
neons Receptacle, where Pluto had a Court not lefs than 
that of Jupiter. For the Earth is the Middle of the Globe, 
the upper Hemifphere is poflefled by Jupitir and his OfF- 
{ptine, and the, lower by his Brother Pluto: But before 
' any Approach can be made to the Court of Pluto 9 wh^re 
an Iron Gate, with moft firm Bars, fecures the Entrance,, 
the River Acheron* Cocytus, and many other Difficulties 
mult be paffed ; of which hereafter. 

Acheron was the Son of Certs, born in a Cave, con- 
ceived without a Father ; or, as others will have it, the 
Son of Titan and Terra. The Beafons of his being fent 
to the Infernal Regions are various; one of them is, that 
be furnilhed the Titans with Water when they fought 
againft the Gods ; nor is it more certain, whether it be 
a River in the Country of the Cimmerians, which, ac- 
cording to Homer, is one Day's Journey from Circe, a „ 
Mountain in the Country of the Latins t where he like- 
wife places Cocytus ; or whether it be the fame with thofe 
hot, unpleafant, Sinking, bitter Waters, which flow 
from the dark Cavities that are on the Coaft of Italy, near 
the Promontory of My/enus, and the Bay of Bai<c}*or 
elfe has its Rife in Epirus 9 flowing from the Acherufiam 
ten, near the City Pandofia, and afterwards falling into 
the. Bay of Ambracia. 

Diodorus Siculns fays, that the Hell of the Greeks, and 
tie PaiTage over the River Acheron in a Boat, was only 

at

Mi Imitatibn of the Egyptian Funeral*, and that the 
feigned Meadows* and Habitation of the Dead, were 
Places near the Acherufian Lake, whither the Egyptian* 
fifed to carry their dead Bodies, to be depofited in the 
Sepulchres there ere&ed for them. 

Styx is the next; River, faid to flow out of a Rock in 
the infernal Regions. It is not agreed whofe Daughter 
(he was, whether of Oceanus^ Acheron, or Terra. She 
was a very ancient Goddefs, who had a magnificent Pa* 
lace, far from the fupernal Regions, with Pillars of Mar*, 
ble and Silver, that reached to Heaven: She was thought 
to have been married to Pallas, or Piras, by whom flic 
had Hydra. Viclor was her Daughter by Acheron; when 
her Daughters,' Vi&ory, Force, Strength and Zeal, had* 
affiftcd Jupiter again it the Titans, he gave Styx thU 
Dignity and Pre-eminence, that the mo/i folemn Oath 
of the Gods fhould be by her Deity. When any of the 
Gqds were fuppofed to have told a Lie, Jupiter ferit 
Iris to fetch a Golden Cup full of the Stygian Water, 
. which the God was to drink, and if he proved perjured, 
he was to be deprived of his Neclar and Ambrojia, and 
lie fifcnt, and in a Lethargy, for* the Space of a Twelve- 
month, and for nine Years longer he was feparated from 
the other Gods, fo as not to be admitted to their Ban* 
«juets or Councils : Others are of Opinion, that this Ho- 
nour was given to Styx, becaufe fhe difcovered the Con- 
f piracy of the Gods againft Jupiter, when they went 
about to bind hinu 

Authors have had feveral Controverfies where the River 
Styx might take its Rife ; fome fay near the Bay of Baia, 
and the Lake of Avernus, which was thought to be the 
Entrance of Hell, and to ferid forth fuch llinking Va- 
pours, that the Birds fell down dead that endeavoured 
to fly over it ; all this was imagined to have been a Fable 
invented by the Pr lefts, to keep fo fine and delicious a 
Country to themfelves, by frightening others from dar- 
ing to approach it. Others fay, it was a River of Ar- 
cadia, falling out of a high Rock near the City Nona- 
cri$% that the Water of the Spring was of fo poifonous 

and 
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and cold a Nature, that it would difiblve all Metals, and 
that no Veflel could hold it: It is laid that Alexander 
was poifoned with it, and that it was carried to him in 
an Afs's Hoof; the Waters of the River Styx were of an 
Azure Colour, and the Fifties in it were little more than 
the Shadows and Appearances of them. 

Cocytus and Periphlegethon flow out of Styx, but by 
contrary Ways, and at lad meet again to increafe jjjie 
immenfe Waters of Acbencn. 

Acheron is fo called, as being deprived of Joy, whence 
Storms of Grief and Trouble are faid to flow from it, 
either becaufe of the Tears of Relations that accompany 
the Dead, or becaufe the Memory of paft A&ions is the 
firft River of Trouble that is to be parted over by the 
Souls of the Deceafed, where they muft part with their 
Wealth, Honours, and all their outward Ornaments. 
Styx, which denotes fomething hateful, is the next Ri- 
ver to be pafl"ed over, for then they begin to hate their 
former Courfe of Life and Vanity ; Cocytus is the Lamen- 
tation 'they make for paft Mifcarriages, and the Dread 
they have of future Punilhments, which they will foon 
find after they have gone over the flaming Streams of 
Phlegethon. 



CHAP. LVIL 
Of Charon and Cerberus. 

CH A RO N was the Son of Ere bus and Nox, who, 
according to Hejiod, were Parents to moft of the 
Monfters of Hell. He was the Ferryman, that in his 
Weather-beaten open boat, carried the Souls of the 
Dead over the forementioned Rivers \ He was a very old 
Man, fat and nafty, with a grey Beard, long and bufhy; 
with fore fiery eyes, and cloathed in Rags that would 

1 fcarce 
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fcarce hang upon his Shoulders. He was of a rough, 
faucy Temper, and made no Diftin&ion between Kings 
and Subjects, feeing that the Rich and Poor, the Beau- 
tiful and deformed, were all alike naked, and deftitut* 
of every Thing ; however, he exacted his Fare, which 
was generally On© Halfpenny, but never exceeded three, 
and this was put by the furviving Friends into the Mouth 
Of the deceased. The Hermonienfes were the only People 
that could obtain their Paflage without it, becaufe Hell 
was but a little Way diftant from their own Country. 
When the Bodies had no Burial, the Souls were forced 
to wander for the Space ; of an hundred Years upon the 
Banks of the River, before they could be ferried over; 
fome living Perfons gained Paflage in this Boat, and re- 
turned to this World again, as Hercules y Ulyjfes* Orpheus 9 
JEneas and Tbefeus. 

Beyond the Rivers in a vaft Den, before the Gates of 
Pluto's Palace, lies a moft fierce Dog, called Cerberus, 
who fawns upon all Perfons that enter; but frightens 
them from venturing out again with his hideous bark- 
ing ; or, if they be fo bold as to do it, he devours them 
immediately. He was born of Typbon and Echidna ; 
though his Shape be like a Dog, yet he has the Tail of 
a Dragon, and mftead of Hair, Jiis Back is covered with 
the Heads of all Sorts of Serpents. He has three Necks % 
and Heads, though Hefiod gives him fifty, and others 
an hundred. 

The Shrilnefs of his Voice, the Foam of his Mouths, 
the Stench of his Breath, and his Chain compofed of 
Dragons twined together, do all contribute to render him 
ftill more terrible i yet Hercules brought him from Hell 
by the Way of Ttenarus, and by his Relu&ancy when, he 
faw the Light, there fell from him a Foam, that pro- 
duced the poifonous Herb called Ac outturn > or the Wolf* 



CHAP 
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chap/ lviii. 

Of the PARC 45. 



SINCE none of the Things before-mentioned, or 
anjr other, could happen without the Approbation 
and Command of the Parae % it is not improper to fpeak 
of them in this flace. They were three Sifters, always 
of the fame Mind, fo that though there was a Difagree- 
ment fometimes among the other Gods, yet no Diffe- 
rence was ever known to have been between them. 
Their Names were Clot ho, Lache/ts, and Atropos, Sifters 
to the H$r<e, and Daughters of Jupiter and Themis ; 
others fay, they were the Daughters of Jupiter and Noxi 
ethers of Neceffity, others of Oceanus } and others, that 
they were born at the fame Time with Pom, out of that 
unfhapen, and cdhfufed Matter called Chaos, and that 
they betook themfelves to a high, gloomy, ftrong Mar- 
ble Cave, from whence they could take their Flight at 
Pleafure to diftribute Good or Evil to Mortals. The/ 
were the Secretaries to the Gods, and at the Moment of 
the Birth of any Perfon, decreed what ihould happen to 
kirn. 

They are defcribed as cloathed in White, bordered 
with Purple, and holding an Adamantine Diftaff, which 
reaches from one End of the World to the other ; they 
fit on Thrones,' with Crowns on their Heads : They-re- 
prefent unto us all Sorts of Time, paft, prefent, and to 
come ; and the Birth, Growth, and End of all Things, is 
attributed to them, under the Notion that one draws out 
the fatal Thread of Life, "the other wraps it abojit thd 
Spindle, and the third cuts it off, when it is their Will 
to finifh it. 

Venus Caleflis has been reputed the eldeftof the Fates, 
fo has 7«///*r himfelf, and Mars, been reckoned, among ft 
them. Lmus DiUus, an ancient Compofer of Hymns 
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to due Gods, fays, that Lucina, called Prepmene* wal 
one of them, and that (he was much elder than Saturn. 
At Megara was the Statue of Jupker Ofympjus, made of 
Gold and Ivory by Tbfjcomus, which bore upon its Head 
the Hours and the Deftinies* . 

The Antients thought that whatever was born or 
produced, whether Animals, Buildings, or Cities, had not 
only their proper Genius, but were placed under the 
Power of a Deftiny of their own ; fo- that after a *ertauat 
Number of Days or Years, they mail peri(h -by Sword, 
Fire, Sicknefs, or fome other Sort of Deftru&ion, which 
could not be avoided by any Hum ah Prudence. And 
this Opinion went fo far, that it was believed that Dtjtt- 
tty was fo ftrong that no God could efcape it. 



CHAP. LIX. 
Of Minos, Rhadamanthus, m&* 

WHEN the Dead were entered into P////*VPaIaeev 
they were brought before 1 , threefevere and juft 
Judges, who examining into the Anions of their Lives, 
might allot them Rewards and Puniibmen its according to 
their Demerits. ' » . . « . 

The firft of thefe Judges was M*rtf,'jeh*Soir of J#* 
piter by Europa, and Brother of Rh adamant bus and Sdrpe* 
don ;-becaufe his Birth was thought to be 'illegitimate, 
after the Death of Jupiter After i us, the Cretans* would 
not permit him to fucceed in 'his* Father's Kingdom'; 
•but he> to perfuade them that it was the Divine Pleafure 
that he mould reign, prayed for fome Sign from Nep- 
tune, which was granted, and a Horfe rofe fuddenly out 
of the Sea, arid thereupon he obtained the Empire : That 
•is, as Hiftorians will have it, he brought a formidable 
K Fleet

Fleet before the Ifland, and forced them to fubmit to hif 
Power : Others fay that he was a Stranger, others that 
he was a Native of Crete, but not the •$$* of Jupiter, 
and that he was called fo from his Juftice : He was like- 
wife called the Difciple and familiar Friend of Jupiter* 
who kept him nine Years in a Cave, to teach him whole- 
fome Laws for the Government of his people. As for 
other Matters relating to Minos, they will be ipoke of in 
their proper Places. 

. Rhadamanthus was likewife the Son of Jupiter Afte-. 
rius. There is a Story, that having flain his Brother, he 
fled to JBchalia, a City in Baotia, where he married 
Mcmena, that had been the Wife of Amphitryon , c This 
is agreed, that he was the moll temperate Man of his 
Time, and excelled amongft the Lawgivers of Crete, 
who were very good and very juft Men; his particular 
"Province was to enquire into the Crimes which Men had, 
committed when alive, and to bring fuch to Confeflion, 
as enjoying themfelves with Impunity, had deferred their 
Repentance till their Death. 

JEacus was the Son of Jupiter and jEgina, whom 
Jupiter lay with under the Refcmblance of Fire, in an 
Jfland that afterwards went by her Name. It~is -repott- 
ed, that when the Inhabitants of JEgina weredeftroyed 
hy a Plague, JSaeus prayed to his Father, that by 
fome Means he would repair the Lofs of his Subjects : 
Jupiter, out pf Companion, changed all the Ants in the 
Jfland into Men and Women, who from a, Greek Word 
that iignUies Ants, were called Myrmidones, "and were fo 
indultriotts a People as to become famous for their Ships 
and.Navigation. The Truth of the Story is faid to be, 
that when the Pirates had deftroyed the Inhabitants of 
the ifland, and that the few that remained were fuch as 
hid themfelves in Cavrs and Holes for Fear of them, 
jEucus encouraged them fo far, as to make the*n build 
Houfes, and fow Corn, andlaaght them Military Dif- 
cipline, and how to fet out and man a Fleet, by which 
Means they durft creep out of their Holes where they 

lived 
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lived like Ants, and appear in the World as Men and 
Mariner*. 

jEacus had three Sons, P hocus by Pfamenathe, a 
Daughter of Nereus, and Ttlambn and P*&*/ by Eudait, 
a Daughter of Chiron ; through his whole Courfe of Life 
he was of great Repute and Authority, by fteafou of his 
Juftice and Piety, infomuch that when there was an uni- 
verfaf Drought throughout all Greece, (as had been faid 
before) he was nominated by the Delphi ck Oracle to in- 
tercede with Jupiter for Rain, which was fent them upon 

•'His Supplication. 

It was decreed by Jove, that Rb adamant bus fhould 
judge the Afiatics, JEacus the Europeans, and that the 
Office of Minos fhould be, when any Thing was difficult, 
to take the Matter into his Cognizance, and givethe de- 
cifive Sentence; and therefore JEacus, and Rhadamanthus 
had only plain Rods, but Minos fat above, them in a 

' Throne by hirafelf, and held a Golden Sceptre ; the Place 
of Judicature was a large Meadow, called the Field of 
Truth, out of which there were two Paflages, one to 
the Ely/tan Fields, and the other to Tartarus. Plato and 
7'ul/y ipeak of Triptolemus, as a fourth Judge added to 
their Number, 



C H A P. LX. 

0//fe EUMENIDES ^ FtTRIE S. 

BECAUSE many Crimes were committed in fc- ' 
cret, fo as that no Witnefs could drfcover ttem, it 
was necefTary "for the Judges to have fuch Officers, as by 
wonderful and various Tortures fhould make the Crimi- 
nals confefs them ; ancl to this End the Eumenidts, other- 
wife called the Erinnyes, Dir<e K Sever*, or Furies, be- 
, i»g the Meffengers both of theCeleftial and Terreftria! 

K 2 y*pit*r% r 
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Jupiter, were always attendant upon the Sentence. They 
^vere called Furies, from that Madnefs which attendt 
guilty Perfons upon'the Confcioufnefs of their Villainies ; 
Erinnyes, from the Indignation and Commotions they raife 
in the Mind by their Severity ; and Enmenides, becaufe 
' they will be appealed by thofe who are Supplicants to 
them, as they were hy Oreftes at Argot, upon his follow* 
- in£ the Advice of Pallas. 

It is not eajy, in fo great a Variety, to determine whe- 
ther tjiey were the Daughters of Wox, or Nox and Actfe T 
r ron, or of Terra' and the Blood of Saturn, or of the ' 
Earth and Darkne/s, or of Eris, that is, Contention, or of 
Terreflrial Jupiter. 

They were defcribed with Snakes rnftead of Hair, and 
Eyes like Lightning ; they carried I ton Chains and Whips 
in one Hand, arid flaming. Torches in the other, which. < 
gave a difmal Light, but fuch as could difcover Crimes, 
and kindle a Flame in the Breafts of the Guilty that is 
hot to be extinguifhea* : Their Feet were of Brafs, be- 
' caufe their Motions are fometimes flow, but fleady and 
certain. They were Attendants in the Porch of Piuto's 
Palace, who appointed them to be the Puniftiers of foch 
as took falfe Oaths, or opprefled the Poor j as Kkewife 
at the Throne of Jo<ve, and therefore they had Wings 
to fupport their fwift PafTage through the Air, when they 
firuck Terror, and carried fuch Panifhments and Cafa. 
unities, as the Gods commanded to be inflicted upon Mor- 
tals, whether they were famine, Wars or Peftilence. 

Their Names were Tyjiphone, Ale 80, and Meg<era: 
They delighted in the Gloominefs of the Night, and in 
black Garments ; they dwelt in a dark Cave near the 
River Styx, and were always hovering about Perfons that 
had ill Defigns, and made ufe of wicked Counfels, and 
indirect Pra&ices. 

Being fo terrible in all Circtimftances, it is no Wonder 

that they were (o revered in 4 all Nations, that they fcarce 

durft to name them. Oreftes declared as much to Ipbi- 

genia his Sifter at Tauris\ When he related the Miseries he 

• « 2 fufFered 
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f offered for the Murder af Clytemnefira his Mother : 0/~ 
4///1U, indeed, when blind, and raving, went into theic- 
Grove to the Admiration of all the People of Anita* 
who; being in. their right Senfes, durft not look upon it. 

They were reputed fo implacable, that if any Perfoiu 
who was polluted with Murder, Inceft, or any other 

freat Impiety, fhould come into the Tempje. that wa* 
edicated-to theni by Qreftes IxLCyrenea, a Town of Ar- 
eadia, they immediately became mad, and were hurried 
about from Place, to Place, with- the moil reftlefs and 
dreadful Tortures. 

And yet thefe moft fevere GoddefTes could not efcape 
the, Force of Love ; for Tyfipbone became enamoured of* 
a beautiful Lad called Cytb*ron> and got a Meflage de- 
livered to him. concerning her Pajfion, which he neglect- 
ing, and taking an Avernon to her frightful Figure, ftie 
drew one of her. Snakes ou*x>£ her Hair, ^6. threw it at 
him, which twined roundabout his Body, and ftrangled 
him ; all the Comfort he had, is % that the Gods changed* 
ham into a Mountain of his own Name. 

They were .worshipped at Cafina in Arcadia^ and a&. 
Carmia in Peloponnefus ; they had a Temple at Athens 
near the Areopagus, and their Priefts were chofen from 
amongft thofe Judges who fat there ; their greateft So- 
lemnities were at Telpbufia, a City, of Arcadia, where a. 
Hack Ewe with Lamb uled to.be burnt whole to them ; 
their Priefteffes were called Hefychidee y and their Sacri- 
fices ufed to be performed in the dead Time of the Night 
and amidft a profound Silence j and therefore before the. 
Other Solemnities began a Ram was offered to Hcrus* 
who bad a Chapel amongft the Cydonians ; Wine was 
not ufed, but fair Water, or a Liquor made of Honey ; 
the Garlands were compofed of the NarciJJfos Flowers, 
intermixed with Crocus**. The Enchantrefles ufed a great 
many Ceremonies, to gain the Afliftance of the Eume- 
xie&Sp as well as the Parca, towards the^ccomplifhment 
of their Defigns, as may be feen amongft the Poets, by 
the Methods which Medea took for {he Prefervation of

frifhed the Sins th*t fprang from Hatred and Anger, M- 
j *r« thole from Envy, and AUQa fuch as accompany the 
wfatiable Purfuit of Riches and Pleafute. Some thought 
there was but one Eritmys, named AAraftia, that ihe was 
the Daughter of Jupiter and Necejfity, the Revenger of 
Impieties, that laid hold of all Souls, no^vith landing 
their various Turns and Subterfuges, brought them to 
Juftice and Punifhment, and funk them into moll pro- 
found, unheard of and eternal Darknefs. 



CHAP. LXI. 

0/ T A R T A R U S- 

TJRTJRUS, or Barathrum, is the Place of Pu- 
nimments, which never enjoys any Light, and 
from which" there is no Deliverance, whither the Con- 
demned are carried, and caft headlong by the Furies. 
Tartarus was born of the confufed Matter called Chaos, 
and was of the fame Age with Nox. 

There is' the fameDSance between the Earth and Tar~ 
tarus, that is between Heaven and the Earth ; for if a 
Weight were let down from Heaven, it would be nine 
Days in its falling to the Earth, and fo it would be like- 
wift from thence to Tartarus. 

Ir ; s a Pit of a vaft Widenefs, furrounded with Brafs, 
whofe 7a*vement is fi kewie of folid Brafs, and i s Gates 
and Barriers of the fame Metal, where the Souls of 
Offenders are held in Bands, that are incvitable'and in- 
diiTolvable.

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CHAP. LXII. 

Of N <nt, and her Offsprings as Death, 
Sleep, &V. , 

' * ^ 

NO if was a Goddcfs had i n gfjft lJggaftttf agrtohgft 
the Ancients, who thougJpJ^Bw eldefi of air 
the Gods, fince me pone/Ted all Space, before they were 
born, or die unfhapen Matter called Chaos had any Be- 
ing ; others thought that fhe came out of that undigelted 
Matter ; and others who owned her Antiquity, yet did 
lK>t allow her a Being, till the Frame of the Univerfe 
was fet in Oraer. Orpheus called bet the Mother of the 
Gods and Men, and that all Things had their Begin- 
ning from her. 

1 he Poets fancied her to be drawn in a Chariot with 
two Horfes, before which feveral Stars went as Harbin- 
gers' ; that fhe, was crowned with Poppies, and her Gar- 
ments were black, with a black Veil over her Counte- 
nance, and that. Stars followed in the fame Manner as 
ihty preceded her ; that upon the Departure of the Day, 
ihe arofe from the Ocean, or rather from Erebus, and ' 
encompaffed the Earth with her fable Wings. 

The Sacrifice proper to her was a Cock, being a Bird 
that is an Ene'my to Silence. 

Befides Lyffa, or Madnefs, and Eris, or Contention, 
that were her Daughters, (he had a numerous Offspring, 
. as Evil Fate, Black Deft my, Death, Sleep, and a Multi- 
tude of Dreams, all which proceeded from her without 
a Father. Other Genealogies reckon the Children of 
Nox and Erebus to have been Love, Deceit, Fear, La~ 
bour, Emulation, Fate, Old' Age, Death, Darknefs, Mi~ 
fery, Complaint, Partiality, Cheating, Obftinacy, the 
Pare* and Dreams ; all which, together with Falfe Hopes, 
Want, Cares, Difeafes, Hunger and Wars, lie Attendants. 
x * K 4 before 
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before the Palace of Pluto, and as Guards and Tormen- 
tors of Souls condemned to Tartarus. 

Death, Night, and Sleep have fo near a Refemblance, 
that they are promifcuoufly . taken for one another a- 
xnongft the Poet?, who give this farther Account of 
them. 

Mors, or Death, is the only and moft powerful Mi* 
uifter of the Infernal Deities, that brings all Mortals down 
to the River Acheron. She was educated with more than 
ordinary Care by her Mother Nox, and had a peculiar 
Affe&ion for her Brother Sctrmtu ; amongft the Eleans, 
there was a Temple* with the Statue of a Woman, that 
held two Boys afleep, in the right Hand a £hiteone, 
aad in the. Left a black, having both of them. their Legs 
diftorted ; the Infcription purported, that one of them 
was Sleep , the other Death, and the Female that nosi-*. 
rifted them was Night. , 

If any Sacrifice was-grateful to her, it was a Cock ; 
but no Sacrifices, no Temples, no Priefts nor ceremo- 
nial Rites were appointed for her, becaufe fhe was looked 
upon as amaft rigid. Deity, whom no Prayers can move, 
no Sacrifices pacify; and yet this very Goddefs was fent 
to Mankind as a Remedy of all Evils, and the End of 
all Grief and Mifery, and is as much to be defi red by 
good Men, when the Laws of Nature will permit her to 
come, as fhe , is dreaded by Men of wicked Lives and 
affrighted Confeiences, 

Sornuuj, gr Sleep, is defcribed with Wings, becaufe it 
goes throughout all the World, with a Speed incredible, - 
and feizes upon the Eyes of Mortals with a filent Sur- 
prise, and a p leafing Softnefs. Hence it is faid to be 
{ont down from, Heaven, as the greatefl Bleffing that 
can come from thence,' to eafe all Care, and to repair 
the Infirmities of weakened Nature. "The Poets defcribe 
his Palace with Abundance of Beauties, in which he had . 
a Thfcufand, or rather an infinite Number of Sons, but 
three taken Notice of mere particularly; that is, Morpheas, 
who imitates Mankind , and all their Habits and Aclions : 
Icclcs, as he. is called by the Gojds, and Phoettor by Mor- 
als,

tals, who raifes the Images of all other Animal*; and/ 
Bbantafosy who defcribet ' the Pictures of Riven, Moan- 
tains, and all other Things that are inanimate. SZwpha* 
two Gates, through which he fends his Dreams ; one i» 
of £fcr», by which they pafs, which carry Truth along 
with them; the other is I*umy 9 whence come.fudk 
Dreams as carry falfe Appearances with them,, and aw 
dangerous to be trailed. , .

Of the Perfons tormented in Tartarus; ** 
Tityus, Phlegyas, Ixion, SlSY- 

P H U S, T A NT A L U 8, the B.E LilD Z$» 

and S a l mo n e us. 

Til E Poets to deter Perfons from great Crimes andi 
Vices, give the Defcription of the Punifhmerits^' 
whichTeveral notorious Offenders endured in Tartarus* 

The moft dreadful were the Giants, thofe Rebels 
againft Jupiter ; but of them, and of Typho in particular, 
there has fufficient mention been made in the Chapter of 
Jupiter, as likewife of the Titans* who were all con- 
demned to thofe infernal Chains for their feverai Rebel- 
lions. 

Amongft thefe lay another Giant' named Tityus f ten r 
thither for his daring Lull and Impiety. He was the 
Son of Jupiter and E for a, Daughter pf Qrcbomenius, a 
River in Thfjfa-y ; when Jupiter faw fhe was big with 
Child* being afraid of Juno's Jealoufy, he hid herinthe. 
Ear h, where (he brocght forth Tityus, and afterwards- 
dying left the Education of him to the Earth* who* 
thereupon was called his. Mother, and nourifhed.him till* 
hecame t a prodigious Bignefs. He lived in the Re- 
gion Banep/ra, where he euercifed moll horrid CiueJ ties,. 
K.5; till: 
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till he was killed by Apollo with bis Arrows, for endea- 
vouring to ravifh Latona : but other Authors will have 
it, that it was for making fuch an Attempt upon Diana* 
and that it was (he herielf that flew him ; others fay 
be was-fhot by both of them. After this he was thrown 
down into Hell, where be lay upon his Back, ft retched 
out, iad hound fait, being of fo vaft a Bulk that he co- 
vered the Space of nine Acres. There were two Vultures 
offered to be his Tormentors, who continually preyed 
upon his Liver,, which was no fooner con fumed, but • 
another grew in its Stead, that fo there might be always 
Subject Matter for eternal Punifhment. 

Nor were PbUgyas and Ixion lefs *emaikable. 

Pblegyas was the Son of A/w/, and King of the La* 
pith<e in Tbefaly ; when, he heard that Apollo had lain 
with his Daughter Coronis, to be revenged of him, he 
fe* Fire to the Temple at Delpbos, for which Apollo killed 
him with his Arrows, and thruil him headlong into Hell, 
where he fits in continual Fear of being cruflbed to pieces 
by a Rock that hangs over his Read, and perpetually 
threatens his Deftruclion. 

Ixion was the Son of Pblegyas, though others would 1 
have him the Son of JEtbon and Piji<me> others of Mart 
' and Ptjidice ; being married to Dia 9 the Daughter of- 
Beioneus, he promiied very large Gifts to his Father- in- 
lavv>but being preflld to the Performance^ the Son in- 
vited his Father-in-law to a Banquet, where the* Matter 
was to be brought to an Arbitration ; but Ixion had fo 
contrived the Prace they were to meet in, that Baoneus. 
was let drop through the Floor into an Heap of burning* 
Coals: Upon the Confcioufnefs of this Impiety, he ran 
road* and could find no Expiation^eithcramo»igft Gods or 
Men ; for he was the firfi that dared to lay violent Hands- 
upon fo neap a Relation ; but at laft Jupiter, upon his 
Repentance^ received him into Favour, took him intcv- 
Heaven, and en trailed him with his Counfels. How- 
ever* he became fo ingrateful as to-endeavour to com- 
mit Adultery with Juna, which Fa 61 (he di (cove red to- 
JupUcv, who* to be certain of the Accufaticn, formed a. 

- Cloud 
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Cfoud in the Shape of Ju*o y .and placed it ready for his 
Embraces. Upon this Cloud lxlon begat the Centaurs, 
as alfo Odites Orneur, Pblegraus, P hocus, and Ripbauj, 
-tvho gave his Name to a Trad of Mountains: lxion 
could not refrain from boaflingof his fuppofed Happi- 
nefs ; 'which fo incenfed Jupiter, that he threw him into 
Hell, where being placed upon a-Wheel encompaffed 
with Serpents , he was turned round without ceafing. 

Sifyphus was of the Race of JZolus, if not his Son;; 
he married Merope % one of the Pleiades, by whom he had 
Gl a turns ; he dwelt at Htpbyra, a City of Pehfonnefus, and 
was elleemed the craftieil of all Mortals ; when Autoly- 
€us that famous Sharper and Jngler had ftolen his Cattle 
from about Cor-nth, where be had reigned, and aftcs- 
wards died and was buried, noiwithftanding all the Alte- 
rations he endeavoured to give them, yet SJ/yphus found 
them out by the Mark of his own Name, that he had 
branded them with under the Hoof; Antolycm upon this 
contracted a Friendfhip with him, and gave him his 
Daughter dnticlea. 

There is a Story that Sifyphus was a- Trojan Secretary 
who wrote concerning their Wars, from whence Homer 
took his Iliads and that for difcovering fame Secret of 
State, he was feverely punilhed. , % 

There are many Reafops affigned for his- being thrownr 
into Hell ; fotne fay, becaufe he difcovered JSgina c& 
her Father J/opus, when (be had been carried to PhUu\, 
byjupfttry another,, becaufe he deceived Pluto: For 
having bid his Wife not bury him> v. hen he came to Hell; 
he complained, and" defired that he might return to haunt 
her for fuch Impiety ; but when he was there, he would. 
Cot return, till he was farced back by Mercury; a third; 
becaufe he divulged thofc Secrets with which the God* 
entrufted him; a fourth Reafon aSgned was, his hav- 
ing been a cruel Robber,, who^put Strange»s to all Va»- 
riety of Torments,- and at 1 it was {lain by Thrfeus\ his 
Punifhaient was to roll a great Stone to the Top of a* 
Mountain,, from whence, not * it h 11 and Log all his Kndea* 
*ours, it fell dowa into-the neighbouring Plain, fo that 
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the Wretch was continually forced to renew his L*» 
bour. 

Tantalus, King of Phrygian the Son of Jupiter ind 
P/pf*, or of Tmdus King of Lydia, was another Crimi- 
sal condemned to this Place of Puniihment. His Wile 
was Autbemoifia, the Daughter of lycus, by whom he 
had Proteus, Pelops, Bafiyht and- Mobe* It is faid he 
invited the Goes to a great Peaft, where, among ft Va- 
riety of Dainties he ferved up his Son Pelops, whom he 
had flain and drefied to fet out ( the Magnificence oflrfe 
Entertainment. All the Gods perceived it but Cere** whor 
eat up one of his Shoulders, and pitying his Fate, threw 
him in to a Cauldron, andBeftoted nim to Life, by boiling 
him, fo that he came oat younger than he went in ; boa 
hit Shoulder was ftell wanting for which they gave hrm 
an. Ivory one. 

Whether it was for this Canfe, or for Violation of Hof- 
fitality, and Experiment of the Divinity of his Gueftsy 
or his Pride, or his Boafting, wane of Sccrefy, his infa- 
tiable Covetoufnefs, his imparting Ne&ar and Ambrofia, 
to Mortals, or all together, he was thrown into Hell, 
where the Poets aifign him Variety of Torments; that 
a great Stone hung over his Head, which he apprehend- 
ed to be con tin oally falling, and that he was in perpetual. 
Motion to avoid it; that he was afflicted whh con ft ant 
Third and Hunger, though he had) the Sight of the moft 
delicious Banquets;, that one of the Furies terrified him 
with her Torch, whenever he approached to touch them %. 
that he flood up to the Chin in Water, but when he 
ftooped to wet his Lips ;.he was left upon the dry Ground^ 
that whilft Fruits of all Sprta grew round about him, 
if he advanced to touch them, the Wind blew them from 
him into the Clouds immediately. 

The Betides Were fifty Daughters of Danaus* the Son 
tf Beius, firnamed the Ancient, who married Rafter 
the Death of Apis, about the fame Time that Cecropp 
reigned at Athens. Dana us coming out of Egypt, and. 
during away Stbmlzs King of the Argives, reigned at 

Abrgosi 
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Jrgcs, and by fevcral Women had fifty Daughters, who 
were called Btlides from their Grandfather. 

There fiad been forne Quarrels between him and hi» 
Brother Egypt us, which had pnt Danaus upon hs Voy- 
age into Gracii but Egyptus having fifty Sons, thought 
there might be a perred Reconciliation between thetn* 
if they were married to his Brother's Daughters. The 
Propofafrwas agreed to, and a magnificent Wedding was 
prepared ; when Danaus, either remem brine the former 
Injuries, or being told by the Oracle that one of his 
Sons-in-law fhould deft roy him, gave every one of hit. 
Daughters a Dagger, to flab their new-married Huf- 
bands. The Names of thefe unfortunate Men and 
wkked Women are recorded in Hiftory ; they all exe- 
cuted the Deiign but Hyp€rmneftra y the eldeft, who fpared 
the Life of Lynctut* who fled to Lyrcea^ a Town not 
far from Arg§s 9 where he by a lighted Torch gave No* 
ticeof his Safety, and received the fame Signal from his 
Wife ; whence the Jrgi*ves had a yearly Feftival called 
the Tcrtb* Thefe Betides, after their Death* for fo great 
a Cruelty towards innocent Perfons, had this Puniihment, 
that they were to draw Water out of a Well in Sic<vet, 
and endeavour to pour it into a VefTel, and their Labour 
was not to ceafe till that was full. 

Amongft the reft lay Salmonsus, arnidil horrid Tor- 
tures: He was once a King of £///, but was (truck, 
down thither by Jupiter for daring to jmitate his Thun- 
der and Lightning, by driving a Chariot over a Bridge 
of Brafs, and calling down Flames of Fire and Torches 
to murder the Spectators. 

So much for the Punifhment of the Wicked ; let ua 
bow fee what was thought to have been the. Reward of 
Virtue. 
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CHAP. LXIV. 

Of the Elyfian Fields, and the River Lethe;. 

AS for' the Flyjian TieUs, the Egyptians placed them 
about Memphis, near the Acherujian Lake ; the 
Phoenician] faid they were in Spain, and in the Fortunate 
ftland*> ; to which Hejiod agrees, by placing the Ifland of 
the BlefTed very far in the Ocean ; fome fay, they were 
in LejLos ; fome in Italy, where JRneas went to fe* his 
Father dncbifes j others fay, the Iflt of the Heroes was 
in the Black Sta, wb re Achilles, and other great Men, 
by the Favour of Jupiter, dwelt after then* Death, and 
received the Reward of rheir Virtues j others fay, they 
were in a Place inacceflible to Men, and that the En- 
trance was guarded by Storms and Thunder; but Pin- K 
tarcb goes fo far as to tell us thefe Fields are feated in 
the Moon. Whatever Variety thefe Opinions may admifc . 
of, yet it is univerfally agreed, that there was a perpetual 
Spring, gentle Breezes* a pure and temperate'Air, Stars 
and Sun peculiar to themfelves ; that the Plants and 
Flowers fent forth their grateful Odour, as being always 
In their Bloom and Peifcclion ; that the Ear was delight- 
ed with a perpetual Harmony, either of Birds or Mufi* 
cians, fuch as Aryan the Methymnean, Bnnemus the Lo- 
friqn, Sieficborus the Hi'menean, and Anacreon the 7*e an\^ 
that they celebrate a perpetual Ftftival, wirh Dancing* 
and Laughter; and that Old Age, Care, Covetoufnefs 
and Ambition being banifhedfiom their Thoughts, they 
had nothing elfe to do but regale themftives with- their 
Companions, amidd the Enjoyment of Youth and Beauty,, 
and pafs their Time with Racing, Arms, Chariots, or 
ether Exercifes, and thofe Things thai'created their 
greateit Satisfaction when living. 

* At the End of a certain Number of Years they return- 
ed imathe World again to live in. oihcr. Bodies ;;an'd 

that; 
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{fiat they might be content to undergo the Troubles o< 
a fecond Life; before tlfeir Departure they drank a 
praught of the River Lethe, whofe Waters had the Vir- 
tue to make them forget the* Miferies of a former Life> 
and whatever Pleafures had parted in thole happy Man- 
Eons. 



CHAP. LXV. 

Of Perseus ani Bellerophcw. , 

LE T us now. come to fuch as were of a lower Rank,, 
and were worfhipped only as Heroes, and theOfF- 
'fprlng of the Gods.. 

Per/tui was the Son of Jupiter and Dana*, whofe Fa^ 
ther Acrifius was toid by the Oracle, that he fhould 
have no Male Children, but fhould be killed by his Graod- 
fon. Upon this he (hut up his Daughter Darue in a very. 
ilrong Tower, fo that Jupiter himfelf had no Power of 
approaching her, but in the Refemblance of a Shower of 
Gold. When the old King found his Daughter brought 
forth a Son,.he put them both into an Ark, and left them. 
to the Mercy of the Sea,, by which thty were caft uporv 
the Ifland Smphus., one of the Cyclases,, where Potydifles 
then governed, whofe Brother DtTfys being then a iiuV 
ing, took them up, and ufed them very hofpitably. Poly- 
defies afterwards. fell in Love with Danae, and found that 
Ptrfeus would be a great Obstacle to him, and. therefore 
fent him to fetch the Head of Medu/a ; but of this men- 
tion has been made before, and of the feveral Prefents he 
then obtained from the Gods, as likewife of hj> turning 
Atlas into ai Mountain, and of the Birth of. Pfgafus, rhat 
Flying Horfe, which fprang from the Blood which fell 
from the Head of Medu/a, as alf© of his Delivery of 
A -drome da from the SearMoniter. Pliny ,fays, that the 
Bones of the Monfler to which Andromeda was expofed, 
• were 
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were brought from J»pfa 9 a Town in Juit*> when Ml 
Scamruj was, jEdilt> who expoftd it to the People of Rev* 
t in cm g ft other Rarities ; it was forty Feet long, and h& 
Ribs were taller than thole pf an EUpbant. 

Yet Per/ens could not avoid the Crime of ParriciJt* 
for (hewing his Excellency at the Difcus, or Game of 
^flo///, which he had invented, the ^»m/ unfortunately 
iclled againft Aarifius*% Foot, and caufed . a BraUe oft 
which he died. He was magnificently interred by Per- 
feus without the Gates of Argot. 

Per/eus was not.only {killed -ia Arms, but he was an* 
Encourager of Learnirg in his Tim?, having founded a 
public k. Place for Education upon the Mountain Helicon^ 
and hence the Poets and Ailrologers took occafion to 
place him amongft the Stars. He was buried in the Way 
between Argcs and Mycen* 9 audjiad divine Honours 
paid to him as to a tteroe. """•'• 

The Mention cf Pegafus may make it not improper 
to infert here the fhort Stonp of the CbjM^ato&JkJk- 
ropboity Cbjm<era was the Daughter of Typbon and E- 
cbidna ; (he breathed a Fire that was fierce, terrible, and 
unextinguifhable : She had three Heads, one of a Lion r 
another of a Goat, and a third of a Dragon ; and of 
- like Refemblance to tliefe were the upper, middle, and 
lower Parts of her Body; the Care Of her Education 
was committed to iimifodirus ; the Place of her Habita^ 
tion was in Lpcia, where ihe was" born. . 

It happened that Seller cfbon , 4 the Son ofGlaueus, and 
Grandfon of Sijypbus, by Birth a Corinthian, happening 
to kill his Brother, he was forced to fly to* Jrgos, where 
he was hofpitably received by King Hr^/us ; Stbenobaa 
his Queen fell defperately in Love with Sel'eropbon> but- 
when file found that (he cocfid not prevail upon him. 
with herEnticements, fhe accufed him to her Hufband* 
who fent him with Le ers to Jc bates his Son-in-law 
in Ljcia, to get him to make away with him ; for he 
would not kill him himflif, becanfc he had once enter- 
tained him, and eaten with him. Jt totes was then ce- 

hxating a Feftival, which lafted nine. Day*, and upon* 

tha 
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the tenth he read the Letter, but would not kill him for 
the fame Reafon, but commanded him to flay the Chi* 
finer a % and to fubdue the Solymi and the dmazans* The 
Gods, and fili*er<va more particularly, feeing the Inno- 
cencjr-of Belhrvpbon expoftd to fo much Danger, out of 
Companion fent him the Plying Horfe Pegafus, by 
whbfe Afliftance be-fubdued the Chimera, and the two 
Nations, as likewife feveral Lycians, who upon his Re- 
turn lay in wait to deftroy him. Jobatu received him, 
with all the Efteem that fo much Bravery and Virtue 
defcrved, and Stbenobaa having for Shame poifoned her- 
felf, he gave him his Daughter to Wife, and afterwards 
made him Heir ro his Kingdom. Bellerophon growing 
too lofty in. his own Imagination, refolved by the Means 
of Pega/us to afcend up into Heaven ; but Jupiter would 
not endure fo mtfch Arrogance, and ftruck him with . 
Blindnefs, fo that he tumbled to the Earth, and there 
wandered till he perifhed in the utmoft Contempt and 
Mifery. Ptgafm flew up to the Heavens, and placed 
himfelf amqngft the Stars, where Aurora obtained thir 
Requefl of 7*///*r, that fhe might ride upon him in her 
daily Circuit. 



CHAP. LVL, 

X)/Evropa, Cadmus, Harm^nia, 
qnd Am phion. 

EUR O P A was the Daughter of Age/tor, King of 
Pbanicia, and the Nymph Me lia ; fhe was ex-v 
tremely beautiful beyond all the Women of that Age. 
Jufittr transformed himfelf into a white Bull, came into 
the Meadow where fhe was diverting herfelf with her 
Companions; fhe admired his Beauty and Gentlenefs, 
and getting npon him as (he would upon a. Horfe, the 
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Bull took that Opportunity, and bore her away witfr 
him into Crete y where he difdofed his Divinity to her, 
and placed the Form of a BulL amongfl the Stars. A- 
gtnor being in the utmofl Grief, fent his Son Tbafus witb 
a Fleet one Way, and Cadmus another, to fee if paffihly 
they could find their SiAer, who was fuppofed to be 
flolen by Piratts ; but when all Hopes were loft, the 
Brothers were forced, with the Phoenicians who accom- 
panied them, to take up with new Settlements. But 
to comfort Agenor foT the Lofs of his Children* he wasv 
perfuaded that Europa was taken up into the Number of 
the Gods, and (he had Temples, and Altars, and Prie(ts, 
confederated to her, and the Sidon'ums damped Money to> 
her Honour, with the Picture of a Woman riding over 
the Sea upjn a Bull. 

Tbafus fettled in an Ifland of the JEgean 8ea> which 
took his Name, whereas before it had been called Plate* 
Cadmus enquiring of the Oracle of Btlphoi, received 
this Anfwer, that he ftould boiid a City there, where- 
a Cow that was to be his Dire&or mould lay down ;. 
coming among the Pbccev/et, one of Pe.'agon's Cows met 
him, and travelled through Baotia, till (he came to the 
Place where the Foundation* of the City- of Tbebes were 
laid not long afterwards. 

Cadmus bring about to facrifice- the Cow to Pallar, 
fent two of his Companions to the Fountain Dirce to 
fetch Water, when a Dragon, the Son, of Mars and Ve- 
nus, fet upon them, and killed them; but Cadmus foon 
revenged their Death by flaying him. Pallas hereupon 
advifed Cadmus to take the Dragon's Teeth, and fow 
them ; which being done, there arofe fo many armed 
Men, who* came upon him to revenge the Death of their 
Father; but Pallas counfelled him to throw a Stone^ 
amongfl them, who C2nfed them to turn their Weapons* 
u-pon one another, fo that ail fell except five of the Bro- 
thers, who were preferved, and afterwards gave extraor- 
dinary Afliftance to Cadmus in peopling his Country, 
asd building his, City. 
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Jupiter, to compenfale the many Difficulties he had 
undergone, gave him Httrmonia the Daughter of Mars 
and Venus to be his Wife. 

The God* brought Prtfents to his Nuptials { Crres be- 
llowed plenty of Corn ; Mc*smrj. a ftarp, F alias Brace- 
lets, a Robe and Pipe; EleSlra performed the Ceremo- 
nies of Magna Mater, and gave Drums and Cymbals; 
Apolo fang to his Lute ; and the Mufes affilled with thtir 
Instruments. 

However, the Offspring of this Marriage proved un- 
happy, as appears by the foregoing Inftances of I/m, Se- 
mite, Agave, and the reft ; fo that Cadmus and Harmo- 
hia leaving Thebes to Pentheus, the Son of E.hion and 
Aga*ve, went to the EcleUtnjh, and bring by Advice of 
the Oracle, chofe Com panders in their Wars againftthe 
1 Syrians y they gained the Victory ; and for fome Time 
enjoyed that Kingdom, ti 1 they were changed into two 
serpents, or rather fent by Jttfittr into the E'yfian Fuldsi 
in s a Chariot drawn by two Serpents, Cadmus is faid to 
have brought fixteen Letters into the Grecian Alphabet, 
and to have taught the Art of Writing in Profe, and that 
he wasthefirft among it the Grteki who confecrated Sta- 
tues to the Honour of the Gods. 

* Amphion* the Son of Jupiter and Antiope the Daogh- 
ter ot Nice/ us, King of Baotia, had learned to play upon 
the Harp from Mercury, and was fo great a Proficient, 
that Poets fay he built the Walls of Thebes by the Power 
of his Harp, which caufed the liftening Stones.to afcend 
1 voluntarily. According to fome Authors, Cadmus in bis 
oJd Age was expelled out of Thebei by Ampbicn, and that 
was.ihe Caufe why he went into another Country. 

. Amphion mated Niobe, (of whom mention is wade 
before) whofe Pride was the Occafion that they loil all 
their Children by the Arrows of Apollo and Diana. The 
Father, to revenge himfelf, attempted to deftroy ApciiSs. 
Temple, but was punilbed by that God with the Lofs 
of his Sight and Harp, and afterwards thrown into Hell, 

CHAP. 
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CHAP. LXVIL 

Of J'A S O tf. 



J A S O N was the Son of JEfin and Alcmede, and was* 
defcended by his Father from JEolus \ he was an In- 
fant, when Pf Has his Uncle, who was King of Tkeffalj* 
fought to deilroy him ; . but his Relations conveyed hhn* 
away into a Cave belonging to Chiron* who inftru&ed- 
him in the Art of Phyfick, from whence he had the 
Name' of Jajon, or the Healer, whereas before hia* 
Name was Diomedes. When he grew up he came 
home to hit Uncle; and. was by him encouraged to go- 
and fetch the Golden Fleece from Colcbit* which was an < 
Expedition that might gain a Reputation to a young ' 
Heroe. , 

The Story of the Golden Fleece is this : Jtbsu*as 9 King 
of Thebes had Phnxus and Hell* by a Wife called Afc- 
pbde\ but afterwards he took another Wife called Uo % 
who fell in love with Pbrixus ; bat* neglected by him 
fell into an extreme Aversion to him* and there happen*, 
ing a great Dearth of Corn, fhe perfuaded Atbanas ^ha*« 
it could not be remedied till Phrixus or /fc& was facri-. 
iked : But as they flood at the Altar, Nefbeie, or a Cloud* 
took them away, and gave them a Golden Sam that 
fhe. had received from Mercury > which carried theua 
through the Air ; but when they came to that Sea 
which is between the Sigaan Shore ancWhe Qberfonefiu* 
Helle chanced, to fall into it* from whence it has taken 
the Name of Hellefpontus. Phrixus* being wearied by 
his Journey and continual Labour, laid himfelf down to> 
reft upon the Promontory of Brixada, where the Bar* 
btriaus were coming , to kill him, when the Ram fpake 
toJiim with a human Voice, and waked him, and then 
carried him to Colchis* where he was kindly received by 
JRta % the King of the Country ; then he facrificed the 

Ram 
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Ram to Jupiter, and hung the Skin up in the Grove of 
Mars The Ham was faid to be taken up into the 
Skies. 

When the Voyage was refolded on, Argos, a famous 
Workman, boiit a Ship at lolcboi in Tbejfaly, which 
* from him was called Ago; it was faid to be done by the 
Advice of PLa> y who fhewed him a Tree in the Dodo- 
naan Grove to make a Maft of, that was Vocal, and 
could Prophefy. 

The Fame of fuch a Veflel, which was the greateft 
that ever had been heard of; brought together above fifty 
of the moft accomplifeed young Perfons of the Age to 
accompany Jafin in this Expedition. As the Authors 
do not agree in their Number, fo confequently not in 
theif Names; but there were feveral of Divine kace; 
■ as A neons the Son of Neft/urre; Idmon and Orpheus the 
- Sons of Apollo; 'Augi&Sy of Sol; Zetes and Calais, of Bo- 
reat* There was likewjfe an extraordinary Pilot named 
Y'pbps* *nd one Lynceus, who by feeing farther than any. 
other Mortal, might fpy out, if there was likely to be any 
JDanger; and according to fame Authors, Hercules was 
amongit them, though there are many Reafons to the 
contrary, at leail they left him afhore before they arrived 
to Colchis. 

Jafon came firft to Lemnos, where Hypfipile, the Queen 
of that Country, received him fo kindly, that fee had 
Twins by him. Then they came to Pbineus, once a 
Krng of the Papblagonians, who beiag a Prophet, and 
revealing the Myfteries of Jupiter to Mortal s 4 was by 
him ftruck blind, and infefted with the Harpies, the 
Daughters ofTbanmus and Ele&ra ; they were, three in 
Number, Caleno, Aello and Ocipyte ; they dwelt in Tbracr, 
had the Face* of Virgins, the Ears of Bears, the Bodies 
:of Vultures, w4th human Arms and Feet, and num- 
erous Nails; they took away, of polluted all the Meat 
that was fet before the poor old Man, fo4hat he was al- 
moft ready to die with Hunger : The Argonauts coining 
to him, ht declared to them many Things concerning 
their intended Voyage, and gave themlarge Inftroakms, 

where- 
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whereupon, to requite him, the two Sons of Borieu 
having Wings, drove away-thefe Harpies to the Iflands 
called Ecbinada, and made them fwear, that they would 
not return to give Chineju any more Difturbance. After 
this the Argonauts pafled through the Cyanean Rocks, or 
the Sympkgades, fo called, becaufe they would often come 
cloft together, and crufh in Pieces fuch Ships as would 
fail between them ; but they efcaped this Danger, by 
fending a Pigeon, and waiting till they faw it fly through 
fafely. 

At laft, after many Difficulties, Jafon arrived z\Stytkid 9 
a Colony of the Egyptian* \ he was kindly received by 
JEta; but when he demanded the Golden Fleece, he 
was told, that he fhoujd have it when he had encountered 
with Bulls that had brazen Feet, and breathed Fire out 
of their Noftrils, and when he had overcome a Dragon 
that kept it, and fown its Teeth, and deftroyed the Sol- 
diers that fprung from the Ground where thefe Teeth 
were fown. Medta, the King 's Daughter, falling in Love" 
v-ith him, taught him to overcome all thefe Difficulties, 
and fo getting PoiTeffion of the G-lden Fleece, he failed' 
away with Medea in the Night-time, unknown to her 
Father. 

The Return of the Argonauts is related various Ways ; 
fome, that it was by the fame Way that they came, and 
that Abfyrtes, the Brother of Medea, purfued them as far 
as the Adr'tatick Sea, along the Coafb of S claw ma, and 
that at la ft he was overcome by Jafow, which gave Oc- 
cafion to the Story, that his Sifter cut him in Pieces, 
that fo her Father being buiied in gathering his Mat- 
tered Limbs, might be the lefs eager in the Purfuit of 
them. 

It is certain that the Argonauts pa/Ted through a great 
Nupiber of Seas, « and gave Names to many filands and 
Promontories, bofh in their going out and coming 
home.. For the Story goes, that JEta, \p obftr u& their 
Rjeuun, having guarded the Mouth of the EuxUie Sea, 
wicli his Fleet, they were necefiitated to draw their 
Ship over Land to the Springs of T*nais % and to a Place 

whtrc 
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wnere by fome River they might come into the Ocean, 
and tfcat-they had the Continent on the Left Hand, and 
the two Bears on the Right, and that he came by the 
Qadti into the Mediterranean Sea, and fo patted by lbe~ 
ria t Lybia, the Sjrtes, and Cercyra, where he was 
folemnly married to Medea, and feveral other Places too 
long to be here ennumeratcd. 

When Ja/on came home, he found all his Relations 
dedroyed by Pefias; Medea undertakes to revenge this " 
A&ion, and difpatch him, without giving any Sufpi- 
cion to his Countrymen ; (he fails privately before her 
Hufband, and comes to the Daughters of Pelias, under 
the Character of a Prieitefs of Diana ; they admire the 
feveral Grange Things (lie performs by the Power of 
her Enchantments, amongfl others, (he propofes to make • 
their Father young again, and to gain the greater Credit 

K with them, me kills an old Ram, and throws it into a 
boiling Caldron, and thence produces it a young Lamb 
again. The Daughters of Pelias try the Experiment 
upon their old Father, and threw him into the Caldron, 
but could not thence fo eafily produce a young one, upon 
which they fled their Country. Ja/on had a Signal 
given him to come and take the Kingdom ; but he after- 
wards delivered it up to Acafius, the Son to Pelias, who 

. had accompanied him to Colchis* and went himfelf with 
Medea to Gorinth. Other Authors ,fay, that (he ma'de 
jE/on her Father-in-law, and Ja/on her Hufband, young 
again after that Manner. 

At Corinth it feeraed ftrange that a Perfon fo valiant, 
fo beautiful and noble, as Ja/on, mould have a Wife 
that was a Foreigner and Sorcerefs ; whereupon Creon % 
the Son of 'Mendcus, who was King there, gave him 
his Daughter Creu/a to Wife : Medea feemed not to re- 
fent the Matter, but fent her a Prefent of a Robe and 
"Golden Crown tinged with Naphtha* which fetFire to 
her and the whole Palace, and then afcending a Chariot 
given her by the Sun, and drawn by Dragons, (he made 
Ser Efcape to Athens, where me married. King A2geu* 9 
by whom ihe had a Son named Medus , but going about 
• to 
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to Poifon Tht/hut the cldtft Son of jEgcus* her Defigt 
was difcovered, and Jhe was forced to 8y to Jfta, with 
her Son .M*/*/, who afterwards left his Name to Media, 
Many Temples were erected to Jafon in feveral Coun- 
tries, in Memory of his Fortitude, but he was wor- 
ihipped at Abdera with the greateft Solemnity ; Parae- 
nio built him a Temple of polimed Marble, " extremely 
magnificent. 



CHAP. LXVIII. 

0/ Theseus, 

THESEUS was the Son of Neptune and JStbr* % 
or, as others fay, of JEgeus : He*propofed to him- 
felf, from his Childhood, the remarkable Courage 
and Virtues of Hercules as proper Patterns for his Imita- 
tion, and therefore endeavoured to extirpate all Thieves 
and Robbers wherever he came ; SJron, who not far 
from Athens, infefted the Roads between Megetra and 
the Iftbmus, -was thrown down a Precipice by him, as 
he was ufed to do to others ; and fo Prttruftts met the 
fame Fate of being fattened to a bended Pine, and the 
Tree fufrered to fly up again into the Air, and broke him 
to Piece?. 

When he was a Youth he defired to go with the 
^Athenian Youths to Crete, where they were delivered tto 
the Minotaur. The Story of this Manfter in fhort is 
this ; Minos that famous Lawgiver of Crite, who every 
ninth Yean being retired into a large deep Cave, received 
his Laws from Jupiter* which he 'afterwards communi- 
cated for the Good of his People, was married to Paji- 
,pbae 9 the Daughter of the Sun ; me being inftigated by 
yenusf who hated, all the Offspring of ScL, fell into a 
~~ ~ -» for a Taurusy or a Bull, by whom ihe had a 

Monfter, 
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Monfter, half a Man and half a Ball. Dadalus, a mod 
famous Artificer, who had been inftrnmental in this Faft* 
built a Labyrinth, in which this Creature was inclofed, 
and fed upon Mens Fie fh. Andregtas the Son of Mi- 
sw, happening to be killed by the Athenians, they Jiad this 
cruel Tribute impofed upon them, to fend a certain 
Number of young Men to be Food for this Monfter % 
when Tbe/eus came thither, Ariadne, the Daughter of 
Minos, fell in Love with him, and taught him the Means 
bow to kill the Monfter, and to efcape oat of the Laby- 
rinth, by Means of a Ball of Thread that (he had given 
him, This being performed, he failed to the Ifle of 
Naxos with his Deliverer, where Bacchus feeing (he was 
young and beautifu^ and peculiarly admirable for Her 

f olden Locks, admoniflied Tbe/eus to relinquifti her, who 
eing (truck with a divine Terror, left her in a profound 
Sleep, and fet fail for Athens ; then Bacchus approaching 
Jher, proffered her Immortality, free from old Age, which 
Gift he had obtained for her from Jupiter ; he likewife 

fave her Partnermip in his Name, that as he was called 
iber, (b (he mould be called Libera* He likewife*gave 
her a Crown that Vulcan had given to Venus, adorned 
with nine Jewels, which Bacchus turned into fo many 
Stars, and placed amongft the Conftellations. 

The Return of Tbe/eus was attended with this Mif- 
fortune : ABgeus had ordered, that whereas the Ship his 
Son failed in went out with black Sails, it (hould re* 
turn with the fame if he had the Misfortune to mifcarry, 
but that otherwife they (hould be changed to white : The 
old Man impatiently went every Day to the Top of a 
Rock, from whence at laft the Ship was efpied without 
the white Flag, and the old Man in Defpair fell into the 
Sea, which from him took the Name of JEgean. The 
Athenians instituted Feafts to his Honour, and fatrificed 
to him as a Sea-God, and anj adopted Son of Neptune. 

What Exploits he did in Company with other Heroes 

have been before related ; No Doubt but his trueHiftory, 

if purged from Fables, would roakejum molt famous ; 

t, for 
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for he gathered the Athenians, who before were (UfpeHSed 
in Villages, into one Community, and inclofed the City 
with Walls, gave them Laws, .and in&ituted that popu- 
lar Adminiftration of Government, which continued tiU 
fuch Time as it was invaded by Pijiftratus. 



<£. H A P. LXIX. 

Of ACHILLES. 



ACHILLES was the Son of Peleus and Thetis ; hk 
Mother fed him all Day with Ambrofia, and by 
Night hid him in the Fire, till at laft the £a& being dis- 
covered by Peleus, ihe out of Anger fled from her Huf- 
band, and returned to the Nereides: She likewife dipped 
Jbim, in the Waters of the River Styx, and by that Means 
he was rendered invulnerable in all Parts, except the Heel, 
by which ihe held him. He was afterwards educated by 
Chiron the Centaur, that moft accc-mplifbed Mailer to all 
Heroes, who fed him with Hooey, and the Marrow of 
Lions and wild Soars, to make him fierce and terrible ; 
when Chalcas the Prophet had faid that Troy (before 
which the Grecians had fet down, to recover Helen, that 
had been flolen by Paris, the Son of King Priam, from 
her flufband Menelaus) could not be taken unlefs Achilles 
was prefent, his Mother, who had been told that he 
would certainly be- killed if he went thither, hid him in 
the Ifland of Scyros, amongft the Daughters of Lycomedes* 
where he became fo intimate with the fair Deidamia, 
that he had a Son by her called Pyrrhus; but by the 
Craft of Ulyjfes and Diemedeshe was found out, and car- 
ried to the Trojan War, where he had the Fate of being 
treaehefoufly flain by Paris, with an Arrow that ftruck 
his Heel. The Actions of this W^r are fo beautifully 
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
